About  300  names  were  on  its  subscription  list,  when  be- 
ing overpersuaded,  the  writing  department  of  its  pages  was 
transferred  to  a  person,  who  dallied  with  the  original  pro- 
poser, until  the  fervor  of  the  design  had  waned  on  the  pub- 
lic mind  : 

Three  years  afterwards,  (in  1817)  a  12mo.  volume,  enti- 
tled a  iiisTOUY  OF  BOSTON,  was  issued,  with  his  name  as  ita 
author,  yet  published  b}^  some  other  person.

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%vas  lliere  kiyidly  treated,  and  retuiaed  to  his  native  soil  :  for 
whicli  he  was  anvions  to  re(|uite,  by  any  ser\'ic(.'  totlie  Enir- 
lishinen  :  and  as  lonii,'  as  he  lived,  Ik;  was  failhlnlto  his  wunl 
and  trusts,  a.^  a  iiuide.  mediator  and  interpreter :  hy  Iciml 
dealing  and  prudent  nnniaii-einent;  they  indueed  nine  ^^ac•ll- 
emSj  to  bi^ii  a  treaty  with  iIkmu.  acknowlt'd'/in'j  tliennelves 
subjects  of  Kin'j"  James  :  these  ineasnres  inspired  the  emi- 
grants with  a  conlid(Miee  of  safety,  in  explorinu-  the  country 
about  them  :  their  first  excursion,  was  by  entering'  Afa^sachu- 
Hctts  Bay,  and  viewing  the  harbor  of  Boston,  on  the  19th  of 
Sept,  — S(]uanto,  with  two  t)lher  native^,  were  sent  to 
cause  speech  to  l)e  had  Vv'ith  the  Sachems  of  tlui  place  :  Ob- 
batinewat,  was  Gov.  or  Sachem;  yet  imder  jNIassasoyt :  he 
also,  signed  the  treaty  under  Kin'j  James. 

But  little  was  known,  among  them,  concerning  this  coun- 
try, until  Sir  AValter  Radeigh.  attempted  to  colonize  Virginia, 
betw^een  the  years  1584  and  1(308.  \\hen  he  (v-itabli-hcd 
Jamestown;  a  settlement  was  commenced  in  Newfoundland, 
in  1610.  In  1614,  some  Dutch  emiiirants.  built  a  fort  at  Al- 
bany, and  founded  that  city.  In  1602,  Bartholomew^  Gosnold, 
made  a  direct  rout  from  Falmoudi,  to  Cape  Ami,  and  for  the 
great  quantity  of  Codlish  there,  he  named  it  Cape  Cod.  lu 
1614,  the  experienced  navinalor,  Capt.  John  Smith,  with  two 
ships  from  Eniiland,  explored  the  coast  Irom  tla?  I-^land  of 
^Iauhe«jan,  near  i\.'nol)>cot  river,  to  Cajje  Cod  ;  and  in  his 
boats,  traded  with  tln^  nalives,  and  returned  to  KuL^land  with- 
in six  months,  from  the  timi*  he  left.  A\  ith  a  ch>ar  prolit  of 
l.VOO  pounds  for  his  employers;  he  forined  a  crude  map  of 
the  new  re-ions,  and  pii^>ented  it  to  Prince  Chailts, 
wdio  gave  to  it,  the  name  of  Ni^w  Knuland.  Capt.  Snidh  h^ft 
one  of  his  ships  liere.  under  tht^  command  of  l'homa>^  Hunt; 
lu  load  her  w  idi  li-h  Jor  Spain  :  w  Ikmi  he  was  ready  to  sail 
lie  enticed  27  Indians  on  hoard,  on  a  pretext  of  trading  with 
thorn,  and  imniediutoly  seized  the  poor  creatures,  and  put 
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iliciii  n:i(l(M  ill'.'  liirclic-^ :  (Mnic'il  them  lu  MakiL'n.  ami  sold 
(3I  iliciiL  iur  l.vrnly  t'.u  li.

10*29, 
giving  to  twenty-six  persons,  named  on  the  patent,  juri>dic- 
tiou  from  three  miles  North  of  the  ^lerrinuie,  to  three  mile.'j 
South  of  every  part  of  the  river  Charles,  inclndiiiLr  all  boun- 
daries three  miles  Soulli  of  the  southern  line  ot  .Ahissaeliii- 
setls  Bay,  and  m  length,  from  the  Atlantic  Ocean  to  the  ^^oulll 
Sea. 

In  June,  1G28,  Mi\  John  Endicott.  one  of  the  Lirautees  by 
Patent,  brouiiht  out  a  few  men.  and  then  there  were  but  aO 
or  GU  persons:  nu)re  arrived  in  June,  U)"29,  in  all  amounhni,' 
to  386  ;  with  the  last,  came  the  Jiev.  Francis  lIiggin->on  :  but 
seven  houses  had  been  built  at  that  lime.

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The  success  which  was  atleudiiig  the  plautalionSj  encour- 
ajied  the  grantees  wlio  l•e^illet.l  in  E!i;ihuitl.  to  persevere  ; 
and  several  ul  the  prineipal  members,  (nileied  iulu  an  aiiree- 
iiientj  to  remove  themselves  and  huuilies,  provided^  tlie  whole 
govenmient,  and  patent,  miiiht  be  first  leizally  transferee!  and 
established,  to  remain  with  them,  aiul  others  who  should  jeiii 
witli  them  :  this  iiuiasure  was  resolved  on^  to  avoid  the  in- 
C(jnvenienees  of  admini>lrinu-  a  government  at  such  a  (hs- 
tance^  and  lor  alluring  men  oi  worthy  and  wealth,  to  einbaik 
in  the  enterprist}  :  this  alteration  wa>  made  in  the  e()m[)a.ny 
aiiairs,  Aug.  and  ou  the  2Ulh,  a  meeting  was  held  ibr 

electing  a  (iovernor^  Lieut.  Goveruor,  and  Assistant,  who 
would  be  willing  to  remove;  :  j\Ir.  John  Winthrop,  was  ehos(;u 
Governor^  and  I'liomas  Dudley,  LituU.  Governor;  the  company 
ai)pointed  10  agc.Mits  lor  the  eoneern,  lor  procurin^j;  stock,  pro- 
vi.->ionSj  vessels,  vXc.  ice.,  live  ol"  them  U)  rtnuain  in  Eniiland, 
and  live  to  accompany  the  emiLiranls  :  b)' tlie  end  of  Feb. 
1030^  fourleeii  ve.-.-cls  w(M-e  engaged,  to  take  over  1300  pas- 
sengers, and  every  recpusite  for  a  lirm  plantation. 

As  all  the  liect  Cwuld  not  be  made  ready  at  once,  four  of 
ilnnn  set  sail  oir  tlie  8th  of  A|)ril,  and  arrived  in  salety  :  the 
lirst,  which  arrived,  was  the  iMar)'-John,  briniiing  the  Jlev 
John  AVarham.  and  John  ^NlaviMick  ;  with  families^  from  tlie 
Counties  of  Devonsliiri*,  ])ors(>tdiirc  and  Somersel^^lire ; 
and  Mi\  Kilward  Russitter  and  IIolii'i'  Ludlow,  two  as-istanls: 
with  Rou'er  Cla[)p,  who  wa>  soon  afterwarils,  (Japt.  of  Ca-tle 
I.-dand.  j'hey  W(.Me  to  have  betMi  landinl  no  the  Charles  riv- 
er, but  th(?  Capt.  (Squibb.)  insisted  oa  putting  them  a->hore, 
on  Nantasket  Point  ;  there,  they  obtained  a  boat,  and  loaihsl 
it  Willi  2"oods,  and  ten  aruK.'d  men,  under  the  direeiion  of 
(!aj)l.  S(!mhv'()t,  and  m.ade  for  Ch;ule>town  :  \\iCYc  the\-  saw 
a  lew  wii'-wnm-.  >ome  t(3w  E:i|^!i.-h  peoph^,  and  OiU'  liuu^e  :

8tlL  of  that  nn)ndi. 

This  la,>t  emigration,  was  iiit(>iid(\l  to  have  hrrw  mo-dy 
loeateil  on  one  >pot.  aiid  that,  lo  have  beim  called  L)o-tu;i  ; 
that  plan  v/a-  partially  Irn-traUnl,  b)  the  irregularity  oi"  arn- 
vals.  and  ))ard\  bv  the  satl  silaai ioii  of  ihi'  Salem  >enhM! n-iii  ; 
si('kn(vs.  deadi.  and  w  anl  ol  die  n(M-e.--ai  ie-  of  I ile.  had  bccii 
dirii  poi.ioii.  lo.  some  iimi^  pa :  eiudiU  d*M,li->  had  ocenrt  d 
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during  the  previous  winter^  and  those  yet  alive,  weic  weak, 
and  in  want:  of  corn,  meal,  or  bread,  they  iniiunlly,  had  not 
enough  for  tv.'o  weeks  in  [)rosp(MMive ;  and  tlie  lariiO  lot  oi 
servants,  they  brought  out  with  them,  at  an  expen-e  of  1()  or 
20  pounds  ibr  each,  tln^y  vveie  obliij-ed  to  aive  them  their 
heetlom,  lor  want  ot  food,  for  iheir  su-tcnianee  :  and  many  of 
the  lirst  settlers,  had  hUt  Salem  for  the  .Alystie  :  Charlestown, 
and  up  the  river  C'harles. 

Gov.  Winlhiop,  sto])ped  at  Charlestown,  and  widi  some 
other  public  Ollicers,  were  aeeonunodaled  iii  a  buildiuii-,  lh(^y 
called  tiic  ^rcat  hoiisc^  on  the  west(Mly  .-ide  of  the  market 
square  :  others  resided  m  eotta^'es,  booths  and  tents  :  but  so 
cold,  and  moi>t,  that  .-ickness  })re\'ailed  amonii'  them,  at  such 
an  extent,  there  were  not  eiiouiih  well,  tu  tak(^  care  of  the 
sick.  The  (lOV.  had  eniraLiiHl  a  huust*  to  be  built  for  him 
there,  and  purposed  to  mnke  it  a  pernument  residence  ;  but 
the  water  they  were  obliged  to  drink,  was  from  one  sprimr 
only,  and  which  could  not  be  approached,  but  at  low  tide, 
and  this  was  brackish,  and  im})ure;  it  was  at  the  spot,  now 
occupied  ])y  the  Slate  Prison  :  on  account  of  their  areat  af- 
flictions, the  Governor  proposed  for  a  day  of  Faslini^  and 
rra\  er;  and  the  30th,  of  July,  was  thus  solemnly  appropria- 
ted :  after  the  divine  services  of  the  day,  it  was  motioned  to 
enter  intc»  a  church  covenant,  with  all  w  ho  knew  one  anoilier 
as  liaving  oodline^s  at  heart,  and  manv  then  ^ii:•ned  ihe  cov- 
enant for  th(^  (diurch  :  their  meetings  where  lirst  held  in  the 
oj)en  air,  under  an  oak  tree ;  in  time,  the)  held  nuHMinirs  in 
the  great  house. 

the  Kmilish,  who  were  locatinl  in  Charh^slown, 
wh(!n  Gov.  \Vinlhrop  arrived  ;  on  Noddles  l>l:md  (Ka>t  Bos- 
ton.) thert^  lived  .Mr.  Samuel  Maverick,  a  frenlleman  c\cr 
ready  to  entertain  st rani! ens  ;  he  had  bnill  a  I'ort  tlun-e,  and 
mounted  l»)nr  cannon  to  protect  him.  fiom  ihe  liuhans  :  and 
on  the  western  hide  of  the  peninr-ula,  calhni  Shawmut,  a  Mr. 
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Will.  Hlcicksloiic  hail  pitched  ii  lent ;  wliicli  land  in  llin>'' 
days,  at  liiLih  walrr.  aj)i>('ai('d  like  two  I-land.-,  liic  iiuiili 
aiul  sontli  parts.  bcinL''  conniH'led  hv  a  narrow  i-iliinn^.

Boston  was  s(;ltled  Sept.  7^  1630  ;  and  i)eopled  bv  ilj.>- 
senters  from  tlie  Cdiineh  of  Knuland,  some  lew  of  whom  wci; 
froiri  Boston,  county  ol  Lincolnshire,  Eiiiiland,  who  i^av;.'  lo  ii 
its  name  :  the  Indians  had  cdhnl  it  SIniw  niul.  on  aecunnl«i 
its  i^'ood  spiinus  ol  waler,  and  the  i'Jiuli-h  seltlei>  in  Cdiadi  v 
Iowa  called  it  Tri-monntain.  trom  its  tlien  three  prumini'iil 
hills:  (,'hie.atal)(;t  the  reimdnu-  Saclnnu  of  the  then  tribe  ol' 
Indians,  liladly  r(K'ei\  evl  the  l'airop(\nns  widiin  hi>  tcnritory, 
and  for  a  valn;d)le  con-ivleral ion  coii\e\ cd  to  th(Mn  ihi.-  ki  iil 
of  their  (dioice  ;  and  tin*  de.-ci'ndant>  of  that  Sai  hem,  in  16s-|. 
ratilied  the  .-ale  l)\  si'ininii  a  quit  claim  deed  wi'di  the  ex- 
pression that     they  had  received  a  valuabla  coii?ideraliuu 
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llierofor  :  • '  and  here  we  may  add,  that  the  wlioh?  lands  in 
i\('\v  Kiiji'laiid.  were  in  tlie  same  manner  purchased  of  the 
I'.'i'jiiino"  Saehems  of  tlie  diflerent  tribes;  and  paid  tor  as  in 
e,.  i  V  other  fair  species  of  trade,  viz  :  with  an  ecjuivalent  to 
the  amount  and  in  manner  asked  for.  by  the  previous  hold- 
ers of  tlu^  soil. 

Mr.  William  Blackstone,  from  the  Charlestown  settle- 
ment, was  the  lh\--t  luuopean  known  to  have  lodged  on  this 
jH'uiiisrda,  and  from  that  circnm:?tance  only,  claimed  most 
otllu^  land  ;  he  invited  Gov.  John  \Vinthrop  and  others  to  re- 
m(n  e  over  Irom  Charlestown.  on  whi(di  iMr.  Johnson,  with 
f^everal  others  took  up  their  residenctj.  On  the  lOlli.  of 
Sept.  1()34,  a  Tax  of  X'3(),  Avas  assessed  on  tht;  inhabitants, 
for  l]:e  ])m(diase  of  any  chum  ^Ir,  BJaekstone  may  have  on 
tlie  land  excepting-  rdiont  six  acr«\s.  whitdi  In^  would  still 
hold  lor  his  own  enjoyment  and  advantaiiti  :  ever)'  house  hol- 
d(M- was  to  pay  six  shilliniis.  at  least  ;  and  ^ome  more  to- 
ward makin;^-  up  that  sum  :  alter  that  date  the  town  laid  out

spot  is  now  our  iilorious  coinnn)n  :  this  lot  was  extended  in 
Icniilh.  by  a  purchase  by  tla^  town,  Oct.  8,  17S7,  of  two  acres 
and  one-eighth  of  Win.  Foster,  on  its  southern  and  eastern 
buunilary,  adjoininir  the  burial  li'round. 

The  Oomnioii  conniins  4S  3-8lhs.  aert\>^,  and  the  garden 
wc>l  of  diaries  Slr(\'t,  'i.')  jicri's ;  beinii-  73  3-8llis.  acres  in 
thii  wlioh'  area  :  the  conunon  was  sniKiUnded  wilh  a  wood- 
en post,  ihriM'-rnih'd  fence  ;  in  1830.  that  fence  was  remo\ cd 
and  dn'  })iesent  ini [)o>i!iLi-  iron  picdvcMed  enidosnre,  took  its 
plitce  :  the  e\pen<e  iherelor,  beiier  parliallv  paid  bv  the 
i  di:d)itanls  resivlinii;  on  ils  border  ;  the  rest  beinii-  ])aid  by 
th(.M'iiy  :  the  whoh'  co-t  of  U,  1  .^H.S;")  ;  individuals 

M.h.'cribeci  'J^io  h^iglh  of  non  f<':ice  i^  5!)32  feet. 

The  Ihitish  in  177.').  r;ii-ed  a  fort  near  the  centre  Avhich 
^ el  pailially  rinuvim^.  and  a  bi  le  north  ot  thai  i>  a  prctlv  pond 
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or  sheet  of  water,  called  ^Crescent  poiul  ;  '  when  the  cily 
ehailer  was  obtaiiuMl,  in  18'J2,  a  clause  was  inserted,  debui- 
iiigtlie  city  coLiueil,  forever,  I'roni  selling  any  of  the  connnoii. 
1H30,  Ang.  23.  it  was  decreed  by  the  court,  that  carpenters^ 
joiners,  brick-layers,  sawyers,  and  thatchers,  should  take  no 
more  than  two  shilliii2s  a  day  on  pain  of  ten  shillinj^s  penalty 

The  first  general  court  of  the  colony,  was  held  at  Boston, 
Oct.  19,  1630,— 1)(H-;.  '28,  the  G.'C.  decided,  tliat  Newton 
(name  altered  to  (  ambiidge,  1638.)  should  b()  llie  seat  of 
government;  and  to  remove  the  munitiojis  and  ordinaiiro 
there  : — Nov.  4,  it  Vv'as  promulged  by  the  con  i  t  ,  that  if  any 
person  would  set  up  a  Ferry,  between  Boston  and  Charles- 
town,  he  should  receive  one  penny  for  every  person  fenii'tl 
over,  and  one  ponnv,  also,  for  every  100  lbs.  weight  of 
goods. — Weekly  traiiiiugs  are  ordered. 

It  has  generally  been  conceded  b}'  anlicpiarians  and  histo- 
rians, that  the  man)',  and  good  springs  of  water,  constaiuly 
floating  from  particular  sp;)ts  on  this  pejiinsuhi,  vvas  an  im- 
portant, if  not  the  p;iy7a;(/ rtMSon,  for  our  puritan  fathers' 
(tholce,  in  miking  Boston  their  favorite  residence  :  there 
were  a  nuniljer  of  those  springs  about  Beacon  hill,  and  al 
that  westerly  part  of  the  town  ;  and  one  of  superior  purity 
a  id  power,  continual!)'  gushed  forth,  at  the  north  corner  of 
Spring  Lane  and  \Vashin'j:ton  Street,  over  whii-li,  is  ihu 
bookstore  of  the  iMessrs.  Lorings. 

Fortdiill  was  origiaally  called  Corn-hill ;  there  was  a  Fort 
b8g..i.i  on  it.in  1()32,  by  the  people  of  Boston,  Charlestown, 
Roxbury  and  D^rcliester  ;  and  completed  1()34.  and  ovJi- 
nance  m  >u-iled  in  it,  in  May;  Sir  Edmund  Andross  took 
shelter  in  ifie  tort,  iii  the  commotions  of  1()S0.  whrre  he,  ai.d 
his  accomplices  were  made  prisoners,  for  their  tyranny  aaJ 
0])pres-iou. 

Beacon  hill,  wlu  situated  on  tho  northwest  side  of  the  com- 
mon, a  litdo  uorlhcadt  of  tho  Slate  Hou33 ;  on  the  top  of  it, 


The  four  Tablets  bearinj  tlia  ir.scripiii>,is  hero  ropiod,  w  iih  ihc  ^.a^l•• 
uhich  surmoiiJiiefl  ihc  Moiiuin.Mii.  is  prescrx  t-d 
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was  a  beacon,  witli  a  lar  barrel  at  its  apex,  erected  in  1G35, 
which  was  to  have  been  iireil,  to  give  an  alarm  in  the  coun- 
try, if  Boston  shouUl  be  attacked  or  beseiged  :  this  was  blown 
down  in  1789,  and  a  plain  doric  column  erected  of  brick  and 
stone,  incrusted  with  cement ;  a  large  irilt  eagle,  at  its  top, 
supporting  the  arms  of  America  :  its  elevation,  (30  feet  :  di- 
ameter of  the  column,  4  feet  :  the  pedestal,  8  feet,  :  the  hill 
was  of  a  sugar  loaf  form,  138  feet  above  the  level  of  the  sea. 

Inscriptions,  commemorating  important  occurrences,  were 
on  the  tablets  of  the  pedestal  ;  as  follows  :  on  its  soutli.  To 
commemorate  that  train  of  events,  which  led  to  the  American 
Revolution,  and  linally  secured  liberty  and  independence,  to 
the  United  States,  this  column  is  erected  by  the  voluntary 
contributions  of  iha  citizens  of  Boston,  MDCCXC.

A  mill  c*re(d;  was  fcumed  July  5,  1G31.  from  the  town 
dock,  throiiLih,  into  a  cove  on  tiie  iiordiwesl-bv-norlh^  line; 
and  a  plank  was  laid  uvei  it  in  Ann  Si.  which  had  the  iianie 
of  draw  bridge^  it  bein*^  oriuinally  intended  to  have  been 
made  lo  hoist  for  vessels  to  pass  ;  one  also,  in  AJiildle  Street, 
(now  Hanover,)  whi(di  was  called  the  .Alill  bridge,  it  beiinj; 
near  lo  a  grist  mill  :  this  whole  creek  was  tilled  in  whli 
earth,  in  18-25. 


rRIIMITIVE  ITE.MS. 

The  first  nijjhl  watch  in  Boston,  was  appointed  Feb.  1635: 
In  1653^  in  lieu  of  a  watch,  a  bidlmaii  was  provided,  to  go  a- 
bout  from  10  till  five;  in  tlie  morninii-. — In  1649,  it  was  order- 
ed that  no  person  shoidd  play  at- shullh^-board,  bowling  or 
any  other  play,  about  a  ()ublic  house,  inulcr  pain  of  forfeiture 
of  20  shillings  horn  the  keepi.-r,  and  5  tVom  every  persoii 
playing;  al.-^o,  if  any  one  d(Miy  the  scriptures,  to  be  the  word 
of(Tod,  to  be  tined  ,€50  or  v/hipped  40  striiK\<,  unless  he  pub- 
li(dy  recant;  in  whi(d\  case,  hi^  liin^  is  and  whi]')p(Hl  if  he 
pay  not  that  ; — and  if  tlie  saivl  od«Mider  alter  said  recantation 
or  punishment,  shall  tht;  .--econd  lime  obstinately  m.aintain 
llie  said  wicked  opinion,  he  shall  be  bani-hed  or  put  to 
death  as  the  court  shall  judge. 

It  was  ordered  tliat  every  iidial.ulai it  having  any  of  Jolm 
JvccN  c's  and  Lowdowicdv  ^lugglelon's   bucks,  and  shall  ul4 
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bring  or  send  them  unto  the  next  ina^istrale,  sluill  forfeit  £10 
iinJ  the  books  burnt  in  tiie  market  place  at  Boston,  on  the 
iit;\:t  h3ctnr(j  day  by  llie  common  executioner. — Phibp  Ibit- 
clih  (a  servant)  beinu"  convicted  of  skmderous  inveclncs 
aiiainst  the  church  and  Liovernmcnt ;  to  be  \\  hi[)[)ed,  lose 
Ins  e;us  and  lo  be  l;ani-hed.  which  was  presently  exe- 
cnl(!d. 

lii-tC).  Kdv/ard  Palmer  was  lured  to  build  a  pair  of  Stocks, 
and  on  biduii  tadjnducd  as  askinii  a  iireat  price  lor  them,  was 
>entenced  to  In?  j)Ui  in  them  lur  one  hour. — and  Capt.  Stone 
was  scMileufed  to  }).iy  ,£l*)U,  to  Justice  Ludlow,  lor  callini^ 
him  a  just-ass,  and  also,  proliiljited  I'rom  comini^"  into  Bosiou 
without  lire  Governors  leave,  upon  pain  of  death. — Josias 
Plastow^,  for  stealini>"  four  baskets  of  corn  from  the  Indians  ; 
was  ordered  to  return  eii-ht  ba^keis,  to  be  lined  ±'5,  and  to 
be  called  Jor^ias,  and  not  .Afr.  Josias  in  future. 

1635,  Nov.  uO.  It  was  au:rei^d,  that  no  huiher  grants  of  al- 
lotments of  land  shall  be  rna(l(?  to  new  comers,  without  they 
may  become  memliers  of  the  chundi  ; — also,  that  none  shall 
sell  tlieir  houses  or  lands  without  llie  consent  of  the  allot- 
ters  : — .and  also,  all  who  have  allotm(.\nts  lor  habitation  shall 
build  thereon,  by  the  lirst  ol  March,  or  td^e  the  laml  will 
be  dispo.^ed  of. 

1()3(),  June  (3,  Richard  Fairl)auk,  sold  two  houses  "  in 
Sudbury  end,"  to  two  ^tranl:(M•.^  conuary  to  order,  which 
sale  was  made  \oid  and  he  lined  live  poundis. 

1H38,  Jan.  8,  l\iL:ht\-^i \  [)Oor  lamilies  witli  337  heads, 
were  allowed  4  and  acres  eardi,  ai't'ordinu"  to  tht?  distance 
from  Boston,  at  miuldN'  rivcM",  ( Brookl ino  :) — and  30  other 
familie.>,  (iov. Winlh ro[),  Mr.  Cotton,  ?dj-.  Wihon,  ''and  other 
piinci[)al  persons"'  ;U)i)  acres  and  u[)\\ard.-.  each. 

16-1'2,  j\bir(di  1,  II  \\a<  ordered,  that  the  remaining  lands 
not  ilisposcnl  of  evceplnej:  thosi^  laid  out  tor  c(jmmon.>  at  In-s- 
toii,   Braintiee   and  muddv    ri\ei,    be  di\idcd   among  llai 
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present  iiiluibituuts,  such  as  may  join  ns  \villn:i  two 

months;  the  apportionment  to  be  done  by  tlie  Seh^elrnen. 

1645,  Sept.  7j  It  was  or(U:;re(lj  that  all  ;irants  of  lantl.  \vere, 
and  shall  be,  Estatks  in  Fee  Simim.Ej  wiili  due  i)iisilt'ii('s 
to  the  grantees,  and  their  Innrs,  tojever;  evc(^pt  wlnne  a 
term  of  years  had  been  expressed. 

1652j  Feb.  Richard  Woody,  is  admitted  an  iidiabilanl.  on 
condition  he  shall  not  be  offensive,  ])y  liis  Iratlc. 

1657,  John  Pierce,  is  admitted  an  inhabiuUit,  on  th(?  Ic-li- 
mony  of  J.  Kverill  and  I.  Collaniore. 

1652,  An  Irish  woman  was  adinitled,  on  the  bond  of  1). 
Faulkner,  for  seven  pound.s  ;  tlial  she  should  not  become  the 
town's  expense. 

Sargent  Perkins,  for  being  drunk,  to  carry  40  turfs  to  the 
Fort. — Samuel  LovelL  admonish(?d  to  take  heed  of  li^ht  car- 
riage.— Catherine,  wife  of  Richard  Cornish,  was  found  suspi- 
cious of  incontinency,  and  admonished  to  lake  lieed. — John 
Wedge  wood,  for  bein^  in  the  company  of  drunkards,  to  be 
set  in  the  stocks. — John  Daw,  for  criminal  connevion  with 
an  Indian  woman,  to  be  severely  wlii])ped  ;  and  at  the  ne\i 
session  of  the  court,  it  was  changed  to  death,  to  both  parlies, 
if  with  another  man's  wife. 

Dock  Scpiare,  was  formerly  a  ^  cove  or  bay,'  tlie  tide  ri- 
sing near  to  the  pump,  in  front  of  the  late  Mr.  Tuckerman's 
building  :  it  was  tilled  up,  about  17S(). 

Olivtn's  Dock  came  up  to  Kilby  Street,  on  one  side  of 
which,  stood  the  famous  Stamp  ollict*,  which  was  de-troyed 
by  the  citizens  and  b'hoys,  in  17()5  :  with  that  move- 
ment, was  the  most  etleclive  resistance  made,  to  the  Ihiii-h 
scheme  of  tavation  ;  and  the  lirst  public  ilemonstration.  that 
the  people  intendcul  to  obtain  iVt?edom  and  iiidependciice  lor 
themselves  and  their  desciMid(^nts,  throughout  all  time. 

The  greater  part  of  (Quaker  Lane,  (Coiiiiiess  St.)  is  made 
land;  it  is  in  the  recollection  of  the  •olde^t  iiihabilaiit,'  that 
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lii^hters  and  bouts'  cjiuie  Uj)  as  far  as  Coiisrrcss  St. — Sineltr 
were  taken  in  Federal  St.  near  lu  the  church;  from  a  viev. 
of  the  i>rouiids  in  eouuexioii  with  tlie  above,  it  may  be  sup 
posed  that  the  greater  part  of  Coiij^'ress  St..  all  Liberty  Square 
and  Kilhy  St.  were  lla^s.  on  wliich  the  title  ro^e. 

1'he  lirst  selthn-s  pitched  tfnnr  tents  at  thti  base  of  the 
three  lulls  on  their  eastm-n  s'nh^,  but  many  removed  to  the 
north  end,  whi'.di  became  ihn  most  elegant  and  populous 
part  of  the  town. 

^Ir.  Johnson,  who  cauu^  1o  Bo-ton  at  the  invitation  of  My. 
Blackstoiie,  had  his  square  portion  of  huul  c(jmpri-im^  all 
between  Court  and  S(;hool  Sis.  and  between  Tremont  and 
Washington  Street ;  on  being  near  his  la.^l  days  he  desired  to 
be  buried  at  the  south-west  corner  of  his  lot;  and  the  people 
exhibiting  their  attachment  to  hnn  wished  to  be  buried  near 
him;  this  was  the  origin  of  the  Stone  Chapel  burying  ui  ound. 

163 1,  jMarch  16.  The  lirst  recordt^d  (ire,  was  on  this  day 
at  noon  )  the  chimney  of  My.  Tlionuis  Sharp's  house  took 
lire,  the  splinters  not  being  clayed  at  the  top  and  taking 
the  thatch  burnt  it  down  ;  the  wind  being  north-west,  car- 
ried the  lire  to  Mr.  Colbin ir s  hou>e  souu;  rotis  oil",  ami  burnt 
that  down:  with  much  ol  tlu'ir  turniture  and  other  goods  be- 
longing to  those  who  liir(.vl  part  of  the  buildinus. 

1631,  Mirch  4.  Nicholas  Knop[)  was  iiiuul  X'j,  for  taking 
on  himself  to  (nu(^  scur\'y  widi  a  wattn-  of  no  \'alne  vet 
selling  it  at  a  dear  rate  ;  to  be  im^)ri^oned  till  he  has  paid  the 
tine  or  els(^  be  whipp(?d,  and  be  li.d)le  to  an\'  man's  aclion 
of  whom  h(i  had  rcH-eivcd  moiu'y  for  said  water. 

Marc-h  22.  All  who  have  carils  or  Jice  or  uaminir  tables, 
shall  make  way  vvidi  tlnnn  hcloie  the  i\r.\\  court. — .May  IS, 
W.CheeseborouLih's  lion -e  hnriU.all  ihe  [)eople  Ixdnir  present. 

1()3"2,  I\Iay  8.  (i()v.  .lohn  AVindnop.  l(»-cho^(nl  (io\(M"nor 
and  Thonuis   Du'llcy,   la«uit.   (Jov(nnoi.      Conanl'.-  blan«l 
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(Wiiithrop's  Llauil)  was  ^^^raiited  to  the  (Jovenior.  lU  a  luniii- 
nal  rent. 

1634,  April.  I^ong  Inland,  IIoi^  and  Deer  Island,  were 
granted  to  Boston,  for  nominal  rent,  and  convenient  enlari^c- 
nient  at  Mount  Wolaslon  :  they  were  permitted  to  cut  wood 
on  Dorchester  neck. 

1036.  Romney  Marsh,  (Chelsea)  Spectacle  Wand,  aiul 
Noddles  Island,  ( hlist  Boston)  were  added  -  at  the<e  places, 
portions  of  the  soil,  were  allotleil  to  evtny  laniily  in  Bo.-toii. 

Mr.  Wm.  Blackstone  was  admitted  to  take  tln^  fitnnnair-' 
oath,  before  the  law  restricted  that  privilege  to  (diurtdi  mcMii- 
bers,  only,  of  the  puritan  faith  :  lie  was  an  onlained  Kpisc'(> 
pal  cleri^ym  in  ;  a  mm  of  great  learnina",  and  of  L^encious 
sentiments,  yet  eccentric  :  two  writers  state,  that  lie  lived  in 
Boston,  9  or  10  years  ;  it  appears  he  did  not  mu(di  enjoy  him- 
self among  his  associates,  and  sold  all  his  rii^hls  here,  ex- 
cepting six:  acres  of  well  cultivated  land,  located  near  C;nn- 
bridge  bridge,  then  called  Barton's  point ;  he  never  would 
join  any  churcdi  liere,  saying,-  I  came  from  Knuland,  he- 
cause  I  did  not  like  the  j.oiu)  bishops,  hut  I  cannot  join 
with  you,  because  I  would  not  be  under  the  lord  urlth- 
RKN  he  removed  to  Cumberland,  built  a  lumse,  foriiK^l 
for  him:>elf  a  beautiful  park,  and  cultivated  part  of  the  land, 
known  as  the  '  Whipple  farm  :  '  he  raised  an  orchartl  tliere, 
being  the  lirst  that  bore  the  yellow  sweeting  apple  ;  a' id  it 
w^as  said,  lie  raised  the  lir->t  orchard  in  Massacdiuselts  : 
though  he  did  not  a'j:ree  with  Roirer  W^illiams,  he  oflen  walk- 
(m1  to  ProvidencCj  to  preach  :  and  to  encourage  his  youll^' 
hear(^rs,  and  gratify  liis  own  benevolent  leelimrs,  he  would 
have  them  partaki;  of  his  beauiitul  fruit,  whitdi  wme  ilie 
first  they  had  evm  seen  : — he  was  in  Boston,  Apiil  17,  K).'!.")^ 
and  again,  ou  March  i>.  of  that  vt^ar,  as  the  records  t(^siily  ; 
wdinn  lie  became  a'jed,  and  could  not  walk  far,  as  he  had  no 
hor-'*.  he  rode  on  a  Hull.  In,'  had  trained  for  that  purp)>r ; 
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he  Jiedj  May  26,  1675,  and  was  buried  on  Study  lullj  where 
a  ihit  sloue,  marks  liis  irrave. 

1633,  Sept.  4,  The  Rev.  JMr.  Cotton  arrived,  and  with 
hiiri,  two  huutlred  other  passe ii  12; e rs  ;  he  was  ordaiued  teach- 
er of  the  first  Church,  situated  in  State  Street.  Oct.  10. 

1634,  March.  In  Gov.  Winthrop's  Journal,  it  is  slated, 
that  by  onUir  of  court,  a  market  was  erected  in  Boston,  to  be 
kept  every  Thursday,  that  beini^  Lecture  day  ]  this  is  the 
lirst  notice  of  the  Thursday  lecture,  in  that  Journal  ;  but  by 
an  order  of  Court,  Oi;t.  1633,  appointing  one  o'clock  for 
them,  shows,  that  they  had  been  earlier  established. 

John  Couan,  opened  the  tirst  shop,  and  Samuel  Cole  the 
first  house  for  entertainment. 

163  4.  The  gene;ral  court,  held  a  session  in  Mr.  Cotton's 
church  ;  he,  preachinii:  the  election  sermon  ]  and  laitl  it  down 
as  a  rule,  that  a  mai^istrate  ouii:ht  not  to  be  reduced  to  a  pri- 
vate citizen,  without  just  clause  and  public  conviction,  5cc. 
but  his  sermon  did  not  hav(5  the  effect  he  probably  intended; 
for  the  freemen  proceeded  to  vote,  and  inade  choice  of  Thos. 
Dudley  for  Governor,  and  Roger  Ludlow  for  Lieut.  Governor ; 
leaving  out  Mr.  Winthrop,  altogether;  and  Newton,  (Cam- 
bridge,) became  the  seat  ot  government  for  the  year. 

1634.  In  the  (bourse  of  this  fall,  some  of  the  people  liad 
been  abused  and  insulttnl  on  board  a  vessel  in  the  harbour; 
and  the  supercargo  of  the  ship,  being  on  shore,  he  was  seiz- 
ed and  committed,  till  he  gave  bail,  that  the  olliMuler  should 
be  forthcoming  ;  when,  upon  evajiiination.  not  much  could 
be  made  of  the  matter,  the  bail  was  discharged,  wiih  advice 
lo  the  master,  not  to  bring  any  such  disorderly  people  licre 
again. 

1635,  F(.;b.  9.  Il  was  agr(^ed  by  general  consent,  that  llu^ 
iidiabitants  shall  plant,  only,  \ipon  ground  already  biokcn 
up,  or  u^x)n  Noddles  Island,  from  Mr.  Maverick's  giant  :  and 
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that  every  ahle  iiiaii  bliiill  liiive  t\N'o  ucil'^  to  plaiit^  and  every 
}()iit]i  uiie  acre.

'Hk^  lir.-t  iioioncu^ 
thief  UL  Ma^;<achll.se^ts,  was  scMileucecl  to  lose;  all  hirs  e-lalc; 
out  oC  wliieh  tloiihle  aiuouut  to  be  paid  lor  whale ver  stolen; 
to  be  whipped;  boiiiul  out  tor  three  \  ears,  and  alter  that  to 
be  dealt  with  as  the  court  directs. 

The  court  at  BostoUj  ordered  a  man  to  bc^  sevcreh'  whipl 
for  cursiuiTj  sweariuiij  jiisiii\'ini;'  the  same^  and  ^^loryiiiu  in 
it. 

1633.  INIr^  Cotton  desir(xl  baptism  for  his  son,  born  on  the 
pa,?sage  whom  he  named  Seaborn. 

Nov.  The  Sachem  Chicalabot  died  :  he  had  lVe(|ueuteil 
Boston^  and  was  on  ver\'  liiendlv  terms  whh  Gov.  WinlluDp: 
at  one  time  he  came  w  ith  his  '  sannops '  and  squaws,  ami 
presented  the  Gov.  wUh  a  bushel  of  corii  :  after  refre.-hi.:^; 
tlieinselves  witli  acuj)  of  sack  and  a  taste  of  tobacco  the  sa- 
chem ordered  the  whoh.'  [)artv  away^  in  a  thunder  ^torla: 
himself  with  one  scpiaw  and  a  •  cannop,  '  stayinu'  all  ni'jht: 
he  sometimes  dressed  like  the  inhabitants,  but  his  best  dre^s 
being  on  the  wane,  he  wanted  the  Gov.  to  sell  him  a  suit; 
but  was  told  that  English  Sagamores  did  not  truck,  but  calling 
his  tailor,  was  directed  to  make  a  suit,  to  be  ready  in  three 
days:  at  that  time  Clncatabot  returned,  and  his  new  dress 
of  regimentals  \vere  put  on  and  suited  him  linely  ami  [)]e;is- 
ed  him  mightily  :  he  v/as  ticMtt^l  to  a  collation^  but  would 
not  eat  till  the  Gov.  had  a>ked  thanks,  and  endiiig  the  re- 
past desired  for  tlie  samt; ;  and  at'ter  presenting"  two  liood 
skins  of  Jk^aver  to  tlic  Gov.  he  dv^purled  :  in  this,  he  iiave 
evidence  of  j^reat  pi)liuMic>s  :  some  of  ln>  brotlun-  chic L>  on 
a  visit  at  one  time  beiim-  invited  to  attend  a  t^ermon,  LTcttini^ 
weary  of  the  service  went  out,  ])roke  into  a  near  house,  and 
ftattrfied  ihcii  hunger  with  the  best  they  could  find. 
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1634.  A  mail  \vlio  had  ofleii  been  punished  for  ])eiiig 
ilriHik,  was  now  ordLMod  to  wuar  a  red  1)^  about  his  neck,  lor 
a  year. 

April  3.  Governor  Winlhrop  went  on  fool  lo  Agawam, 
[Ipswich,]  and  spent  the  Sabl)alh  there,  })reaehin^-. 

1635,  Ordered,  that  any  one  entering  into  any  private  con- 
ference al  a  public  meeting,  to  the  hinderance  of  its  concerns, 
diall  forfeit  twelve-pence,  for  public  uses. 

i\Iay  6th.  A  court  was  held  at  Newton  (Cambridge,)  when 
John  Haynes,  E>q..  of  that  ])lace.  was  chosen  Governor,  and 
Richard  Bellingham  of  Boston,  Deputy  Governor  :  tliese 
Odicers  were  elected  with  written  votes,  but  the  Assistants, 
were  chosen  without  names  :  the  Gov.  nominating  one  Assi»t- 
aut  to  the  voters  :  they  all  then  went  out  at  one  door,  and 
came  in  again  at  another;  and  each  put  a  piece  of  paper  in- 
lo  a  hat:  such  as  voted  tor  the  one  nominated,  hail  some  lig- 
ure  or  scroll,  upon  it ;  and  tho.-e  opposed  to  him,  put  in  a 
blank  pa})er. 

Absence  from  (diurch,  the  Assistants  were  to  take  cogniz- 
ance of;  and  hue  the  delin(pient>  not  exceeding  lU  shillings, 
or  by  imprisonnu'iit. 

Punishment  for  any  deviation  from  tlu'  pecidiar  line,  mark- 
ed out  by  the  Puritans,  to  this  date,  1635.  had  betni  sentenced 
in  most  cases,  by  cc-pusl-Jacto  law  ;  taking  lilt;  anil  limb  : 
branding  with  hot  iron,  and  clipping  olf  ears  ;  biU  at  this  dale, 
the  diiputies  agreed,  that  a  body  of  laws,  should  be  frauunl, 
which  would  be  a[)[)roved  of  hy  thf  General  Court,  and  some 
ministers  ;  as  a  fundanu'ntal  code. 

Mr.  Wilson  returned  from  London,  with  his  wife.  May 
1632, — and  the  Congrt»iiation  beiiaii  in  Ani!U.>^t.  to  build  a 
house  for  public  W()r.'^hip,  and  one  lor  their  pallor,  and  made 
a  voluntary  contributitju  of  1:20  pounds.  'Hut  Meeling-hou>e 
Wiis  <Mected  on  the  south  side  of  Static  Street,  about  where 
the  l.'AchauL^e  Collce   Ilou>c  now  i.^  :  its  lool   wa.--  thatchi'd. 
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and  its  walls  wevc  (jf  iiiiul.  Vp  tu  thai  |)C'ri(;tl  oiiu  liuihliv 
and  filt\'-()ne  uu'iriluM:^ ;  ot  whom  9-1  were  nicii  and  57  w 
mi^ii  had  joiiunl  the  l^o.-iun  chm\  h  i:i  lull  coinninniDii  : 
those  da\.S;  there  was  a  dir>liaclion  ol  oliices  in  the  cliiir 
Avhich  is  not  now  rela/ined.  ^ir.  AVilst)n  wasiir.-i  oidai.i 
at  teacher,  and  Nov.  2'2.  wa<  eho.-eii  Pa-lur ;  Mr.  Tiiunii 
Oliver  \vd6  chosen  rnli'i_:-  Kldei-.

1635,  0(^t.  6,  Two  ships  airi\  ed,  aiid  My.  Henry  Vai'e 
(son  and  heir  to  Sir  Henry  Vane,  comptroller  to  the  Kim^ 
house,)  came  passenger  :  hi*  liad  been  emj)h)yed  by  lia 
father  while  Ambassador  for  foreiirn  affairs  ;  but  beiim-  calt 
ed  to  the  obedience  of  the  (ios})el,  lorsook  all  thi^  honors  a:i( 
perfennents  of  tluj  Conrt  to  enjoy  the  ordinances  of  ChuA^ 
ill  there  parity  here  :  he  was  now  twenty-one  years  of  aire: 
made  gr(;al  professions  of  ridiiiion  :  enthusiasticj  and  co 
formed  to  the  peculiar  scruples  of  the  day  :  the  peoi)le  boi 
became  attached  to  him  and  admitted  him  a  nunnber  of  ihi 
Church  Nov.  l<t,  and  on  the  3i)th.  was  appuinttMl  willi  T< 
Oliver,  and  T.  Leverett,  for  one  \  ear  to  have  tiie  heariiij 
and  decision  of  all  cases  of  dispute,  in  lam  of  trial  at  cuiirt 
but  that  appointment  was  not  repeated. 

Mr.  Vane  and  Iluiih  Peters.  endeaNortnl  to  unite;  some  d  ) 
the  peoph;  of  cpiality.*-  with  their  m;eji>tralt.^s  ;  when  t 
thtMH;  appeared  to  be  a  litlh^  dillienlly  or  mi-niahn-.-tanil iiig  J 
and  at  a  meeting  procmed  by  ihtnn  of  all  parUes  ;  haniu  ■ 
ny  was  restored. 

It  was  at  this  tiine.  J.ni.  li'i'U),  that,  that  useful,  picas,  ar^  ' 
good  man    Ro<_rer  \Villianis,  was  senttnii'cd  to  bani.-hniPfl ;  : 
or  death  for  havin^^  been  iinilty  of  hvrrsij  :  the  most  inipori 
ant  count,  was  that  of  avowin-^  his  conviction  and  hcliJ 
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ihal  by  iimner.sioii  in  the  livL-r,  and  not  by  ihe  ordiiiance  ol 
.sj)rinklinL:.  wa^  llie  primitivu  and  mo.st  c-ont'ct  plalfurni  for 
u  connexion  and  for  a  hue  aeceplancy  in  the  (  huieh. 

Mr  Vane,  was  admitted  a  freeman  March  ICioG  :  and 
at  the  election  in  May,  was  chosen  Governor  and  Mr.  W'in- 
throp,  Lieut.  Govt^rnor : — The  Gov.  look  more  .stale  upon 
him  than  any  one  ot  his  pi(H{e(*i\-s()rs  :  15  siii{)s  in  the  har- 
bor lired  salntes  on  his  eieclion,  and  in  retnrn  he  invited 
their  commatuh-is  lo  a  dinner  :  iiis  adminislralion  for  home 
months  sali.-tied  tiie  people;  bnt  towards  die  tmd  of  the 
>  ear  tliey  wore  disconlenleil  and  \\  ('ary  of  his  uoveniment  : 
and  (his  lie  was  made  sensible  of:  he  recinveil  letters  from 
iiom(j  invitinii,-  liis  reinrn,  whii-h  he  comm nnicatt  d  to 
Messrs.  Winthrop  and  Dmlley,  and  they  a^^reed  that  the  oc- 
casion would  jusiity  him  in  a  compiiaiice. 

Me  called  a  meetiin^'  of  the  Gtnieral  Courtj  and  made 
knowii  the  iiecessily  of  his  (piiitini>-  the  country  :  tlie  court 
considered  the  subjeel  till  next  day,  when  one  of  the  mem- 
bers lamented  the  loss  of  sm'h  a  Governor  at  >uch  a  time,  in 
i?uch  p.itluUi(!  tmnis  ihiit  ?vlr.  \'ane  bui.^t  into  tears  ;  and 
avowetl  that  althoui;h  his  coiilinnance  Inu'e  would  involve 
ihe  utter  mm  of  his  e^lales  m  Kmiland  ;  yet  lu^  would  have 
hazarded  all  that  rallnn-  than  ha\  e  left  them  at  such  a  lime 
if  other  ihiniis  had  not  pressed  him  more  ;  which  Avas  their 
diilerences  of  opinion  ami  dissentions  :  scandalous  imputa- 
tions on  himselJ",  as  if  lu?  wa>  the  author  of  it  all  :  tlierefore 
he  thom^ht  it  was  be>t  to  iiive  i)iac(^  f(»r  a  lime  :  this  last 
part  disj)lea^ed  the  court,  Imt  on  hi>  .'U'knowled;^!  iiKMit  thai 
it  was  an  expression  thai  slipped  from  him,  in  p.'u-sion;  tliey 
silently  consented  to  lii^  deparime. 

Some  of  tlie  chnrch  n^^rettinii-  his  loss,  lu^ld  a  meeting  ; 
and  a;i-roed  that  they  did  not  apprehend  any  necessity  for 
his  h^avmj^  for  the  reasons  alledged  ;  and  sent  sonw  of 
their  members  to  i^i;jrnf\'  as  rnnch  to  the  court  :   Gov.  \'ane 
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expressed  himself  so  obedient  to  ilie  church,  that  nolwiil 
standing  the  licence  of  tiie  court,  he  durst  not  go  away^  cui 
trary  to  the  will  of  the  church. 

The  dissensions  Mr.  Vane  referred  to,  were  in  the  churci 
which  at  that  time,  composed  the  great  body  of  the  peopi 
of  the  town  :  the  mendjers  usually  met  together,  once  1 
week,  to  repeat,  review,  and  debate,  the  Sunday  Sermonsl 
and  as  tlieir  doctrines  did  not  permit  the  women  to  bear  i 
part  in  the  discussions,  they  thought  they  might  hold  similal 
meetiniis,  among  themselves,  with  much  usefulness:  ao 
cordingly  Mrs.  Ann,  wife  of  Wm.  Hutchinson,  a  woman  o( 
piety,  ready  talents,  and  flow  of  speech,  established  one  at 
lier  house  :  her  fame  gainetl  a  numerous  auditory;  from  60 
to  80  usually  attended  :  she  took  the  lead  in  prayer,  and  in 
repeating  Mr.  Cotton's  sermons  :  after  which  she  made  ob- 
servations, and  reflections,  on  tlieir  tendency,  &c.,  a  reasou 
she  gave  for  her  practice,  was,  the  injunction  given  by  Paul, 
that  the  elder  women  should  teacdi  the  younger :  these  meel-s 
ings  were  generally  approved  of^  until  she  commenced  ma* 
king  invidious  distinctions,  between  the  ministers  of  the  colo- 
ny; classing  a  few  as  evangelical,  and  under  the  (covenant 
of  gnice,  and  all  t^ie  rest  were  under  the  covenant  of  works. 

Mr.  J.  Wheelwright,  a  half-brother  to  Mrs.  Hutchinson, 
and  a  minister  of  learning,  and  piety,  joined  with  her  in  these 
sentiments  :  to  the  above  classification,  two  other  new  tenets 
were  addtnl ;  iirst,  that  the  person  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  dwell- 
eth  in  a  justilied  person  :  se(;ond,  that  sanctilication  was  no 
proof  of  justilication ;  and  in  addition  to  these  important 
items,  she  maintained,  that  individuals  might  as  herself  had 
been,  favoreil  with  immediate  revelations,  equally  infallible, 
with  the  scri})lurcs. 

The  grcattM-  part  of  the  Boston  church,  with  ]\Tr.  Cotton, 
and  Gov.  Vanci,  held  to  the  doctrines  of  the  indwelling  of  the 
Ui)ly  Ghost;   Mr.  Vane,  even  maintained  the  idea,  of  a  per- 
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EOiial  Uiiioii  •  i\Ir.  Winlhrop,  Rev.  J.  Wil.^nn^  ami  four  or  live 
members^  denied  bolli  ;  bm  at  bi-t  coiiehided,  ihitt  llie  Holy 
(xhostj  is  God  ;  and  dwells  in  the  believ(n-,  as  llie  Father 
and  the  Son;  yet  as  Scripture  does  not  deelare  the  manner 
of  this  union,  and  as  the  niention  of  llie  person  of  the  Holy 
Ghost,  is  not  made  there,  or  in  the  writings  of  the  priniitivo 
chiir(dies,  it  was  earnestly  desired  that  the  word  person, 
slionhl  be  foreborne,  as  tendini.r  only  to  doubtful  di>putation. 

Sneh  are  some  of  the  strano(»  vai^aries,  tliat  disturbed  the 
peace  of  Boston,  in  its  (diureh  became  0])po-(Hl  to  all 

churches  in  the  country  :  arrayina"  tfieir  iiiini^^ters,  and  mag- 
istrates against  this  vin(\\  ard  of  Cal\  iiii-m. 

IMinisters  from  tlie  connlry.  repiiired  to  Boston,  to  examine 
the  case  in  a  friendly  and  private?  manner  :  as  some  strange 
ideas  had  crept  into  their  own  churches  :  oji  the  subjccl  of 
saiKUilicalion  there  was  but  little  diircrence,  but  on  personal 
nnion  they  conkl  not  auK.'e.  IMr.  Peters  at  this  conference, 
told  Gov.  Vane,  that  less  than  two  years  gone,  the  churches 
and  the  inhabitants  were  at  peace  and  happy  ;  and  besought 
him  to  consider  his  little  experience,  and  to  beware  of  hasty 
and  peremptory  conclu.-iuns  which  he  perceived  he  was 
very  liablii  to  ;  this  could  not  be  misunderstood.  IMr.  Wilson 
made  a  speech  on  the  sad  slate  of  the  churches  and  the  dan- 
ger of  a  separation,  laying  all  the  blame  on  the  new  opinion- 
ists;  the  (General  Comt  holden  in  INIarch,  joined  in  the  con- 
troversy :  it  had  a  party  in  favor  of  Mv.  Cotton,  but  jiiora 
were  on  the  side  of  Mr.  Wilson  and  his  friemls.  I\Ir.  Wheel- 
wright preached  a  sermon  on  Fast  day,  increasing  the  irrita- 
tion ;  and  the  court  was  to  take  that  into  consideration. 

The  court  met  on  May  17  :  a  i)(?tilion  was  presented  from 
Boston  which  (h)v.  Yane  would  have  read,  but  Mr.  Winthrop 
declared  it  out  of  order,  as  this  was  a  court  of  eh^clion  . 
the  meeting  was  very  tumultuous;  some  fierce  speecliea 
were  made,  and  blown  given  :  the  election  proceodod,  and

niado  cliuice  of  Mr.  Wiiillirop  for  Governor,  and  Mr.  Dudley, 
lor  Lieutenant  Govcriior. 

Mr.  Wlicelwriiilit  app.'arcd  at  court,  but  tliey  respited  him, 
till  tlio  iie\t  se.~.--io:i  :  lo  eon>i(rer  wluitiier  lie  w  ould  retract 
his  errors,  or  abide  the  deei-.^ou  of  llu!  'e(;urt ;  his  answer  was, 
If  1  have  been  jiuiity  of  sedition,  let  lae  die  :  recantation  is 
out  of  tire  question  :  if  \  ou  proceed  tlius,  unrighteously 
ngainst  me,  I  shall  appeal  to  the  tribunal  of  my  King.''  A 
party  of  emigrants  v/as  liow  expeeled,  wlio  would  be  favor- 
able to  the  new  senlinieuts  prevailing  in  IjC^^lon,  and  lo  pre- 
vent  such  a  cahuTiily,'^  the  court  pasr^ed  laws,  prohibiting 
all  persons  from  entertaining  :ui}'  strangers,  who  should  come 
with  any  intention  to  i:irry,  without  liberty  from  one  of  tlio 
jstandifig  council,  or  two  other  assistants;  this  severe  order 
was  so  obnoxious,  tlrat  oii  the  governor's  return  horn  court, 
ever}'  one  refused  to  show  him  an}'  re.-[)eet. 

i\Ir.  Vane  returned  to  J'^ngland,  AugUbt  '2d  :  on  liis  arrival 
in  London,  he  became  aciive  in  the  political  allairs  of  state: 
was  Knighted  in  1610  :  joined  the  party  against  Charles,  and 
after  the  restoration,  was  tried  for  high  treason,  and  belieaded 
June  \Aj  16G2,  being  about  50  years  of  age.  Mv.  Vane,  while 
here,  formed  a  powerful  protection  to  tiu^  heresy  party  ;  llog- 
er  Williams  was  banished  two  years  previous  for  sentiments, 
considered  less  dangerous.  i\Ls.  Hutchinson  continued  her 
lectures  with  increa-ing  notoriety:  both  church  and  stale  were 
linown  into  confu-i-Hi,  and  those  in  power  lost  the  conti- 
deuce  of  tlie  ])e0])k;  who  became  cpiarrelsome,  and  ready 
tor  more  seiious  eVv^;il.->  :  I) ^th  piuiie.?  claiiiied  I\lr.  Cotton 
as  th'.'ir  leaihn-  :  :ind  Le  was  dc-^ired  to  slate  from  the 
"pulpit  his  po.-i;iv)n,  w;iii'.!i  Ik.'  did  ;  denouncing  mOil  of  the 
new  doctrines  as  la1.-e. 

A  Synod  was  held  May  30,  for  the  jniriilcation  of  Bo?ton 
lioni  heresy  :  a  place  was  appointed  for  the  professors  of  the 
iio\r  opiaioiui  and  ako  lor  epectator*  :  a  lii»t  of  82  erroneoui 
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opinions  was  icaci,  wliich  had  believers  in  Qiem  in  various 
parts  of  the  country,  many  of  which  were  tlio  mo5t  nionstrout* 
and  absurd  that  seemingly  ever  entered  the  brain  of  man  : 
all  the  members  of  ilie  synod  signed  the  condemnation  ex- 
cept ^Ir.  Cotton,  wlio  tlioui^h  lie  disliked  a  great  part  of  them 
refused  to  condemn  tliom  as  a  wliole;  this  deci.-ion  bicught 
the  clerc^y  closer  to^s?lli('r.  lo  ^j.^.-o-x^  false  ideas  and  doctriiu^s. 

Mr.  Wheel  \vri;.>ht  contiiuu'd  hi--  preachin'r,  and  Mrs.  Hutch- 
inson her  mectin.irs;  and  their  followers  were  so  set,  that 
when  i^.Ir.  Wilson  went  up  ihe  pulpit  L-teps  lo  preach,  one 
half  of  the  eong-re!.iatIon  h.fl  the  church.  The  court  met  on 
the  26:h  of  Sept.  when  ^Iv.  A\dieel\vri;^ht  appeared,  but  was 
discliargcd ;  they  could  not  count  a  majority  for  cxeci^.tin*,' 
the  decices  of  tlio  S3  nod  ;  the  hou^e  was  dir-?olved,  antl  a 
new  one  cliosen.  with  eleven,  out  of  twenty-si.vof  the  former 
deputies  :  they  ag";dn  met  at  C\imbridL:(\,  Nov.  2.  This  court 
on  coufultation,  concluded,  that  Vxo  sucli  oppo-ing  parties, 
could  not  continue  to^\  ilie;,  widiont  some  liazard  of  ruining- 
the  whole:  and  a'_reed,  to  S(.'nd  oh'sonie  of  the  principal  ac- 
tors: they  }nado  a  prv  lext  h;r  hivL  a  course^  by  the  remori- 
Btrance  from  lio.-tun  to  the  c.'iirl  i;i  ]M;n-cli ;  v.  hich  v/as  then 
rejected  as  a  pi  e^u  nipt  no  us  act:  and  was  siiined  by  upwLudi 
of  GO  persons. 

Mr.  Aspinwall,  was  one,  and  Mr.  CoLrgeshall  defended  it; 
they  were  llicrefore  expelled  from  court.  IMr.  "Wheelwriizht 
v/as  then  summoned,  to  acLnowletlgc  his  oiFence,  or  abido 
the  sentence  of  the  court:  he  answere^l.  ^Mie  had  been 
liuilly  of  no  sedition  orcontem[)l,  and  delivered  i.odiing  but 
the  Irulh  :"  he  wa  ;  tle.-iied  t;)  h>av(?  lln^  c(  Ion}-  of  liis  own 
accord,  but  v/duld  itol ;  he  was  ili -fiant-hi. e  1  and  bani>licd  : 
Mr.  ('oLLge.-^hall,  was  deacon  of  th»'  lio.-ion  church,  }:c  was 
di.ifranchised,  and  enjoincil  not  lo  spc^ak  any  thinir  to  dj>luib 
the  peace,  upon  pain  of  banislnnent :  Mr.  A-pinwull  w.\s 
liic  author  of  said  remoustranco,  for  whioli  ho  was  di^fiaji- 
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cliiscd  iiiiJ  IjanL-ihud.  Win.  Balstun  iiud  EJuurd  llalclilti- 
:=oii^  were  bolh  siuuuis  iiiul  deteiuled  llieir  course  ;  they  bo- 
iug  ^ergeaiiU->.  were  luriied  mil  of  ollice,  dist'iauchiseLlj  and 
Balsloii  lined  .f2(),  aiul  1  liilLhiii-oii,  X-lO;  biil  llalchiiiiou 
owiiiiig  his  fault,  his  line  wa.^  reiniltc^d;  four  or  live  more 
were  dibfrauchi<ed  ; — Capt.  UjiderhilTs  couimi.-^^ion  waa 
taken  away  :  and  a  poor  Ferry  iriaUj  lo<l  hi^  phico  :  ten  otii- 
ers.  on  aekiU)\vledLii!i''4-  their  oi'i'.Mice.  were  pardoned  :  it  was 
also  an  order  of  Court,  that  ih.'  -uvejity-r^ix  named  inJividuald 
'on  iheir  list,  shouhl  deliver  in  at  ]Mr.  K^^ayne's  house,  all 
'  sueli  guns,  pi^^tols,  swords,  powder,  shot,  and  match,  ai 

*  they  shall  be  the  owner  of,  or  have  in  dieir  custody ;  and 
'  no  one,  so  rendering  his  arms,  nray  buy  or  borrow,  any  of 

*  buch  articles,  until  the  court  bliall  so  oidur.'  of  those 
named,  belonged  to  Bd-^ton  ;  being  about  one  quarter  part  oi 
the  business  men  of  the  town.

*  future  providences  :  ^  this  last,  alone,  satislied  mobt  of  the 
court,  that  she  was  deserving  of  banishment.

the  people  at  once  refu.sed  lo  acquiesce  ii.. 

Ill  1058  three  Quakers  of  the  uame  ol  iloldeOj  C'opeUiul, 
and  KoasOj  \vere  deprived  of  their  rii^ht  ear  by  the  Dor,lOfl 
llangniaii,  in  pursuance  of  the  suutence  ot  iht;  court  a;jaiii«>l 
Quakers,  and  four  pei-sons  suilered  the  penalty  of  death  io 
IGGO  for  the  same  otl'ence. 

To  show  in  what  manner  the  practise  of  iinprcismenl  siiil- 
ed  the  people  of  Boston^  the  following"  incident  will  ^ive  full 
evidence  :  Cominauder  Knov.ies  with  liis  s(iuadrcn  of  British 
men  of  war_,  anchoied  in  the  haibor  of  Nanta.-5ket.  in  1747, 
and  as  some  of  his  men  deserted,  he  determined  that  their 
places  sliould  be  supplied  by  a  press-gang  in  Bo.tjtun,  and 
accordingly  on  the  17th  of  November,  sent  his  boats  lo  town, 
manned  iur  that  purpose,  and  forced  off  some  land^imen  and 
Bailors :  as  soon  as  it  became  known,  the  people  gathered  in 
masses  for  consultation,  and  to  obtain  their  release  ^vith  sat- 
isfaction for  the  insull :  a  Lieutenant  being  on  shore  who  had 
no  concern  with  the  doings  of  the  press-gang,  wiu?  imme- 
diately seized  by  the  populace,  but  was  provident/ally  saved 
from  injury,  by  the  speaker  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  as  he 
was  tlien  passing  by,  and  cleared  the  Lieutenant  of  tlie 
charge,  when  he  was  permitted  lo  be  led  safely  away;  on 
receiving  intelligence  that  some  British  Oliicers  were  at  Gov. 
tShirley's  house,  thc}'  wended  their  course  there,  when  it 
Avns  (piivjidy  surrou/uh'd  :  a  deputy  sheriii  undertook  lo  con- 
trol the  irritated  mind  of  the  people,  but  he  was  seized  by 
them,  carried  off  and  sr.i  in  the  slocks  :  at  night-lall,  lots  of 
them  galhe.ed  again  in  King  Street  (State,)  while  the  gen- 
eral court  was  in  si.'b.^ion ;  when  vi)lleys  of  stone:?  and  brick- 
bats, weie  hurled  through  tiie  windows  into  the  council 
diamber :  Gov.  Shirley  with  his  friends,  cij[)peared  in  the 
balcony  of  tiie  Slate  iiou,>e,and  appealed  to  the  best  feelings 
of  tho  people  to  biar  and  forlHiar  a  little  while,  wlien  he 
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Loped  to  obtain  llie  release  of,  and  redress  for  every  one 
of  the  impressed  :  lliis  availed  but  little  to  quiet  them;  and 
when  tliey  learned  that  one  of  the  barges  was  up  to  the  town, 
a  general  rush  was  made  to  get  possession  of  it,  but  by  mis- 
take they  seized  a  merchantman's  boat,  and  bearing  it  in 
triumph  ihrougli  the  streets,  passed  in  front  of  the  governor's 
house,  and  burnt  the  craft  remote  from  any  building. 

The  militia  were  ordered  out  the  next  day  by  the  gover- 
nor, but  none  appeared,  when  under  apprehension  for  his 
personal  safety,  the  governor  lied  to  Castle  Island  on  the 
19th  :  when  most,  if  not  all  the  men  impressed,  returned  to 
their  homes  and  the  British  fleet  put  to  sea  the  same  day. 

The  records  of  Jan.  21st,  1G39,  state  there  is  granted  to 
the  overseers  of  the  wharves  and  crane,  an  hundred  acres  of 
land  at  jNIount  Wolaston,  next  to  the  allotment  already 
granted,  towards  repairing  and  maintaining  said  wharves 
and  crane.*' 

16-11.  Valentine  Hill,  Edwd.  Bendall,  and  associates  ob- 
tained a  lease  of  the  Town  dock  for  SO  years  from  16 AG  and 
built  wharves  and  warehouses  thereon,  and  leased  the  same 
for  the  residue  of  the  term,  which  often  resulted  in  a  bona 
fide  sale  from  the  town  authorities  :  the  property  they  erect- 
ed reverted  to  the  Town,  at  the  expiration  of  their  contract, 
wliere  no  sale  was  made  :  Cod  man- s  wharf  they  built  and  it 
was  sold  to  John  Woodmansy:  Spear's  ^Vharf  was  another, 
which  was  sold  to  Eliakim  llutciiinson.  ]\Iany  wharves 
were  built  before  \(u  when  the  great  work  of  constructing 
the  stone  wharf  was  accomplished  :  2200  feet  long  from  In- 
dia wharf  to  Fleci  St :  22  feet  thick  of  stone  and  20  feet  ingh, 
which  v.as  designed  for  a  town  rampr.rt  and  wharf.  l)Ut  nev- 
er having  occasion  to  use  it  a  -,  a  forliljcation,  and  it  not  other- 
wise being  prednclive  pioj cii)'.  was  suffered  to  decay. 

Eastward  of  Funeuil  Ihill,  whicii  scrn'.s  to  have  bt^en  tlie 
rhi'jf  placd  f(/r  mf^rcnuii!*'  businc.^-.- ;  en  n  narrow  ^Miin*  rf 
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low  hind  Vv'liich  was  anciently  granted  to  Mr.  Bellinghl'* 
and  sold  to  Chiiblopher  Lawson  and  John  Scoltow  previl 
to  1<)jO  :  on  this  spot  a  Triangular  warehouse  (as  repiese 
ed  in  the  cut.)  \vas  creeled  in.  1700,  probably  by  Du 
Tea  nierclianls  :  the  building  was  of  large  brick,  on  a  sK 
foundation  ;  its  roof  slated  ;  it  had  three  towers  hnh-hcil  w 
a  ball  each  :  it  wa.^  taken  down  in  1824  to  make  room  fur  I 
Quincy  jMarket  improvements  :  it  measured  on  jMercli:i[ 
llow  51  feet;  and  15  feet  of  its  south  west  projection  is 
that  street;  ou  Cliiilou  St.  side  it  extended  55  feet  and  a  ft 
feet  of  its  north  east  corner  is  in  that  street :  North  IMarkel  I 
sidOj  it  measured  48  feet  and  the  mass  of  its  area,  is  covert 
with  the  two  wcsteily  stores  on  North  Market  St.

A  Uidiiig  incident  occureil,  from  which  grew  ihe  imp( 
laiit  resulls  of  dividiii!^  ihe  irr.Vii-^ti'iitL's  fiuiii  ihe  depulii 
ivid  fonuiiig  a  legiilaUue  of  a  senate  and  hou-e  of  lepn 
fceutalives  :  a  small  piir  sliaycd  from  ils  owner,  one 
Mrs.  Sherman;  and  her  hn..;]jand  and  the  ^  chiklcrs '  in 
bein'r  at  home  to  look  afler  tlie  darling",  it  wandered  tliroii;;^ 
the  town  of  Boston,  breiikhi^^'  into  cornliehL  and  feaslinir 
its  hunger  prompted  :  alunit  tht^  same  time  a  pig  was  brought] 
lo  capt.  Keayne,  who  liad  it  cried  a  number  of  da)'.>>,  niaiij| 
came  to  see  the  pig  but  no  one  claimed  it  as  their  pi 
capt.  Keayne  brought  up  the  pig  with  one  of  his  own,  and 
fed  it  for  a  year,  and  just  as  he  had  killed  it  for  the  pork 
barrel,  good  I^Ls.  Sherman  came  forth  and  demanded  her 
pig,  a. id  acimsed  capt.  iveayiie  of  willully  killing  her  griiu* 
ter :  the  matter  came  to  the  ears  of  the  church,  and  they  in- 
vestigated il  in  their  u-ual  thorough  manner;  and  cleared 
the  captain  of  all  wrong  in  the  premises:  but  good  Mrs, 
Sherman  was  advised  by  ]\Ir.  Story,  an  engiish  merchant, 
to  prosecute  the  captain,  and  there  he  was  again  cleared  with 
£3  damages  for  costs  from  plaintitl":  and  on  his  prosecuting 
^Irs.  Sherman  and  her  ad  \  i^er  ]\Ir.  Story  fur  defamation,  h« 
recovered  £2i)  from  earli. 

This  result  so  vexed  ?Jr.  Story,  that  he  searched  country 
and  town  for  matter  again:>t  the  captain,  about  the  stray  pig: 
and  at  last  hunted  up  one  of  the  captain's  witnesses  who 
went  to  the  Salem  court  and  confessed  that  he  had  for- 
sworn himself  on  the  tiial  :  Story  then  petitiomxl  June  1G42, 
for  another  trial  lo  be  had  which  was  granted  ;  and  seven 
days  were  then  occupied  widi  the  case  :  but  no  dcci^iol\| 
could  be  had  as  tlial  icijuiied  a  inajoril)'  of  magistrates,  anil 
also,  of  the  deputies:  there  were  thirty  depulies;  of  v/hich 
iiflcoa  were  for  Story,  and  eight  for  iho  captain,  and  seven

neutral ;  and  ihero  were  nine  mai;i:>tratcs  :  and  two  of  iheni 
were  for  Sloryj  and  seven  of  llieni  for  the  captain  :  it  was 
expected  in  tlie  countr}',  that  Story  would  have  won  the  day, 
but  as  it  was  not  so  decided,  the  court  was  spoken  of  disre- 
ipectfullyj  charging  the  magislrates  with  thwarting  the  course 
of  justice  with  a  negative  on  the  \oice  of  tlie  deputies;  some 
maintained  tliat  the  iiegalive  power  should  be  taken  from 
llie  deputies;  and  in  iGll,  a  furnial  altcnipt  v/as  made  for 
lliat  purpose,  but  without  e licet :  it  was  thereupon  moved 
that  the  magistrates  and  dcpulics  do  set  apart  in  future,  and 
from  that  time  motions  and  resolves  have  been^LUt  in  a  par- 
liamentary way  from  one  house  to  the  other,  the  consent  of 
both  being  necessary  for  any  act  or  law  of  the  legislature  : 
but  the  linishing  cliect  of  the  stray  pig  did  not  abide  here, 
for  good  jAlistress  Sherman  continued  her  outcry  so  loud  and 
long,  that  the  captain  was  at  last  obliged  to  purchase  peace, 
by  giving  to  her  his  living  fatted  grunter.  It  is  also  said  that 
the  £3  damages  paid  by  Mrs.  Sherman  was  returned  to 
her  by  capt.  Keayne  for  the  sake  of  peace. 


In  1636  the  Indian  tribe  of  Poquods  slayed  some  English 
traders  in  the  vicinity  of  New  London,  for  which  satisfaction 
being  demanded  without  success,  iMidicoit,  wiih  SO  men  was 
sent  to  treat  with  them,  but  no  ireaty  of  peace  could  be  made 
wilh  them  ;  in  1G37,  I\ias.-achusetts,  Plymouth  and  Connec- 
ticut, bcnt  a  foice  to  subdue  them,  and  put  to  rout  the  whole 
clan  of  natives,  wilh  the  loss  of  only  one  Ii'nglishman  ;  this 
was  the  only  warlike  disput(?  had  viith  the  Indians  till  1675, 
when  the  sncheni,  King  Phillip,  commenced  an  exteimina- 
ting  war  wilh  all  Europeans.  Capt.  Church  with  a  few  men 
pui>tu'd  the  Indian  to  his  d(ni,  at  mount  Hope.  K.  I.,  wh(?re 
a  hicndly  Indian  >ho\  hiiu  ilead.  and  this  ended  the  Indian 
warfare  for  that  lirm;.

1G4-1.    Our  people  at  this  change  of  niinislry  in  the  Bri 
ish  ^iovernn-ient  evhiced  their  lo3'alty  by  a  coiiiplirneiitat 
nihhess  to  the  King,  kc.^  with  an  order,  tliat  whoever  distur 
ed  tlie  peace,  by  forniinu"  a  party  for  the  King,  and  yet  again 
the  parliament,  should  1)0  deemed  a  Ingli  bfiender  :  to  b 
proceeded  against  capitally  or  otlierwijr^e  :  j?oon  alter  tliis  i 
London  ship  of  24  guns.  capt.  Slagg.  arrived  with  wine  frou 
Toneiilie  : — a  Bristol   ship  laden  widi  lish,  then  lay  iicai 
('liarleslown  ;  c.ipt.  Slagg  landed  his  wine  and  sailed  round 
10  Cliarlestown  and  alnea^t  of  the  Ihi^^tol  ship;  he  thou  or 
dered  the  Captain  on  board,  and  showed  a  commission  hum 
the  British  Parliament,  to  make  prize  of  all  Bristol  vessels  in 
any  port  or  creek  ;  he  then  turned  up  a  half-hour  alass,  de» 
luanded  the  surrender  of  the  Bristol  vessel  by  the  time  the 
glass  run  out:  the  ca])lain  of  the  Bristol  ship  retnrncd  oa 
board  and  made  known  the  circumstance  to  his  men  ;  three 
of  whom  weru  for  didending  her  in  liglil,  but  the  icA  were 
for  surrendering"  at  once,  as  that  would  secure  to  them  ilu  ir 
wages,  which  was  promised  by  capt.  Sftagg,  and  tlie  ship 
was  then  taken  as  a  pri/(3. 

In  this  half  hour  time,  a  large  number  hail  collected  on 
Copp's  Hill  to  see  the  issue,  and  a  Bristol  merchant  beaan  to* 
muster  a  inob,  and  some  inhabitants  apprehens>ive  of  serious 
consecprences,  sei/(Hl  him  and  >omc  few  stiangers,  and  car- 
ried them  before  Lieut,  (iov.

Great  e.\cilement  Cv);iiiiiiu'd  amona  the  pi-ople  and  somi; 
of  the  old  patriotic  ministers  in  tlunr  sermons  invi'i2licil 
against  it,  as  an  ovrrt  art  o!"  powe.'.  an<l  exhorted  the  uiaLMS- 
Iratea  and  people  to  maintain  their  liberties  and  ri:jhls  whji  li 
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Iiad  now  been  violated  :  many  were  of  opinion  that  caj^tain 
Stagiz:,  onglil  to  I) (J  IoicihI  to  restoio  the  sliij)  lo  her  owneir^; 
ill  this  ease  there  may  be  seen  a  small  spront  fiom  tlie  seeds 
oflibeity  growing.

selves  snbjeet  only  according-  to  tlieir  charter :  there  wcftj 
different  opinions  in  regard  to  the  course  whicli  the  colony 
ought  to  pursue,  and  fioni  this  period  may  be  dated  ihu 
origin  of  two  parties,  the  Patriots  against  the  Prerogative?, 
the  Whigs  against  Tories^  between  whom  controversy  never 
ceased  till  the  linal  se])aration  of  the  two  countries. 

A  jealousy  of  their  })olitical  rights  infused  itself  into  tlh» 
minds  of  the  Bostonians,  and  henceforward  their  increased 
sensibility  was  apparent  on  every  encroachment  of  their  lib- 
erties. In  April,  1(376,  according  to  custom,  the  town  clios<.' 
J\Ir.  J.  Hayward  to  be  nominated  to  the  county  court  for  lliu 
office  of  clerk  of  the  ^vrils  :  but  that  court  saw  lit  not  to  tako 
any  notice  of  it,  and  the  town  resented  it  as  an  affront  at  a 
public  meeting  on  the  20th  of  August,  as  follows  :  Tlicio 
'  was  presented  a  paper  to  the  inhabitants  by  Kichard  Kiii«iht, 
*  in  the  name  of  hiniselt'and  others  to  represent  their  dissalis- 
Maetion  and  grie\ ance  lor  a  breach  of  their  liberties  and 
^  privileges,  as  they  apprehend  by  the  Hon.  County  Court, 
'  putting  in  anotlun- clerk  of  the  writs  than  what  was  nomi- 
'  nated  by  a  major  vole  of  the  inhabitants  on  the  20lli  of 
^  April,  1676;  the  question  being  ])ut,  whether  the  motion 
'  therein  shonld  be  eon^idered  at  I  Ins  lime,  resolved  in  the 
'  affirmative.^' 

In  1676.  King  Charles  H.,  sent  one  Edward  Kandoph  as 
bearer  of  despatchcb  to  the  authorities  of  Boston  ;  a  man 
haled  by  the  people  as  a  spy  upon  their  liberties,  and  a  re- 
porter to  the  crown  of  the  worst  features  in  the  proceeding.s 
of  the  colony.  The  eenrt  complied  with  the  principal  de- 
mands of  the  king  and  then  stnit  Win.  Stougiiton  and  Peter 
Buckley  to  Eniiland  to  make  an-wer  to  any  complaints  made 
Ihere  n^^ainrt  Wu^  colony  :  Kandol[)]i  immediately  followed

Mr.  Joseph  Dudley,  a  sou  of  the  lioll 
Deputy  Governor  and  Mr.  Ju\ni  Kichards,  a  merchant  oi  Hijfl 
ton,  and  an  Assi:^laut  wi-ic  commissioned  for  that  errand  and] 
arrived  in  London.  AuiiUr^t  lt)82:  Kandolph  toliowed  iheia,! 
ready  to  di.-5cl0.-e  every  thing  they  might  \vi.>h  to  eonceu 
"  liis  Majesty  \vas  greatly  provoked,"'  and  in  their  lir^t  reporl 
to  the  general  court  they  represented  the  case  of  tlie  cohmy] 
as  desperate,  and  proposed  to  them  the  choice  of  submitting  j 
to  the  dictates  of  the  crown  or  to  suller  a  quo  warranto  to  i&-] 
sue;  on  the  receipt  of  these  advices,  it  was  a  serious  (|uey  j 
tion,  not  only  in  the  court  hut  among  all  tlie  inhabitants, 
whetlierto  surrender  or  not :  at  last  the  agents  were  instruct-  j 
ed  to  make  no  concessions  of  any  privileges  conferred  on  llit) 
colony  by  their  charter:  on  receiving  this  resolution  of  the  I 
court,  the  agents  business  was  at  an  end,  and  they  returned  j 
to  Boston,  Oct.  23,  1683  :  it  was  immediately  determined  on,  ] 
that  the  quo  warranto  should  go  forth,  and  Randolph  arrived  ' 
with  that  instrument.    The  next  day  alter  his  arrival  a  des- 
tructive lire  took  place  on  the  south  side  of  the  town  doek, 
the  richest  part  of  the  town;  and  consumed  a  gieat  number 
of  dwelling  houses,  warehouses  and  vef^sels,  and  some  of  the  ' 
people  supposed  it  to  have  occurred  by  the  procurement  of 
Kandolph  :  The  Ho:^loneeis  as  he  called  them,  were  forward 
to  oppose  his  majc>t)  "s  conunands,

Increase  Mather  was  at  this  town  meetina',  and  made  a 
spirit  stirring  speech ;  there  is  no  doid)l  hut  the;  vote  of  the 
town  was  then  the  spoken  thoughts  of  a  \  ast  majority  of  the 
people  of  the  colonies  :  yet  the  legir^laturu  was  divided  on 
this  point:  Gov.  Bradstreet  and  a  major  j)arl  of  the  A>sjst- 
ants  voted  not  to  contend  in  law,  but  to  submit  to  the  })leas- 
ure  of  the  King  :  the  representatives  aftin*  a  fortinght's  de- 
liberation, retused  to  give  concurrence-  to  that  vole;  and  a 
letter  of  attorney  was  sent  to  a  snilahh^  person  to  aj>p(^ar  and 
answer  in  bcdialf  of  the  colony. 

The  court  of  King's  Bench  was  tlie  (*onrt  from  wliicdi  ihn 
Quo  wairanto  proceeihMl  anvl  at  which  court  the  aacnt 
was  to  appear,  but  without  any  notice,  the  case  was  removed 
to  another  court  and  a  scire  facias  was  issued  against  tlu-i 
colony  from  the  court  of  chancery,  on  lh(^  iGlli  dav  of  April, 
J  which  was  not  received  until  lln^  j-eluni  day  had  expired  :  by 
means  of  which,  judgment  wa-  given  a-ainst  the  colonv  o:i 
the  18lh  of  June,  168-1,  spd)ject  to  an  appearance  -and  defenco 
on  the  next  term,  without  their  htnng  heard  or  reccivin;^ 
timely  notice  to  appear;  tlius  hdl  the  good  ohi  cliarler. 

King  Charles  11.,  died  Feb.  6tli,  lliSf),  which  occabioned 
such  a  crowd  of  bu:^iiu\ss  lliere.  iliat  tin;  colonies  had  a  liidii 
(*  respite  iVom  tlic  dm  and  chink  of  [xihlical  (diams  beina"  pre- 
1  pared  tor  tliem.    King  James  H.,  was  procJainu'd  widi  areat 
I  ceremony  in  Boston,  on  the  2(Mh  of  A[)ril.    As  soon  as  ho 
was  seUied  on  his  lhron(^,  lui  sent  a  comnii-Mon  lo  (  oh)nul 
j  Joseph  Dudley  to  take  the  a(»vennnenl  ol  Nt-w  i-]iialand  up- 
on him,  and  appointed  him  a  new  council  of  his  nuijesty's 
own  (dioo.-ing,  and  Wni.  Stoualilon   as  deputv  Prc>ident. 
Ml.  Dudley  received  jl  by  the  Ixoso  I'\i;iate.  (ilie  tiit^t  noliced 
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as  arriving,  in  Brv-ldii  I  lailx)!,)  on  ilic  I'lli  u[  Mav^  IGSH,  nud  1 
it  was  laailu   (nil)ii(.*  on  ihe;  when  lla;  pic.-idL'nl  uuJ  I 

council  mol  in  tunn. 

Dudley  ami  eonncilj  coii.-ideied  lln^mselve.s  apptiintcj 
to  preserve  the  aiiaiis  oi"  tlu?  coloiiy  lican  euulu-ioa  uiilil  a 
s^ovevrior  islioukl  be  apijoiiiied  and  a  mle  of  adniinislraliai 
be  juore  fully  selded  :  tin;  lurnier  law^  weie  ie\  i.-ed  and  pui 
in  force  lor  llu3  time  bcia*!"  w  ilh  llie  ii'cneral  eonsuul  aiul  uc- 
(piiescence  of  the  citizens  and  the  aliair.-^  were  thereby  rci- 
idarl)^  coiuhicted. 

i\lr.  Dudley  v/as  Pre>ident  but  a  .-hort  tinie.    Sir  Kdinuiul 
AndroSj  \vh()  had  ioriiierly  heen  uovtMnor  of  New  \\)rk.  ar- 
rived Dec.  rJilij  IGM),  with  a  coxnnii.v.-ion  from  Kini;- JcUiics 
11.  dated  July  3d.,  con^lilnlini^-  him  lioveruor  of  the  mIiuIo 
country,  and  empowerinii  him  with  lean-  oi'  hi.>  council  to 
make  laws,  and  raise  uioney  without  a  ui;neial  as-eniblyor 
any  consent  of  the  people;  he  landed  in  liosloii  Dec.  'Joili^ 
and  was  escorted  by  (iU  red   coats,  to  Mr.  Gibb'S  house  on 
Fort  Hill.     It   was  soon  di.^covered  that  all  his  plans  ami 
aims  \vere  tyrannical  :  many  of  his  council  lett  their  .^eal:^  ; 
a  tew  only  livin:;"  in  or  near  Boston  attended  re;julary;  and 
?!iome  of  those  complained  that  he  had  always  three  or  four 
of  creatures  ready  to  savyes  or  no  toe^  er^■  thinii'  he  ])rop().-(Hl 
as  suited  liim,  aft(n-  whudi  no  oppo.>ili(jn  a\  a^  alleged,  li 
A\as  not  loni^-  before  lln?  case  of  some  who  ap])ridiendcd 
lhi^ns(dvcs  oppiessed,  came  np  for  consideialion,  a.;d  one  uf 
liis  Counc  il  told  them      ihcy  must  not  think  the  piivih'iics 
*■  of  Eniili^hnu  n  would  lulluw  lliem  to  the  end.>  oi  the  wuiKl;'^ 
this  souiuleti  an  alarm  thioui'li  the  countr)  ,  not  .^oon  lu  ho 
fori^otten.

but  his  da\i2"]iie'r  .^^al•y,  tliwarlotl  his  dosiL'-ji  by  v/oddi!.<^ 
William,  i^iiico  oT  Oiau^iL'.  wiio  dmiiiii-  llio  coiiiusioii  amoii^- 
ihe  ])e()ple,  landed  au  arm;,  cm  lludr  shc-iCs  aiid  com- 
pelled James  to  fh'e  (or  his  Iia3  luaii  the  KiHL'doiii  ;  beatiim 
himselt'oii  the  throiu'  oi  iho  iaiin;i'  ul  Ahu) — hi^  wii^e  :  lh(i 
news  ot  this  sudd^ii  t'Veiil,  leached  iiu^toii  in  Ap'iil.  iGbiJ  : 
as  Sir  Kdmmid  Aniiiu>.  iiere.  wa.-^  exercising  kinul)'  powers 
ill  behalf  of  Jaiiu-s  11.  the  bearer  of  that  news,  wa=  llirowji 
into  prison  widioat  bail  or  maiiij'iize  ;  Andres  i^.-ued  his 
mandate  ai^ainst  the  andiorily  of  King  \\  illiain  and  (^ueeu 
Ahiry.  eharuing  all  the  pt  ('ple  of  the  colonies  to  resist  their 
power  by  land  and  by  sea  :  ];iit  he  was  mistaken  in-  tlio 
tlrength  of  his  proelamalion  ;  lor  that  very  monlh,  he,  w  ilh 
some  of  his  most  obnoxioas  eomieil.  with  the  eaplain  of  an 
English  frigate,  then  in  Bo-ion  haibor,  were  seized  by  the 
populace  and  imprisoned,  an^l  there  lelamed  many  weeks: 
in   Feb.,  most  of  them  were  loreed  to  relurn  to 

England. 

Simon  Bradstreel  who  was  Governor  from  lii79  till  J 68(3 
was  calleil  to  the  chair  of  Stale  as  Ihesident;  alllioiigh  then 
b(dng  upwards  of  80  yeiirs  of  age  ; — Isaac  Addinglon  was 
appointed  Secretary  and  Wail-Siill  Windirop,  commander  of 
the  militia.  From  IGsG  to  lt389  the  colony  was  controlled 
by  Andros,  as  lord  of  the  soil,  widiont  aeknowled;jing  any 
uf  the  pievionsly  eharteretl  rights  of  the  colony;  and  dming 
lhat  time,  the'  pt,M)[)le  wer»;  diawn  into  a  dira>lr(ais  war  widi 
the  Frcmch  in  Canada  ;  r(nere'nce  to  which  is  made  in 
another  part  of  this  vol  lime.  (  I(JV.  lliatlslreci  tlied  at  Salem, 
^hu•c]l  27,  1G97,  aged  9  1  years.  Isaac.'  Adtbniilon  died 
March  19,  17  la,  a-cd  70  years.  \\'ail-Slill  Winllnop.  w  .is 
M>n  of  Gov.  John  W'inthicp  of  romi.  :  bom  ,il  bor-U/ii.  Feb. 
','7.  dii.d  at  l)n',U)ii.  Scpl.  7.  17  17.  io;(  d  ~.")

The  derided  aad  opprcrfsed  dissenters  from  the  doclriiiei] 
and  faith  of  the  Church  of  KnLiland,  liarrasscd  wiili  iU| 
power  of  the  officers  of  the  Crown  and  of  Chnreli  Bi-lioii,  ] 
ventured  with  all  their  earthly  posse.^sions  to  flee  into  llii 
wild  and  uncultivated  country  :  here  the  forest  beast  aid 
Savage  held  supreme  umpire,  and  the  terrors  ol  tlie  Biiihb 
laws  were  but  escaped,  to  endure  (or  a  season,  at  least,  ihi] 
expected  horrors  of  a  death  by  the  tomahawkj  or  by  the] 
slower  but  more  f(?arl"ul  one  by  jrtarvation  :  they  left  tlu*»r  j 
paternal  soil  m  a  panoply  ot  hope,  thai  here  they  could  wor- 
ship  the  God  they  adored,  according  to  their  own  conscien- 
tious principles;  and  they  were  a  brave,  self-enduring  body 
of  christian  men  and  women  :  for  the  love  of  their  reli^qcii 
they  did  come,  and  on  that  principle  alone  this  new  para- 
dise was  founded  which  is  now  the  admiiution  of  mankiiul. 

The  pioneers  in  great  undertakings  ofn^n  become  a  ^acrl• 
Rce  to  their  own  daring  ex})eriments.  and  it  is  a  duly  Jc- 
volving  on  those  who  may  enjoy  the  benelits  resulting  bom 
their  great  achievements  for  good,  through  a  vista  of  years, 
to  hold  their  memory  sacred,  aiul  to  embalm  it  within  the 
tablets  of  the  mind  with  those  of  a  kind  parent  or  a  friends' 
beneficence. 

The  emigrants  to  Plymouth  in  1620.  lost  more  than  halt 
their  number  by  want,  sickness  and  death,  within  six 
months  after  landing  there  :  the  settlement  at  Salem  iu 
1628,  and  that  at  Charlestown  in  1629,  proved  ecjually 
unfortunate  ;  for  less  than  half  their  number  were  alive  anil 
Tvell,  a  few  months  afterwards  :  the  many  bound-help  of  the 
v/ealthy  Salem  emigrants,  whose  ship-passage  cost  X'JO 
raoli,  wer«  freed,  for  llnur  emplovers  rould  ^lot  feed  llieni  : 
during  the  inclement  winter  season  of  these  then  wild  re- 
<rions,  we  can  reali/.(^  tha»  a  mere  lent  for  a  covering,  ami 
eaitli  foi   ;i   i('-«iiri.^  [>lare   \vith  a  p.^wiritv  nt^  food  iUiJ 
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nourishment,  lhal  the  human  iranie  would  rapidly  become 
feeble  and  die  :  ihul  more  of  ihem,  or  even  all,  were  not 
cut  off,  is  cause  for  grateful  feeliuiis  with  the  people  at  this 
linie :  here  they  planted  the  standard  and  the  seedling 
germs  of  morality,  religion,  justice,  equal  rights  and  equal 
laws;  which  their  descendants,  in  preserving,  defending 
and  extending  to  future  generations,  will  honor  themselves, 
ill  doing  that  lienor  to*  the  brave  band  of  their  iorefatiicrs. 

The  settlement  of  Boston  in  1030,  was  attended  with 
many  disheartening  circumstances:  Lady  Arbella  Johnson, 
daughter  of  the  Earl  of  Lincoln,  Eng.  and  wile  of  Isaac 
Jolnibon,  died  in  Aug.  of  that  year,  and  was  burietl  at  Sa- 
lem :  she  was  an  accompli:?hed  and  beautiful  woman,  the 
pride  of  the  emigrants;  and  her  decease  caused  heartfelt 
sorrow  to  all  classes  of  the  people  :  Lsaac  Johnson  was  son 
of  Abraham  Johnson,  of  Clipsham,  Eng.,  and  was  chosen 
an  assistant  INIay  13,  1629  ;  he  was  the  idol  of  the  people  : 
wealthy  and  generous,  a  christian  man  and  a  judicious  mag- 
istrate; (see  also  page  53)  the  loss  of  his  beloved  partner 
with  other  important  concerns  preyed  rapidly  upon  his  sys- 
tem, and  he  died  Sept.  30,  1G30:  two  more  assistants;  Mr. 
Pincheon  and  Coddington  lost  their  estimabh^  wives,  and 
Dr.  Gager,  Richd.  Garrett,  and  J^^dwd.  Reseller,  with  many 
others,  died  that  year. 

The  deprivations  of  tlie  emigrjints  is  recorded  by  Roger 
Clap  in  these  words:  '*0h,  tlnj  hunger  that  many  snlleml 
'and  saw  no  hope  in  the  eye  of  reason  to  be  reliev(Hl  :  jlesli 
'of  all  kind  was  a  rare  thing  and  bread  so  very  scarce,  th.?t 
'sometimes,  I  thought,  the  very  crumbs  of  my  Jallier's  table 
'wouhi  have  been  sweet  to  nu;.'^ 

The  ensuing  winter  >et  in  early,  and  the  harbor  was 
frozen  over  Dec.  2-ith  ;  tin;  cold  >o  inten-c.  that  it  was  with 
;:reat  exertions  tin;  pt  o])le  wc^c  kept  from  IrccvinL^  :  j)i()vis- 
lons  becann;  so  scarce  iliiil  fUjn<.  nnuch'*  and  ^ll<^ll  hbii

goodlV;  gedly  liousewiici  :  the  son  was  adniitled  into  IViiiilv 
Colleue,  En 2'.,  at  the  aiie  of  13  years:  [)roiieieni'V  in  Lis 
studies  early  pioeured  liini  an  invilalion  to  Kmanuel  (\il- 
lege,  where  he  rose  reiinlarl  v  to  h(uid  ie(!turer  and  eateclii.M: 
he  Iteeauie  so  thoron::hly  eonv(nsant  with  the  Hebrew  lan- 
p-aaufi  as  to  irtudy  eunvi'ir.e  in  il :  he  was  al^o  an  adept

In  Li  I  J.  Mr.  Coiloii  i  cm-'  •JS)('ar.-  ol  a-t\  setlhul  in  bcs- 
lo!i.  Ln^.  and  eonlinn«'d  hi--  aidnons  duties  there,  ioi  twenty 
vear*  ;  elfeetin'/  an  rxH'Osivo   rt'lornialmn   ihrcUL  hont  the 


town  :  but  after  the  governiiUMii  o(  ilie  I'noHsh  church 
came  into  the  hands  of  Bishop  l.aiicl,  divi^icns  arose  in  hiti 
parish,  when  a  dissolute  fellow  inl'oruied  aganl^t  him  and 
his  society,  for  not  kneelinii  at  the  sacrament;  iNIi.  Wilson 
was  cited  therefor,  before  tlie  hiuh  commissioners  court :  he 
concealed  liimself  for  a  time  in  London,  in  preference  to 
being  conlined  in  the  King's  jail  or  sullerinii-  a  woree  fate  ; 
and  came  to  this  country  at  the  age  of  48,  in  company  with 
Hr.  Hooker  and  I\Ir.  Stone,  Sept.  4,  1G33  :  causing  the  peo- 
ple to  rejoice  in  the  arrival  of  ilnec  great  necessities,  viz. 
Cotton  for  clothing  :  Hooker  for  li.-liing,  and  Stone  for  build 
uig. 

Mr.  Cotton  being  invited  to  preach  lo  tlie  students  of  Har- 
vard University ;  on  crossing  the  ferry,  a  bleak  and  stoimy 
time  for  thai  purpose,  took  cold,  t;ausing  inllamation  on  his 
lungs,  alt(nided  ^vith  asthmatic  adeclions  :  he  occasionally 
held  forth  from  the  sacred  de>k  aller  that,  but  grew  more 
feeble  ;  and  on  the  23d  of  Dec.  HJo'J,  he  died  tlie  liealh  of 
an  eliective  and  revered  shepherd  in  the  vineyard  of  tlie 
Lord,  and  was  mourned  for  by  the  people  as  if  they  could 
not  be  comforted.  He  was  settled  as  colleague  wiih  J\ev. 
John  Wilson,  Oct.  10,  H)33,  and  was  19  years  in  Bc.-lon, 
N.  E.,  as  one  of  the  brightest  minds  in  lileiaiuie.  th{  oh  gy, 
and  as  amoral  examplar.  He  was  buried  m  King's  Chapel 
burying  ground. 

Ml'.  Cotton^s  appearance  was  peculiarly  impressive  :  a 
complexion  clear:  in  size  rather  short,  with  lull  limbs:  in 
his  youth  his  hair  was  brown,  but  m  advancing  }ears  it  be- 
came perfectly  white  ;  his  eye  flashed  wiih  the  keenest 
rebuke  or  emiled  with  a  cheering  power;  his  voice  was 
clear  and  audible  ;  being  heard  distinctly  in  the  largest 
hall ;  he  generally  devoted  twelve  hours  every  day  to  study 
and  composition;  and  wrote  his  sermons  with  gieal  care, 
although  he  sometime.-^  preached  extemporaneously. 
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He  lost  his  lir.-l  witij  pics  ions  U)  Ins  i  ('iJi()\;il  lo  llil,-:  coiiiv 
try^  by  wlioui  he  liaJ  no  chilJifii ;  and  liis  m.'ccii J  wile  J^ariiL 
oanu;  with  liini  ;  ?he  hrul  ihiee  tuii.^  ami  ihrec  diiiigliU.r^ 
the  ehJest  dan'jhler  ^aiah.  ai;d  \  (.nti'jcsl  son  Jxojaiid.  (htnl  d 
the  small  pox,  in  :  die  next  daLiirliler  Llrs.  J'^ijiiiiiloii, 
died  a  lew  years  ai'^orw^irdr^.  and  lla^  Noniiiiest  became  lluj

John  Eiidicott  was  Irom  Doreliester.  Miicr.;  and  arriveJ  at 
Salem  in  Sept.  17.2S  ;  h-)  an  assistant  nine  yerus  :  Dep. 
Gov.  live  years;  (rov.  lii'lcen  }-ears  ;  and  ?>Lij.  Gl'U.  lour 
years  :  he  removed  to  i]o.-toji  in  IGM.  and  was  chosen  Gov. 
that  same  year ;  he  vra.s  aiiain  ch(;sen  in  Hi  19.  and  wliilt^  ia 
that  olhee.  associateil  M  ilh  the  otlnn-  oliicers  ol  llie  state  in 
denouncin'4-  long  hair  as  nnbecominir  and  unmanlyj  lit  only 
for  the  appojirance  of  Indians  or  lln^sians:  he  was  also 
eliective  in  passinf>-  a  law  aii,airist  \>"eariniz  boots,  as  a  \va.<le 
of  leatlier  and  a  nsele.-:S  expense  :  and  a  law  also  aiain:;! 
dancin2";  as  can-inii'  (?xtrnvaiiaiK'e  and  show  :  he  lived 
Pernbeilon  hili  :  died  .\[ar('h  15,  1605.  aiiinl  IG  years,  leav- 
ing a  legacy  of  X'-l  to  ihe  ])oor  of  the  town. 

The  winter  of  IfjoT — \sa^  an  extremely  severe  and 
di.strtjs^ing  .season  to  the  iidialnlants  of  BtiSlon  :  bnow  four 
and  a  half  feet  deep  (.^evened  all  the  land  fioin  ?Nov.  -llli.  till 
March  23j  and  they  were  sniioring  for  want  of  fncl  :  Jan.  13. 
thirty  nnni  started  for  Speelach-  l.dand  to  cut  wood,  and  llic 
next  night  a  vi(jlent  K.  I-l.  storm  raged,  ami  lor  two  da\s  ful- 
lowino-  a  strong  wind  from  Tv.  \V.  :  the  harlior  froze  solid, 
all  but  the  channel,  ihrougii  which  tweh  e  ol' the  men  made 
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for  the  u-ovcM-nc)i"s  garden  (Fort  Waiiou) ;  hev(Mi  oliiers  in  a 
v^kili  were  c  nrrieil  v,  illi  llii)  ice  lo  IJiuail  Suiuulj  and  there 
kept  amoni>;  tlie  Brewster  rocks  Un-  two  days  \viiiiout  food  or 
lire  ;  one  of  whom  died,  and  ihe  rest  of  tlie'ni  had  llieir  hands 
and  feel  badly  fro/en  ;  so  initurlnnate  were  llie  citizens  at 
that  tinie^  that  the  place  acipiired  the  appellation  of  The 

Lost  TOKU.'' 


TlIK  MILITARY. 

The  l^ivilans  })laced  a  t^Toat  value  on  the  services  of  the 
cilizen-sohliers,  and  every  niolliod  lor  strengthening  lliat 
right  arm  of  defene(*,  and  lor  their  correct  discipline,  they 
were  prompt  to  atiopt  \  llieir  law  of  1G31  vras  as  follows  :  it 
is  ordered  that  every  rnan  who  lind>  a  mnshot,  sliall  always 
have  ready  one  ponml  of  ])()Wtun,  twenty  bnllets  and  tuo 
fathoms  nnileh.  |jnn  locks  were  not  lljen  in  use]  under 
pemdly  of  10s.  and  that  ever)'  Captain  sliall  train  his  com- 
pany every  h^aturdiiy. 

The  lollowing  extract  from  John>on.  who  was  a  Captain, 
evinces  the  military  and  ])atii'jlie  spirit  of  the  lime,  and 
some  of  his  zealous  admonilitais  may  not  be  uselet>s,  «ven  at 
the  ])resenl  day. 

You  shall  w  ilh  all  diligence  pro\  ide  against  llie  malig- 
^nai.t  ad\"ersari(^s  of  truih;  See  tlien  \ou  bture  }-ourselves

'rapiers  and  ;dl  t)ther  p'hrc'nii:  ircapons.  As  lor  the  great 
'Artillery-^  wait  on  tin.'  Lord  (  Ini.-l.  and  la?  will  .^tir  up 
MViends  to  provided  lor  yuii  and  in  llie  mean  lime,  spaie  not 
Mo  lay  out  coyne  lor  powder,  bullets,  match,  and  all  kinds 
M)f  instrurnc  nts  for  war  ;  see  tliat  with  all  (hliiicnce  you  en- 
'courage  every  M'hlier-like  spirit  amoiig  you,  for  the  Lord

\faitlifnlncss  to  the  cause  in  liand,  courage^  activity  and  skii^ 
^  have  the  pre-eininency  of  honors  :  lor  though  it  may  seeihe 
^  a  mean  thiniie  to  be  a  New  England  souldierj  yet  some  o( 
^  you  shall  have  the  battering  and  beating  down  tli(>  ovlt- 
^  topping  towers  of  the  hierarchy  :  Ueiitatajits.  msi^hs  [ind 
^ Serjeants^  exceed  not  your  phu-es  till  cipentuic.  skill  and 
"true  valor^  promote  you  to  hiiiher  honor,  lo  which  you  ^lJall 
^  be  daily  aspiring."' 

The  following  description  of  a  training,  is  by  Dunlon. 
It  is  their  custom  here,  for  all  that  can  bear  arms,  lo  go 
'out  on  a  training  da}'.  I  tliouglit  a  pike  was  best  for  a 
'young  soldier,  and  so  I  canied  a  pike — "iwas  the  lirst  lime 
'  I  was  ever  in  arms.  Being  come  into  the  field,  the  captain 
'  called  us  all  into  our  clo.-e  order,  in  order  to  iio  to  prayer, 
'and  then  pra\ed  himself.  And  when  the  c.verci.-e  was 
'  donCj  the  captain  likewise  concluded  widi  a  praNcr.  S(j1- 
'  emn  prayer  on  the  lield  upon  a  training  day,  I  never  know 
'  but  in  New  England,  where  it  secnin  it  is  a  common  cus- 
'  torn.  About  tlirci;  o\d()(dc  onr  cxcrci.-e  and  pra\  cit>  being 
'over,  we  had  a  very  noble  dmner.  to  which  all  the  clergy 
'  were  invited. 

Mr.  Win.  Ilibbi ns,  was  a  consiileiable  trader  by  sea.  and 
fared  widl  in  purse  lor  many  \  ears,  but  his  u.^ual  good  for- 
tune did  not  always  attend  Inm  ;  he  met  with  many  looses 
which  reduced  his  lloaling  capital  :  he  died  m  iHj-l  :  his 
widow  Mrs.  Ann,  conld  not  graciously  bear  these  reverses  in

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her  greatest  erijuyineiU;?,  ami  in  a  little  time  she  became  a 
pprlbct  iVet  and  S(toUl :  her  iieiiilibors  on  Water  St.  ofrended 
at  h(M-  railii!i;s.  wore  dorf irons  of  riMiioviug  her  from  their 
pi'o\jmit\  ;  as  ^he  owned  her  liun-e.  tlioy  could  not  accom- 
plish llial  hy  any  common  maiuu'innenl,  so  they  chariied 
her  with  being  a  witch,  as  the  nmst  eii(M;tnal  method  of 
stilling  her  tongue  :  on  this  cliaige  sin;  v/as  brought  to  a  jury 
trial,  \\]io  united  in  a  verdict  o[  fiidUy  :  but  tliat.  the  ])rebid- 
ing  magistrate  woahl  not  receive  :  for  the  reason^  probably, 
of  viowiiig  the  charges  as  tlie  ollspiiini  of  ill  nature  and 
malice  :  her  enemies  bein«_r  baliiiMl  in  this  attempt,  made 
great  exertions  to  bring  the  case  v.ilh  all  the  popular  clam- 
or and  prejudice  they  could  muster,  before  the  House  of 
Representatives  ;  here  th(\y  succoededj  and  that  honorable 
body  condemntul  the  poor  old  woman  to  a  death  by  the 
hangman,  as  being  a  wilcJi  :  in  lOoj  that  sentence  was  put 
into  execution  :  the  strongt^st  point  (A  eviilcnce  in  the  case^ 
was,  that  two  ot  her  persecutors  being  in  the  street,  talking 
together,  she  said  they  were  talking  about  herself,  which 
was  an  acknowledged  fact:  on  this  point  was  lier  condem- 
nation fixed. 

The  people  w^ere  so  weak  or  evil  mimled.  as  to  himl  the 
dead  body  accurately  over  for  tetts.  and  rummage  her  boxes 
and  chests  for  pnppets.  images  and  (diarms,  but  none  could 
be  found  of  eillnn-  shajie  or  character :  at  least  nothing  in 
our  history  has  as  yet  been  di^(^oveied  inducing  the  mind 
to  any  other  conclusion! 

In  the  year  1C31,  Jul)- 30,  Mr.  budlow,  digging  for  the 
foundation  of  his  hou>e  at  Dorchesttn-,  found  two  pieces  of 
bicnch  mono)',  one  of  whi(di  was  coined  in  JoDG  ;  they  were 
al  the  depth  of  a  foot  in  the  earth: — It  rs  rcdaled  that  in 
HilG.  a  I'Veindi  shi])  was  ca.-t  awav  on  the  IMassachusetl:* 
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coast,  or  capluied  through  stralagem,  by  tlie  natives  ;  llicip 
were  many  persons  ou  buunJ.  and  ihey  were  divided  anioiij; 
eeveral  Indian  Sachems ;  in  1G19,  but  two  of  those  prisoncK 
were  alive  :  one  of  whom  had  learned  the  Indian  talk,  and 
reproved  the  savages  for  their  barbarities ;  telling  them  tlm 
God  would  some  day  surely  destroy  them  :  a  Sachem  en- 
quired, if  his  God,  that  he  talked  so  much  about,  had  as 
many  men  as  there  were  Indians  present;  and  if  lie 
thought  he  could  kill  all  thelndiiuis;  on  being  infoinieJ 
that  God  could  easily  destroy  them  all,  he  mocked,  and  de- 
rided the  idea,  and  said,  there  were  so  many,  God  could 
not  kill  them  :  one  of  the  Frenchmen  was  widi  the  Pokaiiu- 
ket  tribe,  and  the  other  with  the  Massachusetts :  Capt. 
Dormer  redeemed  them  from  bondage,  and  restored  them 
to  their  country  :  all  the  French  crew  had  been  put  to  death 
but  three  or  four;  and  these  were  preserved,  only  to  be 
sent  Irom  one  Sachem  to  another,  to  make  sport :  the  two 
pieces  of  money  found  by  INlr.  Ludlow,  probably  came  iu 
that  French  ship. 

NORTH   KAST  6T0RM. 

1640,  10th  mo.  Dec.  15.  One  [person]  of  Roxbury. 
sending  to  Boston  his  s(n"vant  maid,  lor  a  barber  chiruriieoii 
to  draw  his  loulh.  iht.y  lost  thrir  way  on  the  road,  and  were 
not  found  till  many  days  alter;  and  then  the  maid  was 
found  in  one  place  and  the  man  in  another,  both  of  them 
frozen  to  death.'' 

''1641,  9th  mo.  Nov.  12lh.  Mr.  Maverick  of  Nottlos 
Island,  who  had  been  formerly  lined  xlUO,  for  aivinij:  eiitei- 
lertainment  to  Mr.  Owon  and  one  Hale's  wile,  who  had 
escaped  out  of  piison,  \vhere  llio)'  had  been  put  lor  nolorioua 
suspicion  of  adultery,  '  received  jome  mitigation  of  that 
penalty. 
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COL.   ETHAN  ALLEN. 

Tlic  following  aulheniic  anecdote  although  not  precisely 
in  its  place  is  esteemed  too  good  to  let  slip. 

In  1781 J  Allen  was  taken  prisoner  by  the  British  in  their 
successes  in  New  Haven,  and  carried  to  England  :  he  was 
there  treated  with  marked  attention  and  respect,  and  an 
oiler  made  by  the  British  minister,  to  be  vested  with  a  Vice- 
roy over  the  colony  of  Vermont,  with  unusual  priviledges, 
if  he  would  use  his  inlluence  with  his  countrymen,  to  stop 
the  then  existing  revolution  ;  Sir,  said  that  stern  liero,  witji 
a  contemptuous  smile,  you  put  me  in  mind  of  a  cai'tain  per- 
sonage renowned  in  sacred  history,  who  on  one  occasion 
took  the  redeemer  of  all  mankind  to  a  high  mountain,  and 
pointing  out  the  principalities  and  kingdoms  of  the  earth, 
otfered  to  him  the  wliole,  if  he  would  bow  down  before  him  ; 
but  every  principle  of  polity  forbade  that,  for  the  poor  devil 
was  a  vexatious  spirit,  without  owning  an  iula  in  the  prom- 
ised land.   

THE  QUAKERS. 

The  religious  sectarian  denomination  of  Quakers  arose,  in 
the  county  of  Leicestshire,  England,  in  1G44  :  the  lirst  arri- 
val in  Boston  of  any  of  that  religious  faith,  was  Mary  Eishcr 
and  Ann  Austin,  June  5th,  1656;  these  women  were  made 
prisoners  on  board  the  vessel  they  came  in,  and  soon  after- 
wards confined  in  jail,  as  also  were  seven  others  about  a 
month  after,  and  the  books  they  brought  with  them  publicly 
burned;  Nicholas  Upshall,  an  aged  and  humane  christian, 
applied  to  the  jailor  for  leave  to  furnish  them  with  food  and 
even  paid  5s.  per  week  for  that  privilege  ;  he  was  fined  £20 
and  sentence  of  banishment  from  the  jurisdiction  passed 
against  him,  although  he  owned  a  considerable  estate  on 
Kichmond  Street,  was  a  church  member  and  a  freeman  : 
ho  fled  to  Plymouth  and  tarried  there  six  years,  when  liis 
kPutGncG«or  bi<iii>-lnncnt  W3i  relca^-ed  :  he  relurned  lo  Boston 


and  irnmeJi;itely  prei)aiecl  a  room  in  his  liouse  foi  llio  use 
of  Friends  :  yel  laws  wero  pubsod  lu  prevent  iheir  eulnuice 
within  this  juri^diciioii,  aL-companied  with  penallies  of  line, 
public  whippiiiLi,-  ami  iiiipri.^unnient :  lhe<e  were  soon  Id!- 
lowed  with  a  law  dccrcciiiii."  a  lorii.-it  of  one  ear  lur  a  lii-l 
olFence  and  an'olher  I'ar  ter  a  second  ;  and  nn(ha"  this  hnv 
three  Quakers  had  ihi  ir  riiiht  ear  taken  oif  on  Bu.>lun  cuia- 
mon,  in  1658,  by  the  public  executioner.    [See  page  36.] 

Tiieir  persecutors  seemed  more  like  inhiriates,  bercit  of 
reason;  for  havini^-  lei'l  their  own  i)atrinion)' on  accouiit  of 
the  sevejie  persecutioiis  by  the  Engli.-li  eluueh  against  piol- 
estantSj  it  would  rationally  be  su})po.--ed  that  similar  move- 
ments among  any  conscientious  cla>s  of  God's  ^vor^llippcrs 
would  be,  by  tlu.nn,  desalt  kindly  with:  but  in^U-ad  of  a 
holy  and  kind  feeling  toward  tho.-^e  ^imilaily  .-^ilunted  enu- 
grantSj  they  ordered  sojne  ol  the  (^niikeis  to  be  .^oKl  as 
slaves,  for  \\\c  i)aynient  (jI  iIh.*  hnes  niilicteil  on  them  Iri 
being  sucli :  this  severity'  liad  the  (.'lied  (;t  inciea-iug  liioii' 
number,  for  some  of  the  puritan  lamilies  v.  ent  over  to  them 
and  embraced  their  religious  crec^d. 

The  governmcMit  became  so  incensed  at  tins  eccurrenre, 
they  passed  a  law  for  the  bank-hment  i^i  all  ChiaLers  on  the 
penalty  of  death  :  four  were  ^entiMRa'd  to  1)(;  hang<.'d  undt'i' 
this  law^  and  two  of  diem  were  e\{.;cuted  :  the  odiers  had 
leave  to  depart  if  (inickly  done  ;  in>ieatl  of  lessening  thuir 
number,  these  measii res  gained  them  liieiuls  and  })ro.--cl  \  Ics  ; 
among  those,  was  oiu'  ()f  the  ollicers  e\ecntinLi  the  lav/  :  the 
(Quakers  linding  thes(i  hiws  not  warranted  by  the  ralunt 
from  the  Crown,  made'  siu*h  cum[)laiins  \u  llie  iving  that  no 
more  cxcciUiuns  ever  aina  that  took  place. 

The  first  meednu;  of  l'Mciiil>  was  on  ?day  Hh.  Kiikt,  at  llu; 
hou.-3e  ot  Ml.  \Vantt)n.  wln'a  a  wairant  was  i.-.-U(\l  to  sm/e  tin; 
preacher  and  report  the  nann.':,  o\  his  hearius  to  the  (h)v.; 
on  the  \)\h  of  Aug..  107").  twidve  men  ami  two  witvien  wjrc 
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apprelieiuliMl  III  tlicir  ordinary  plart)  of  worship  and  twelve 
of  them  publicly  wljip[)c'vl  and  two  paid  liio  limj;  al  llai 
next  luCL'ting  lifti'oa  wcru  wliip^)i'd.  aiaonij;  llieni  ihroe 
women. 

Tlie.-e  severities  on  the  minds  of  that  peaecfnl  people 
wroniiht  somelhiiiLi"  like  a  ivcn/.y  on  llicir  part,  lor  it  appears 
that  Alexh"  Cohmian,  a  shoemaker,  w  ent  into  the  thiiti  meet- 
ing-house in  a  iJi.ooDV  ooat  and  Tlajs.  Newliouse  went  in 
with  a  couple  of  lariic  iiia-s  bottles  and  sma.>-hing  them  tc- 
gether,  said  thus  will  the  Lord  break  you  ui  pieces/'  to  the 
consternation  of  the  assejubled  con  2  re  nation. 

Under  the  new  (Charter,  the  (hiiikers^  Baptists  and  Kpl<cf)- 
palians  were  plained  on  more  e(pial  i^round  with  their  neiiih- 
])ors,  and  some  laws  passeil  in  e  veinptinii'  them  from 

taxation;  m  161)4  the  ([uakers  Imd  a  lot  of  land  in  Brattle  St. 
mea-nriin_;"  lOS  l)\-  2.")  1-J  inM  lor  a  meuliiiLi-honse  and  buri- 
al place^  and  built  a  brieh  hons(Mli(n(  (jn  2  1  by  20  feet;  in 
1708  it  was  concduded  to  sell  the  old  meetinu-hou>e  and 
buildanew  one^  if  they  could  he  allowed  to  build  it  of  wood; 
this  not  being  permitted,  they  built  one  of  bi  icdv  in  ('ongre-s 
Street  on  the  spot  where  the  Tran.->cript  printing  oJiiee  now 
is;  th(3  size  of  it  was  35  feet  by  30,  aboiU  1710. — It  was 
l.uu-nl  ill  the  great  lire  of  1760,  and  r<*})aired  the  same  year  : 
di(i  Friends  wm-e  never  nunuMons  in  this  jurisdiction  aial  iii 
177  I,  but  (deven  could  be  lound  in  the  whole  town,  and 
piobably  there  is  not  one,  now  a  re.-^ident  here  ;  their  proper- 
ty in  Congress  St.  was  sold  in  1S27,  and  the  boilies  in  their 
cemetery  rmnovcd  I0  Lyim  :  oilun-  bnildings  now  vovi'i  the 
whole  area  :  soon  after  tin;  latter  date,  the  Frieiuls  built  a 
T=tone  meiMing  house  in  iMillon  Idace,  Fedcnal  Si.  a  small 
and  neat  eililice.

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from  Walortown,  as  ihvjie  it  could  be  used  only  when  tlio 
Aviiid  was  iVom  llie  we.-t,  and  llience  it  liained  llie  name  of 
Windmill-Ilill. 

Win.  Copp  was  llie  lir.-t  luiiopeau  owiK.'r  of  thai  emi- 
iiene(,»  ;  afuu-  lliat.  it  came  into  ihe  po.-s(!.-rrion  of  llie  Ancient 
and  Jlonoial)le  Aililh.'ry  Co]np/my  by  mca-iiiMLTe  ;  in  1775 
wlicn  the  Biilisli  Lad  po -^cs-ion  of  i^o.-lon,  llie  company  was 
lefu-ed  by  them  the  libeil}"  of  diiliiiie'  on  tlu^  common  and 
they  marched  U)  their  own  hill  w  ilh  a  full  riiihl  and  liberty  ;

Tlie  liead  ut  a  cie(.'k  reached  toward  Smnnicr  Si.  and  at 
very  hiL^h  tiih^s^  nearly  nnianl  the  ^v:lter  irom  South  St., 
which  then  llowed  to  Wimhrop  place  ;  the  sonth  branch  ot' 
this  creek  covered  a  part  of  the  lower  end  of  Pearl  Street, 
extending  across  the  Alkinson  estates  :  the  Ailmiral  Yernoii 
tavern  was  at  the  corner  of  j\lerchants'  l\u\v.  np  to  which 
the  tide  flowed. 

Ann  St.  as  far  as  Rlclnnond  StreiM  occn[)i(\s  what  was  the 
foot  of  Windniill-l lill.  on  the  seaboard  :  the  hnul  between 
Hichinond  St.  on  the  rast  and  Tordaiid  anJ  Khn  Si.  on  the 
west  was  a  narrow  neck,  on  each  side  of  whi'di  was  a  s})a- 
cions  cove,  sondierly  from  Iviclnnond  and  Ami  St.  K-llowed 
the  shore  till  it  rc^Lchiul  llnMnill  creek,  where  a  natural  inlet 
coirLmeiieed,  wliieh  extended  to  and  covered  what  has  been 
known  as  Hatter's  Scpiare.

Tlio  seltX'lnuMi  m;ule  proposals  to  the 
Town  rcspccliuL;"  a  cliaitcr  of  iucorpoialioii  for  the  eiicouraiio 
ineiit  and  bellor  govorninuiit  of  the  town,  and  lliirly-one  of 
llio  most  rLVspLH'ta])lo  citizens  iiicliuliiiL;-  tlio  sulectrnen.  were 
chosLMi  as  a  cointuitlce  for  draii'jhiiii'.r  a  ik.'w  and  improved 
system  of  lioverimuMit.  and  uii  the  1  ] di  of  ^Mareli.  1709.  they 
jnade  tlieir  report,  which  liciii'.';  read  to  the  citizens  eodected 
in  town  nn'etiiii:";  on  the  (luc-lion  hciim"[)in,  if  tlie  town  wid 
refcn'  the  coii>idcralion  of  .^aid  schenn?  to  some  future  nn'et- 
inii,-  warn(H!  for  the  pur])ose — it  was  Noted  in  the  negative;  on 
the  (piestion^  do  tlu^  town  accc[)t  \\u)  scheme  or  cdiarter  now 
proposed — it  was  volcd  in  the  ncLiali^e. 

iMost  of  tlie  })rincipal  inliabilants  were  in  favor  of  the  pro- 
posed cliarter,  but  tln'^  people  a(h)pled  the  opimon  of  one  of 
the  speak'ers,  wlio  clo>ed  his  ohjt  clions  to  it.  by  saying,  it  is 
a  jrhclj)  iiow^  IT  WILL  un  a  Ln)N  lv-.und-jjv,  knock  it  in  the 
head  !

^  of  his  obliirations  to  e\erei.-e  it  nsetidl)' ;  bt)rn  ami  trained 
^  in  a  }'OunLi"  eulony  slroLiiiiinLi-  willi  hard-hips,  and  iurcinL^  its 
'  way  thro\iL2:h  pmil  ainl  K'.n-  :  hi-  nii..d  fa^hioiieil  by  a  lather 
^  who  for  eonscieiice  sake?  had  (jnilicd  ;dl  aaid  settled  in  this

tom Uonse  o!heers  i^dve  a  certilicale  to  vc^.-els  for  loreiun 
ports,  that  no  stamped  papers  could  he  luul  in  Boslun  :  nmiIi 
this  papm",  and  a  wi.-h  to  co:ih>t  the  ri'jht  ol  iho'  crown  to 
pass  snch  a  law,  John  Iheicock  despatched  the  Boston 
Packet  for  London  in  ;\ov.  Hi)'),  wliich  was  received  in  that 
port  without  any  diliicuhw 

Febrnarv  17(j(),  wa>  lived  on  for  burninir  a  stamped 
paper,  in  all  the  priindpal  towirs  throuLili  the  colonies:  in 
Boston,  e^{ili•i(^s  of  Bute  and  Granville^  in  full  court  diess 
were  addeil  to  thtj  tlanies. 

On  the  2  Itli.  a  vi'ssel  arriv(^d  from  Jamaica  witli  a  staniiv 
ed  clearance  :  the  sons  r.(  liherly  wrote  an  order  to  one  of 
thuir  trattnnily,  '*to  deman;]  in  their  nanie  lln-^  jnark  of  Cre- 
ole slavery  :  lier  explain  wa..;  >onLiht  lor.  and  Icniid  at  the 
cnsumi  house  ;  the  ouder  w.i>  >hc/.vn  to  him  and  he  nave  up 
the  docunn-nt ;  the-.'  hoi-ied  ii  on  a  p(  le  'pinaded  ii  ihrou'jli 
the  streets  lo  \\\')  Tovrn  ll  ni^i;  :  ihei'j  pn?  it  in  (he  sloeks, 
and  at  one  o'clock  r^nnoved  ii  t  >  the  midille  of  llie  street  aiul 
set  lire  toil;  tin;  e'\eculioiier  (^vehiir.nin'j.  •  htdK)ld  the  smoke 
ascend  lo  heaven,  to  witness  hetwctni  the  i-h,-  of  Biilian  and 
an  injured  peo[)lo';'  three  ehcL'rs  wtn'e  then  iriven  hv  a  viisl 
multitude,  and  llie  people  tium  tlisj)er-ed. 

Gov.  Bernard  \\a.>  ^n'i)!^•lell  ol  pri\-at(d\  fa\('!:i!iir  iht^ 
Stamp  act  and  odier  mea-nre.-.  lor  coercn.'L:"  ihe  coloides.  nl- 
thou^h  he  li)rmally  di->;i\-o\\ v'd  ha\inj'  a!i\-  thiu'/ to  ilo  in 
those  matters;  llie  hon-e  of  J\epre>enlali ves.  Alav  'JM,  ITdo, 
elected  Jiunes  Ods  a>  tlieir  speaker,  \\  h;<di  ihc  Gov.  di.-np- 
proved  of,  and  Mr.  Cn-hi  was  ?u}-liinteil  lor  him  :  tliis 
arbitrary  act  of  hi.-,  \va>  met  h\-  a  relalialion  on  the  jiart  ot  tho 
house,  by  lea\inu'  out  iVom  the  ('('uncil  Hot.  tlie  Lieut.  Gov., 
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Secretary  of  StatCj  Ju(]<jes  and  Attorney  General  :  all  of 
Avhoni  having  been  of  iliu  council  the  previuns  year^  Uiusj  a 
spiiil  of  oppugnatiun  wa:^  reciprocally  fouientefl. 

A  new  Jcnianil  fr(jni  the  Aliiii.-lry,  llial  compensation 
sliould  bi)  maile  to  all  those  who  suhered  by  the  riot<  ul  the 
2Ilh.  and  2Glh.  of  Aug.  \va.s  complied  with  by  a  resolve  of 
the  Leuislalure. 

Accompanying  the  repeal  of  ihe  stamp  act.  Parliament  re- 
solved, that  th(iy  liail  the  ri'jht  to  make  law.^  ol'  >udicient 
force  and  valicUly  lo  bind  the  colonies  ami  })i'()ple  ol  Ameri- 
ca, subject  to  the  crown  of  Great  Hiilaiu  in  all  ca>es  what- 
ever, which  the  people  of  these  colonies  were  determined 
to  resist. 

On  the  2r)tli.  of  Nov.  17()(),  a  lame  tran^pert-ship  v.itli 
troops  boinid  I'or  (hiebi'c,  was  obliLanl  by  the  weather  to  put 
into  Boston  ;  provi^ion  lor  liunn  ^vas  made  by  the  Govern- 
or, under  ihe  force  of  the  mnnity  wcX  :  on  the  2  idi.  of  IMay, 
1767,  lwenty-sev(m  recrnii^  were  broni^ht  in  and  tlieir  ollieer 
demandeil  ([uarters  to  be  pro\'ided  liir  tnem.  which  wa.->  also 
complied  with. 

July,  17()7;  a  ditty  on  Tea,  Glass,  and  Golors.  of  three 
pence  per  pound,  wa-^  laid  by  1-ariiament:  the  j)reamble  toil 
stating,  that  these  taxes  wert^  lor  the  support  of  the  govern- 
ment of  the  colonies,  the  Grown  intending  to  arant  salaries 
to  the  Governor  and  judLics.  and  to  determine  the  amount 
lluneof ;  aiul  another  (dau-e  wa>  for  appoinlnej  a  peunanent 
administration  o(  tlie  cu.^tojns,  and  iledniialed  no>lon  as  its 
head  (piartiM-s  :  \\heieui)on  du;  [)eople  rt\-ol\ed  to  er.coma;je 
the  u^e  and  consum[)lion  ot  all  .u  licle^  raided  or  manulaelnr- 
ed  in  the  colonies  and  n(^t  to  pim-ha-e  aiiv  (tf  die  enumerat- 
eil  articles  imported  Irom  aluoad  ;  at  hiiierals,  noi  to  n-e  any 
^::loves  but  of  colonial  maiiulaetnre,  or  piir(dia>e  any  ni^w  ar- 
ticle* for  such  an  occasion  but  those  ab.-olutely  nece.'^sary. 
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Nov.  1707,  two  of  the  live  new  coruinisiioiiera  for  tho  cus* 
toiiis  arrived  ill  B.)stou.  Kcb.  11,  17G(S,  tue  House  uf  rve|> 
rcseritLitives  addressed  a  circidar  to  each  of  the  speakers  ul 
o  her  Legi.ihitLires  in  llie  coh)uies,  on  the  subjeet  of  iheir 
grievances^  and  among  iheni  the  coniniissioning  these  men 
as  a  great  stretch  of  power,  and  ahinriing  to  tiie  libcrlies  of 
the  peoph}. 

.March  18,  being  the  anniversary  oftiie  repeal  of  the 
Stamp  act,  and  celebraleel  as  a  tlay  of  ri'juicing,  se>nie  bcj)'s 
in  tlie  evening  paraded  the  streets  and  repaired  to  the  liuiise 
of  the  iir^pector  general ;  ihcy  were  received  with  such  gen- 
tleness and  suavity  of  manners,  aided  with  the  interposiliens 
of  liis  iieiglibors,  that  t!it.^}'  retired  without  dohi-jf  any  mis- 
cliief :  (jn  the  lOlh.  ef  Jniii*;  the  cu.-^tum  liouse  oliieeis  >c'u- 
cd  a  sloop  bi'loiiL'ing  to  Jolm  ll  nicocl:,  at  Ids  wharf.  umhI  as 
a  store-ship  for  ai  lich\s  whicli  Ik.'  had  no  room  lor  in  hi-  .-^ton--; 
they  made  sigiial  to  the  Ihiti-h  m;ni-of-war  Romney,  in  the 
stream,  when  Ixjats  were  manned  Irom  her  and  when  lliey 
arrived,  the  sloop's  fa-tenin-js  were  cut  and  she  was  carrieil 
oif  and  anchored  under  the  guns  of  the  Konmey  ;  some  of 
lh(}  people  pidied  tlie  coUecTor,  the  com[)truller  and  the  cul- 
b.'ctor's  son,  with  s!(ine>  ;  and  broke  m^uk^  windows  in  tlio 
comptroller's  tlwelliicj-,  but  with  the  ad\ice  uf  scane  mu:e 
prudent  men  the)-  did  no  Imth.-r  damai!". 

Sailors  anil  labouns  woic  alVanl  of  being  impr'^-si'd 
on  board  tln^  Komiu'v,  and  tln'y  nnide  a  search  for  a  boat 
h"om  her,  ami  on  llunr  met  tin-  in->j)ei*lor  whom  lliey  a;- 

tacked  ;  brolvC  In-  ^worJ  aiidloic  his  elothc- ;  a.-*  tho,"  eouM 
livjt  Im  I  anv  hi.Mle"-  l)(<al.  llic-,'  .-ci/i'd  tln^  pleasme  l>o:it  oi 
the  collector,  drew  il  ihidn^Ii  lliti  .-lr;:eS  hn/./ain-j  all  ll'e 
wa\'  lo  thi'  comm  >\i  ;  tlieii;  set  il  on  liri*  aii  l  burnt  il  to  a-h- 
(M  ;  tlu'y  ihon  brnkc  -(•\  eial  w  ind.iw,^  i,i  ilie  i.on.  <»  of  the 
colleetor,  and  aUo  of  ilio  in^pccitT  L:<'iu\;d  ;  se\  t'ral  cases  et 
aggravate!  inipre ^-incnl  lia  1  ;d;e.i  k,  ocenned.  and  ni;e  w.is 
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accomplished  on  Saturday  eve  following  ilie  aljove  events. 

The  busine?>s  of  the  town  beiuii"  in  ^oine  niea.<uie  luiiied 
by  the  coercions  ol  Pailiarneni  la\>.-s  and  the  aiiL'iit.-5  of  die 
Crown,  raised  amonu-  the  people  .-uch  a  hiiih  >piril  of  re- 
senlnient,  that  the  eoninu.-^ioner^  widi  their  oliieers,  and 
the  collector  and  coin[)trulh.'r.  ihou^iht  it  the  belter  part  of 
valor  to  go  on  board  the  Jvuniney. 

On  Monday,  a  notilication  was  i><ued,  calling  on  the  sons 
of  liberty''  to  meet  at  Liberty  Hall,  on  Tue.^day  at  lU  A. 
This  notice  for  a  meeting,  allayed  the  lury  of  the  greatly  om- 
cited  people  ;  on  TnesJay  morning,  colurs  were  waving  over 
the  Tree  of  Liberty,  and  at  the  appointed  hour,  vast  numbi'rs 
of  the  iidiabitants  had  assenihh  d,  but  as  the  streets  were  un- 
comfortably wet.  tln^y  adjuni  iied  to  Fane  nil  Hall  ;  then  it 
was  proptjseil  to  have  a  \c'Sd\  meelinii-  called,  v  liieli  was  im- 
meil lately  done  by  the  seleeinien,  to  be  hoKlen  that  day  at 
3  P.  M.;  at  that  time,  >o  man\  moie  had  gathered  lOL^ether 
than  the  hall  could  contain,  they  ailjouined  to  the  Old  South 
meetinii^  house ;  there  a  pelilion  to  the  (Jovernor  was  inian- 
imously  adopteel,  a  conmiillee  ol  t\venl\'  one  ap[)ointi'd  to  pre- 
sent it  :  alter  a  sUoiil;-  declaration  oi  their  rights  ami  a  me- 
morial of  their  injuries,  they  ailtied  '-the  tuwn  is  at  this  erl- 
^sis  in  a  situation,  neail  v  sucii  a>  it  war  was  lormally  declared 
'  a-jainst  it  ;  tocontiud  t/'ilfi  on r  ini/int  shiU:  is  in  our  iilca 
Mhe  most  shockiiiLi' and  dicadlul  e\lieinil\  :  buttanielv  to 

*  r(dincpji^h  the  oid}'  securils'  we  and  our  posterity  retain  of 

*  the  eujovnient  of  our  lives  and  j)io[)ei lies,  without  oiie 
'  >lrnL!t:le.  is  so  humilialin'.;  and  ba-e  that  wc;  cannot  >np- 
'  port  the  redeclioji.  W c  a j)|ireh( 'Uih  Sn.  that  ii  is  at  )  ()ur  op" 
'  lion,  in  your  powei',  and  we  hope  in  \  our  inclination,  to 
^  prevent  this  di.-^tresseil  aiid  |u-ll\  uicen-ed  people  from  if- 
^  /'('ctiiti.^  too  niudi,  aiul  from  the  shame  niid  ri'pioach  of  at* 
'  t(mipting  too 

Gov.  Bernard  received  the  deputation  with  poliieness,  but 
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to  the  request  in  their  pelitioii,  for  him  to  order  the  fiigale 
out  of  Boston  liJirbour,  he  hiul  not  any  competent  authority: 
her  commander,  (Capt.  Corner)  was  thtneb)'  induced  to  give 
public  notice,  that  he  wouKl  not  press  any  man  belonging  to, 
or  married  in  the  province,  or  any  one  belonging  to  tiie 
trade  along  shore,  or  to  the  neighboring  colonies. 

The  Legislature  being  in  s(,'S.->ion,  the  town  in.-5tructed  its 
representatives  to  support  eipially  as  strong  measures  as 
were  assertc^d  in  their  pclilion  of  the  13lh.  of  June;  but  on 
the  1st.  of  July,  the  House  of  Uepresentativeb  was  prorogued 
by  order  of  the  Governor,  in  conse([uence  of  their  refusal  to 
rescind  or  disavow  their  circular,  addressed  to  the  other  prov. 
inces,  Feb.  11.  and  this  measure  was  in  compliance  with  the 
late  recei\'ed  order  froui  tlni  Ihili^h  ministry. 

On  the  l,--t.  of  August,  17()S,  two  hundred  and  eleven  mer- 
chants of  Boston,  agreed,  that  for  one  year  from  J.ui.  1,  17C9, 
ihey  would  not  order  any  goods  or  merchandize  from  Eiig- 
land,  except  coals,  salt  and  some  few  articles  necessary  for 
the  fisheries ;  or  import  tea,  glass,  paper  or  colors, 
^  the  acts  imposing  duties  on  iliose  articles  are  repealed. ' 

That  Bame  month,  <u\nc  dilheulty  occ-uired  between  the 
crew  of  the  ship  Romncsy  and  the;  pe()ph\  in  which  the  lat- 
ter triumphed,  and  (hove  the  miscreants  from  the  town. 

These  proceedings  furnished  Gen.  Gage, (who  command- 
ed all  the  ting's  forces  in  the  colonies.)  ^^  i^h  sullicienl  pre- 
tence for  supi)lying  i^oston  wiih  a  goodly  portion  of  his  ar- 
my this  intention  of  the  (h^ieral,  was  known  in  July,  but 
not  nuuh;  cintain  till  Si*ptendi(}r,  and  on  the  I'Jth.  of  that 
inontii.  a  town  nu'etinn'  was  hehl  in  Fanruil  Hall  ;  a  com- 
mitt(H'  of  seven  a[)pi)iiiti'il  to  v.  ;iit  on  tlu)  GoveriU)r,  ''and  le- 
quest  him  to  communicate  to  them  llie  reasons  for  which 
troops  wcndd  be  ordered  her(\"  and  another  committee  was 
appointed  to  request  him  fc^rthwith  to  convene  the  House  of 
Representatives;  his  Excellency  replied,  tliut  hu  information 
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respecting  llie  troops  ^vas  only  ol' a  private  nature,  and  thai 
of  calling  together  the  Representatives,  was  then  before  the 
Kingj  and  he  could  do  noiliing  without  his  Alajesly-s  ccni- 
maiids. 

Eul  the  people  of  Boston  did  not  choose  to  wait  for  his 
majesty's  determination  ;  tliey  met  again  tlie  next  day,  and 
^  chose  a  suitable  number  of  persons,  lo  act  lor  them  as  a 
^  committee  in  concertiioii]  with  such  as  may  be  sent  to  join 
'  them  Irom  the  several  towns  in  tiiis  province;  in  order  that 
'  such  measures  may  be  consulted  and  advised,  as  his  majus- 
^  ty's  service  and  the  peace  and  sMletj  of  lii:^  sultjects  in  the 
'  provinces  ma}'  retanre;'  and  a  vute  as  follows,  was  passed; 
'  as  lliere  is  at  this  time,  a  prevailing  ap})rel)ension  of  aj>- 
'  proaching  war  with  Fiance,  every  inhabitant  be  requested 
'  to  pioviile  him^•elf  witli  a  wcW  fixed  lirelock,  musket,  ac- 
'  courlrenunils  and  ammuniliiui,  as  llu;  law  retpiires.' 

A  circular,  was  lorlliwiili  adihc.-scd  lo  the  several  towns, 
and  on  I'hurstUiy,  Sept.  t2-Jd.  upwards  of  seventy  delcQalc^s 
appeared  from  si\'1y  towns,  and  di.-tiicts.  wliich  cncrea^cd 
to  upwards  of  Oiie  hunched,  fioni  niniMy  (.'iL  iit  towns  and  dis- 
tricts ;  James  Oli.v,  S.  Adains,  J.  Hancock,  and  Gushing, 
were  members  from  Bo.-ton  ;  AFr.  Gushing  wascho^en  chair- 
man ;  their  (k'l)ati\'^  and  procecdinus  were;  u})eii  :  their  ln>t 
bn.-in(\<s,  was  a  ])elili()n  tu  llu^  (Jovcrnor  to  call  the  general 
a^-^cmbly  togcllier,  but  hi-  cxcelh-ncy  '  bt>;jL'cd  to  he  excns- 
'  ed  Irom  receiving  a  messmje  from  that  a.-sembly,  which  is 
^  called  a  commitlee  of  convention,  for  that  would  be  to  ad- 
'  mil  it  to  be  a  legal  a>send>l}-;  vvhiidi  T  can  by  no  means  al- 
'  low;  on  the  same  day,  his  Kxccdlency  ^ent  a  nu'ssage, 
but  without  any  siiinature,  staling  hi>  opiinon  that  the  con- 
'  vention,  to  all  int('nl>  and  ])nipu-e.-,  was  an  a^sendily  of  the 
'  representatives  of  the  jx'oplc,"  and  ihcrelure  he  added, 
'  I  do  earne^tly  admoin-h  >()n.  that  instantly,  and  bi'fore 
'  you  do  any  buiiucbs,  you  break  up  this  assembly  and  ^ep- 
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arate  your>L'l  vos.^'  This  message  was  ordered  to  be  return- 
ed lo  the  Secretary  uf  Slate  by  a  vole,  and  the  next  day  il 
was  sent  in  with  the  Jiiiiuatuie  of  Fra.  F>eMiard  attached  to  it. 

On  Satuid;iv  ihe  con\  L'iilit)n  li aii-niilU'd  a  iinj-^-aLie  to  the 
Goveinur  byway  ol"  aii.--\v.'r  which  lie  relusud  to  recciNL-; 
the  convention  t:nntinned  lhc!ii-  >illini:.>>  (Uiily  till  the  2'Jih. 
during  which  lime  they  adopted  a  letter  lo  Dennva  De  BeiJl 
royal  agent  of  the  })ro\  ince  at  London;  and  publi.^hed  llie 
result  of  their  conferences  and  consultations  in  which  tliey 
declared  their  alleiziance  to  the  Kmii',  their  abhorrence  ol  li- 
ols.  and  their  deU'rininatlon  lo  yield  all  a.-.-i-lanc(j  to  the  civ- 
il magistrates  tov/ard^  su[)[)i o--iiig  ihein  ;  and  al-o  declared 
their  riiihls  by  charier  and  by  nature,  and  their  humble  de- 
pendence on  their  generous  Sovereign  thai  their  wrongs  wculd 
be  speedily  reilre>sed. 

Il  is  probable  thai  this  convention  elTected  all  that  could 
be  aceonlpli^hed  at  that  lime,  and  perhaps  it  was  ibrluuaio 
that  they  clo.-ed  their  deliberations  on  the  29lh.  for  the  day 
previous,  six  of  his  ^laji\<ly '.^  .-hips  of  \\  ar  hom  Halilax,  caniu 
lo  anchor  in  Nanla-kel,  anil  his  mi-^hi  have  a-.-eiti  d  iho 
prerogative  ol  the  Crown  in  a  more  public  nuunu'r  :  on  Fri- 
day, Sept.  30,  the  ships  of  war,  armed  >elu;oiier.-,  transports, 
&c.,  came  up  and  anohoro-d  around  the  town  ;  their  cannon 
loaded  and  sprini-s  on  their  cables,  a.-^  it" lor  a  reiiular  -ei;ie  : 
tlie  nc\t  day,  Oct.  1st.,  at  noon,  tlie  14lh.  and  'JiMh.  Uei^i. 
ments,  a  detachnn.'Ul  fiom  the  binli.  and  a  lr:un  ol"  artillery 
\vilh  two  caimon,  landed  on  Lohlt  Wharf  and  the  whole 
maiched  np  through  Kinu  (State)  St.,  each  l-oMilt  having 
sixteen  rouiuls  of  powdoT  ai;d  shot.

him  with  dnl  and  chox  e  him  into  his  ln)nMi  :  a  nmnber  of

R.  and  the  mnhilndc  aiiil  ihen  stoni^-  llcw  in  every  direction 
from  both  parties;  at  IciCilh  li.  (H-chai-cd  a  mn^ket  fn)ni 
liis  door  and  anotlnn*  tVoni  his  \\  iiid()W,  w  hen  om^  yonnir  man 
was  severely  injured  and  a  hul,  Chn.-Kipher  h^nider,  was 
kdled.

On  MondaN'j  Feb.  ^(llli.  tin?  tinnn'al  n!o\'ed  from  his  taili- 
er\s  honse  in  Bo\  Nlon  Street  ;  Irom  fonr  to  live  hnmlrcd 
school  bo)  s  ])rtM'eded  the  coi  p.-e  ami  six  of  his  [)la\ -lellows 
hupporlt  d  the  j)all  ;  the  relali\cs  lollowe.l;  llu'ii  ihirlccn 
hnndred  inhabitants  on  loot,  clo.t.inu:  widi  thirty  charicjts  and 
other  carriaLics. 

'bhe  nn)inin^  ])ap(M'>  ot  ihe  odi.  ol  Marcli  L:a\  e  a  parliciilar 
acconnt  of  these  Iransaelinns  and  ;d>o  ot"  several  (punri'ls 
betwetni  the  .^ohliers  aiul  ciii/eirs  :  the  oliicers  wcr«'  appre- 
hensive ot  niore  ditlicnllies  ami  were  active  to  i^el  dn  ir  men 
into  their  barracks  before?  ni'jht  :  die  1  Idi.  rcLiimeiit  wa.s 
(quartered  m  brattle  St.  A\hcre  the  Cil}-  Hotel  now  btandb ; 
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the  29 til.  regimout  was  cniaitorcd  in  Alkinsou  and  ^Vatel• 
vSireels  :  as  a  laeasuiti  ot"  picraiilion,  a  sentinel  was  placed 
in  llio  alley  iVunlinii-  the  baiia('kr5  in  Hraltle  Street  and  this 
circuni^tancii  led  to  a  qnaiiel  \vlii(;li  piodnced  tlie  nieniuia- 
ble  Boston  Mas-acre  dnceor  lour  yonnii-  men  weredi:^- 
po.-^ed  to  pass  tlinniLih  tlie  alley  at  aucul  'J  o'clock  in  the 
uveiiiiii:'  and  saw  llu;  sentinel  brandrdiinijj  his  .>\vord  and 
bli  ikin'i"  lire  wiih  it  Iroin  the  brick  buildinL:>  ;  they  oliered  lo 
pa-s  him  and  were  challeniit'd,  bnt  lliey  j)er>i.-ted  in  their 
attempt  and  one  of  them  was  >li'ihd)'  wounded  on  die  head; 
ihe  noise  drew  some  litleen  (jr  twent)'  per.->on^  to  the  h^pot 
and  thirty  or  forty  ijallnn-eil  in  D(jck  Square^  who  attempted 
to  force  their  way  throu'jh  l>r;ildti  Street  to  the  BarracdvS, 
which  Street  was  so  narrow  al  di:it  lime  that  it  was  dillic-ult 
for  a  carriaii'e  to  pass  lhroui:h  ;  ih(-'y  wme  di.-appointed  in 
this  attempt  :  the  party  liained  btrcjiulh  in  the  scjuare  and 
were  addressed  for  a  few  minutes  by  a  tall  man  (probably 
Samuel  xVdams)  wearing  a  re^l  cloak,  with  a  ahile  will';  and 
wdien  he  ceasedj  they  i!;av'e  three  cheers  and  hallooed  lor 
llie  main  guard.  The  main  guard  was  stationed  at  the  front 
aouth-door  of  the  Town-house  :  their  commander  ibr  the  day 
was  Thomas  Preston,  and  Has-et.  a.-^  Lii  ut.  :  as  the  c  iti/ens 
dispersed,  some  ihrouiili  \\';i>hiu'j,ton  Street,  sonu'  Wilson's 
Lane  and  some  thrt)ULi,h  l]\clianLie  Slreelj  i]i(>  la>l  nanu'd 
party  saw  a  scnlincd  at  the  door  ot  the  Custom  house,  the 
spot  on  which  the  Alerchantr '  Hank  now  i>,  and  a^  the  bcn- 
liiud  was  approached,  lie  retreated  U})  the  sle[).-7  and  i>;ave 
two  or  thi'ee  loud  knocks  at  tlie  iluor  to  .darm  the  imnati's  ; 
notice  was  sc.-nl  to  hieul.  Ba.-set,  thai  the -enllncl  wa>  attack- 
ed; In?  smit  a  nu'>saL!,e  to  his  Captain,  who  in,->taiitly  jt*])air- 
ed  to  the  uiiani  house  :  I>as>et  inlonned  llic  C.ipt.  he  had 
ju-t  i)nh'red  a  >eii^(;ant  and  men  to  a.-d.-t  tin?  senlr\  : 
well  >aid  the  Capt.,  I  will  follow  and  >ee  die\  ih)  no  nn-- 
ciiief :     lic  ov(.'rtuok  them  IjcIoic  ihe^  r<.'aehed  llie  Cu^lom 
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house  and  formed  tliein  on  a  half  circhi  round  the  slejH, 

Hv'  this  lime^  ihc  bulls  ot  ihe  town  v.'imo  rini^hiLi  and  peo- 
ple llocked  from  all  (juarlcis.  >u;)[)o-ini;'  it  was  lor  lire  :  the 
Boldiers  wert^  soon  snrroniidcd  by  lln^  p(\)p!t\  some  of  whom 
were  armed  wilh  elnbs  and  cruwiU'd  pretty  cdose  upon  tho 
soldiery  :  those  at  a  di-tancu  threw  billets  of  wood  at  tliem, 
snow^balls  and  pieces  of  ice,  and  darimi  them  to  tire  :  the 
soldiers  heard  or  thonifht  ihey  hcanl  an  order  to  lire  ;  and  in 
succession,  from  ri^ht  to  left,  they  lired  on  tlie  people;  two 
or  three  irnns  Hashed  in  the  pan.  but  all  tlie  rtv^t  were  ellec- 
live  :  Ciispus  Attacks,  (a  mnlallu)  ^^amiiel  Gray  and  James 
Caldwell  were  killed  on  the  spot  ;  Samuel  Maverick  died 
the  next  mornini^  and  Peter  Carr  the  followinii;  Wednesday; 
several  more  were  sliiihlly  \v()undt'd. 

The  populace  inslandy  r(>;rcatcd,  leaving;  the  dead  on  the 
field  :  all  this  transpired  in  twenty  minutes  from  Preston's 
joining  the  irnard.  On  the  })coi)U''s  a--embling  ai'ain,'' 
said  Capt.  P.  to  take  away  the  ilead  bodies,  tlie  soldiers 
^  supposin^i;  them  coming  again  lo  attack  them,  were  making 

*  ready  to  llrea'jain,  which  I  j)revented  bv  striking  up  their 
^  firelocks  with  my  Inuiil  ;  ininitHliatid}'  after,  a  town-man 
^  came  wilh  inlormaUon  thai  4  or  .OOOo  pcoph'  W(M"e  as-eni- 
^  bled  in  ihe  ne\l  slreel,  and  hail  >W(trn  lo  lake  mv  lifi?  and 
'every  man's  wilh  :  1  jiiil'/cil  it  unsafe  to  renuiin  ihcie 
'  any  longer  and  ihrrcforc  si-nt  llu*  paily  and  tin;  siMilincl  lo 
'  the  main  guard,  where  the  street  is  narrow  and  short,  then 
'  telling  them  off  inlo  >\\(H'\  liiiiiL'-,  diviiled  ami  i)lanted  them 
'  at  ea(di  end  of  ihe  street,  to  >eciire  their  rear,  evpeclinir  an 
'  attack,  as  there  was  a  con-lanl  cry  of  the  inhalulanls,  "  lo 
'  arm<,  to  arm-,  torn  out  wilh  your  amis,''  and  the  town 

*  drums  beat  to  arm-.  I  ordered  my  ilrnm  to  beat  to  arms, 
'  and  being  soon  after  jt)iiied  by  several  companies  of  the 
'  29th.  regiment,  I  formecl  iheni  as  the  anard  into  >tr(H't  lir- 
'  ings  :  the  14lh  regiment  also,  got  under  armS;  but  rcjuained 
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^  at  tlieir  barracks  :  I  inimcJialcly  sent  a  .scrgoaiil  with  a  par- 
'  ty  to  C(j1.  Dalrviiij)lr,  tlu?  cuiiiiiiainliiiL,^  ollicur.  to  ac'(|iiaiiit 
Miiiii  with  ovi'iy  p.irlii'iihii- :  -«'\i'ial  olii^'ois  lioiiiir  to  join 
^  their  re^'iineiit.  were  k liocJvt.'d  down  by  the  nuib  :  one  was 
'  iHUch  wunnded  and  iiif  .^w ordi  lak.'n  li.iiii  hini  :  the  Lieut. 
^  (lOV.  and  (.\)].  Viuv.  soon  alter  niol  at  the  licad  of  the  29lh. 
^  reLiinient  aiid  agreed  tlial  iIk-  icjirnenl  shcnild  retire  tolheir 
Mxirracks  and  the  peo[)le  to  iheir  houses:  bull  hept  iho 
'  pifjuet  10  streniillien  iht?  liiiiird  :  it  was  with  ureal  didieully 
*  that  the  Lient.  Gov.  ])r(.'\'aih'd  on  the  people  to  be  quiet  and 
S-elire:  at  la^t  tlies'  all  wool  oll  i  ^cept  about  an  hundred  : 
tliis  hundicil  were  >oin!i  ot  Ih*,'  nio-t  inlinenliLd  eilizens,  wlio 
volunteered  to  form  a  cili/ms  iiiiard. 

A  ju>lie(rs  court  w.is  imnn.'di.ilol}  ludd,  and  Ca[)t.  Preston 
was  connnilled  to  pil-^on  a.  o\do(d.  A.  r\I..a!"id  the  eiiiht 
soldiers  earl}  in  diij  roronoon;  al  11  o'clock.  March  tilh.  a  town 
meeting"  was  Indd  :  ni:iM\'  p(U-^oii>  r(daleil  what  ihey  knew  of 
the  proceedinL'.-^  oi  die'  [)a.-l  niulil  :  a  eon\millce  oflilU'en  was 
appointed  to  Wiiil  on  (.'ol.  Dah  \  juj)h'  ami  "  c\[)re-^  to  him  da^ 
'  senliin(,'n1s  oT  the  town^  that  it  was  ini})(w-il)h'  ior  the  cili- 
^  zens  and  sohliers  to  liv  e  in  safcU'  toL»(Mher.  and  their  ier\  cMit 
^  pra)'iM'  for  the  ininiedutle  renio\al  <)l  die  hoo[)s:''  an  answer 
was  r(icei\X'd  bnl  il  \va-^  not  .^lu  h  as  ilu.')-  de>ir('d,  and  in  the 
at'Unnoou  seveji  of  the  pre\  loii-  iifieen,  vi/  :  John  lla!ic(K'k, 
Samuel  Adams,  Win.  Mollinciiv,  Wni.  l*l!ipi)s,  Jos.  Warren, 
Joshua  IhMishaw  and  Saitinid  i\,'inbiMton  were  depuU'il  wilh 
the  followini^'  nnv-.^ii'ie,  ll  i-  die  nnaninuni^  opiinon  ot"  ihis 
^  meutiiiLi,  that  the  reply  nnide  loavoleof  the  iidiabitanls 
^  presented  his  lion,  this  nuiriiiin;"  is  by  no  nuMiis  sati-lae- 
Mory  ;  ami  that  iioddii'j  le.vs  will  sati-fy  them  than  a  toliil 
^  and  inunediatt.'  rcnnoval  of  the  troop>.''  Mr.  Ailams  ai'led 
as  chairnnui  and  discdiarLiCil  l.ii-dnlies  wilh  ajijuoved  abilitv. 

(.'ol.  l);drvni[)h^  wa>  al  the  >ivle  ol  LieiU.  (lov.  Ilnlidniixm, 
al  the  head  oi  the  council  :  he  al  lii-t  a>:  uined  that  he  had 
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not  power  lo  loinove  the  tioops,  but  Aelanib  in  a  fuw  word:^ 
plainly  showed  to  him  that  he  liad  that  power  by  the  ehailer  : 
he  then  eoiL^uUed  with  tht^  Col.  in  whispers;  and  the  result 
waSj  thai  he  would  ifuiovi.'  iIk^  •J:)di  reiiinu'iit,  which  had  no 
part  in  the  nias-acre  :  at  lhat  erilical  moment  Adams  stretch- 
ed forth  his  arm  as  d  it  was  u[)lu'ld  the  ^trcniidi  ol"  thou- 
sands,  and  widi  eneriielie  promptnt-ss  and  manly  lirnrness 
said  If  the  Lieut.  Gov.  or  Col.  Dalrymplc,  ur  b  jth  toiiether, 
Miave  authority  to  remove  one  re'.iiment.  they  have  authori- 
^  ty  to  remove  two  :  and  iiothinii-  short  of  the  total  evacuation 
'  of  the  town,  by  all  the  rcjular  troops,  will  sati-fy  thu  pub- 
'  lie  ndiid  or  })ies(,'rve  the  peace;  oi  the  province.'^ 

The  oliieers,  bolh  civil  and  military,  wiM'e  abashed  at  the 
pre.^enee  of  this  plain  eoinmiltce  from  a  democratic  a>sein- 
bly  :  they  saw  the  imminent  dan-itn-  impendinir  on  refusin;^ 
their  request ;  they  then  lost  and  fortunately  lost  all  their 
previous  bombast  and  arroLi'ance  :  their  reliance  on  a  >tand- 
in;^-  army  vani.-lied  before  tin.'  midauiUeJ  irresi-tible  reso- 
lutions of  unarnu'd  cili/ens. 

Hutchinson  eonsultt.'d  with  lh(i  council,  who  Liave  him  un- 
cpialilied  advice  to  remov(>  tin*  troops  oiil  u{  town  :  anil  Cel. 
Dalrymple,  pledged  his  word  of  honor  that  tlit*  reipiest  of 
the  town  should  be  complied  with  as  .-oon  as  practicable, 
and  in  two  weeks  tlie\'  we're  all  st'iil  to  Fv)it  Independence. 

The'  funeral  sohnnnilies  which  look  plac(,'  on  the  8th  of 
INIarch,  1770,  brou'jht  to-jclher  a  iireater  nund)er  ol'  citi/iMis 
than  had  e\'er  a:v-embleil  on  anv  niiO  occa-ion  in  America  :

The  military  passed  over,  marched  a  lew  lodi 
leaving  a  party  on  the  Ijiidge  lor  .safet)'  till  they  relmneil, 
\vhicli  tliey  did  h^oon  and  gieat  e\}MHlilion  mavehed 

back  again  to  ]\Iarblehead  and  re-embarked  on  board  the 
transport  between  8  and  9  o'cluck  that  evening,  'i'his  great 
expedition  of  the  King's  troops  afforded  much  merriment  for 
tlie  wits  of  the  day,  and  no  litih;  chagrin  to  tJie  ro}-ab<ts. 

The  King's  ^^oldiers  wreaked  their  ^■engeance  on  Thonuis 
Ditson  for  this  defeat,  lie  \vas  from  Biilerica  for  tliii  i)nr- 
(diase  of  a  gnn,  and^  supporting  that  a  soldier  would  b(j 
likely  to  know  where  it  could  be  purchased,  he  accor>te(l 
one  in  tin;  street,  ^vho  Ijeimiled  him  to  his  own  cpiaiters.  and 
then  preltnided  to  sell  him  a  gun  for  live  dollar-:  on  receiv- 
ing the  moneV;  he  set  up  a  hue  and  cry  that  here  was  a 
rebel  purchasing  arms  of  a  King's  .soldier  and  eiUicing  him 
to  desert.  On  this,  Dilson  was  forcibly  seized  and  hnrried  to 
the  bariacks  :  there  they  tarred  and  feallierc'd  him  from 
head  to  loot  and  escorted  him  to  laberlv  'rri'e,  Col.  Xe>bit 
connnanding.  and  thi'u  set  hijn  Iree  :  the  S(dectmen  ol 
Hillerica  demanded  sali>t'aclion  of  (Jen.  (Jage  for  this  out- 
rage, but  there  is  no  inlormation  that  any  was  given. 

Tarring  and  feathering,  was  hujnorou>ly  tcjnied,  an  -Act  : 
and  it  had  often  been  threatened  to  the  tuiies,  as  a  tirruniniy 
l>y  the  libcnty  men:  but  never  but  once  resorted  to  and  that 
was  for  a  llagitious  ulfeju't*.

along  the  margin  of  every  wood  or  orchard ;  in  tlie  open 
lickl ;  from  every  house  or  barn  or  cover  in  siglit.  the  fla.-h 
of  fire  arms  was  to  he  seen  :  and  the  shouts  of  the  lUili-h 
were  more  feeble  at  every  sound  :  the  utmost  confu.-ion 
seized  their  ranks :  they  began  to  run  :  the  ofhccrs  at- 
tempted to  form  them  but  to  no  purpose  :  tlieir  confusion 
increased  :  at  last,  after  passing  Lexington  village,  the  ofli- 
cers  gained  their  front,  charged  bayonet,  and  told  them  if 
they  advanced  they  should  die  ;  upon  this  they  tried  to 
form  under  a  pretty  heavy  lire  from  the  Americans :  they 
must  no  doubt  have  soon  surrendered,  had  they  not  been 
then  reinforced  with  a  thousand  men,  under  Brig.  Gen. 
Lord  Percy,  with  two  field  pieces. 

The  Americans  gave  way  as  the  two  detachments  joined 
and  the  artillery  being  opened  upon  thein;  the  troops  here 
hahed  to  rest  for  half  an  hour :  but  the  instant  the  guns 
were  limbered,  and  the  line  of  march  resumed,  balls  flew 
from  every  quarter  with  redoubled  animation :  at  almost 
every  step  of  the  retreating  troops,  they  met  with  a  new 
cluster  of  enemies  annoying  them  till  they  reached  Charles- 
town  neck^  at  7  P.  M. 

Gen.  Percy  took  his  station  at  Bunker  Hill  :  the  man-of- 
war  boats  were  here  first  employed  in  removing  the 
wounded,  and  after  that  some  of  the  troops  :  fresh  soldiers 
were  sent  over  to  stand  guard  during  the  . night,  and  the  ne.vt 
day  the  remaining  forces  were  all  returned  to  Boston ;  the 
loss  of  Americans  was  \9  killed,  3  missing  and  36  wounded; 
and  of  the  British  73  killed.  t2()  missing,  171  woinidcd. 

The  account  oi  this  transaction  >})read  with  great  rapidity, 
anil  in  the  conr^i^  of  two  days,  ho  larL^e  a  n\nnber  of  piuvin- 
I'ial  militia  was  collected  in  this  vicinity  that  the  Brili>h

Oaiio,  on  tlie  12lh  of 
Juiu^,  issued  a  proclaination  of  paidon  to  all  persons  txccpt 
Suinud  Adiims  and  John  Hancock^  and  proclaimed  martial 
law  throughout  the  colony.  The  Congress  contemplated  a 
reply  to  it,  but  were  enga  ged  by  movements  of  greater  im- 
portance. The  Brilirrh  army  '^burned''  for  a  fair  tiial  of 
their  prowess  against  the  ''rebels''  in  open  light;  '-'we 
want  more  room/*'  they  said. 

The  American  army  consisted  of  about  15,000  men,  under 
Gen.  Artemus  \Vard.  Information  being  conveyed  to  the 
oliicers,  that  the  British  intended  posting  themselves  on  Bun- 
ker's Hill,  it  was  immediately  resolved  to  make  an  cllort 
to  defeat  their  design.  Accordingly,  on  the  Khh  of  June, 
1775,  orders  were  issued  for  a  detachment  of  1,000  men  to 
marcli  that  evening  to  Charlestown  to  entrench  on  that  Hill : 
just  before  9  o'clock  they  started  from  Cambridge,  and 
marched  to  Brccdh  llill^  situated  on  the  eastern  part  of  that 
Peninsula,  nearest  to  Boston;  for  by  some  mi.-take,  this  hill 
was  marked  for  the  entrenchnu.Mit,  instead  of  Bunker's  Hill: 
the  works  were  commenced  to  b()  thrown  up  at  VI  o'clock; 
and  by  tlawn  of  day  they  had  formed  a  reiloubt  about  8  rods 
s(iuare  :  at  this  time  a  heavy  cannonaile  was  opened  on  them 
from  the  Glasi^ow  man-of-war;  from  a  battery  on  Copps' 
Hill,  at  the  north  part  of  Boston,  and  from  live  odier  British 
craft,  whit'h  soon  joined  their  Ibice  by  water. 

Tln^  American  forces  wcie  soh'ly  composed  of  infantry: 
tlie  IMas.sachusetts  men  in  th(,'  fort  wane  under  Col.  rrescult, 
who  had  the  supervision  of  the  whole;  the  eastern  part  of 
the  Hill,  by  troops  from  Connecticut,  under  (len.  Putnam; 
and  the  N.  Hampshire  militia  under  (ien.  Stark.  An  inces- 
sant sln)W(n-  of  shot  \\\\<\  bond»s  was  rained  upon  tlie  Hill 
from  d.i\ liuht.  ytn  tlui  Americans  (U)nlinneil  their  labor  till 
itie\-  had  thrown  up  broa-t-works  o:i  ihe  ea-lern  >i*le  ot'  the 
rrdunbt.  towaid-  the  boUoin  ol  the  Hill;  I  ul  at  last  wcie 
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compelled  to  desist,  fioiri  the  iutulerable  fue  of  the  enemy  \ 
between  12  and  1  o"cloek,  a  number  of  British  troops  from 
Boston  landed  at  IMoreton's  Point,  a  little  eastward  of  the 
hill :  they  formed  into  a  brigade,  and  remained  tliere  till 
another  detachment  arrived :  having  sent  out  lariie  flank 
guards,  they  commenced  a  slow  march  towards  the  liill ;  at 
this  instant,  smoke  and  flames  issued  from  the  buildiniis  in 
Charlestown,  fired' by  tlie  remorseless  enemy. 

The  provincials  on  the  Hill  w\aited  impatiently  for  the  at- 
tack of  the  i^ritish  forces,  and  reserved  their  fire  till  they 
came  widiin  10  or  12  rods;  they  tlien  commenced  a  furious 
discharge  of  musketry  ;  this  at  once  arrested  their  advancing 
steps :  they  returned  the  fire,  but  without  approaching  any 
nearer :  they  then  retreated  ni  disorder  and  with  great  pre- 
cipitation to  die  place  of  landing,  some  seeking  refuge  in 
their  boats :  the  Brhish  ofhcers  were  observed  running  to 
them,  and  make  use  of  the  most  passionate  gestures,  and 
pushing  the  men  forward  wiili  their  swords  :  at  length  they 
rallied,  but  marched  up  widi  apparent  reluctance  towards 
the  entienchment,  the  Americans  reserving  their  fire  till 
they  came  within  5  or  0  rods,  w  hen  tliey  again  put  the  King's 
troops  to  llight,  running  for  their  boats  in  the  greatest  confu- 
sion :  again  their  oliicers  were  obliged  to  use  most  powerful 
exertions  to  rally  them  lor  a  third  attack  :  at  last  they  formed 
once  more,  and  having  brought  some  cannon  to  bear,  and 
raked  ihe  inside  of  the  breast-work  from  one  end  to  the 
odier ;  the  provincials  retreated  to  tlieir  little  redoubt :  llic 
regulars  now  made  extraneous  edbrts :  the  lire  from  their 
ships  and  batteries,  and  from  their  cannon  in  front  of  their 
column,  was  now  redoubled  :  the  odicers  in  the  rear-ranks 
were  m'cu  goading  on  their  men,  and  at  la-t  they  attacked 
the  n^loubt  on  three  sides  at  one  lime. 

'i'he  breast-work  on  tlie  outside  of  the  fort  was  abandoned  : 
ihc  anunnnilir»n  of  the  Americans  was  expended,  and  few  of 
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ihcir  irnns  li;ul  bavonots  :  iho  word  rctreai  was  aiveii  l)y 
Col.  Pruscolt,  alUu-  the  rcilouhl  wa.-5  liall  liiL'd  willi  lln'  rcuU- 
:  llie  ])ioviiU'ial.s  kc'opiiiLi'  llieiu  at  bay  wilh  the  bulls  ol 
llioir  mu>kL'l.s  :  Tbe  ruliual  ol"  ihis  baiui  ot  bia\c  iiicmi 
would  have  bueu  olh*clu;dl}'  cut  oil,  liad  lliu  llaukiji".!-  p  ul  oi 
llici  eiu'uiy,  \\hicli  was  lu  baN'o  cuuie  up  oa  the  north  oi  linj 
redoubt,  not  been  kept  in  check  by  a  party  of  the  provincials, 
Avho  tbuyht  with  bravery  and  perr>evorancej  and  kept  that 
part  of  the  encjiiy  down  on  the  beach  :  the  en^jaiicnuMit  of 
these  two  forces  continued  with  the  utmost  vi-jur :  the  Kiii:- 
lish  evinced  a  courapfc  wonliy  uf  a  better  cau^e.  but  all  tlicii 
ellorts  could  not  drive  tlie  piovincial>  from  their  ground  uiuil 
their  nuiin  body  had  leii  llic  hill  :  when  lliis  wu.s  eliected, 
they  then  retreated  whh  nuMe  n'Lndaiily  tha'i  coidd  have 
been  expected  of  nuju  who  had  l)iHni  but  a  i-hort  lime  undi-i 
discipline,  and  the  ma^.>  of  whom  had  never  before  sei.-n  an 
enua'icment. 

In  this  retreat  the  ])ro\incial  forces  had  to  p;i^s  ovtM' 
Charleslown  Xeck,  which  was  most  elfectiially  raked  ami 
sv/ept  on  every  part  by  cannon  brdls,  «j-rape-shot  and  bombs 
bx)m  the  (Jla-Liow  maii'iji-war  and  Irom  two  lloaliici  b;itlt'iies  : 
the  incessant  hre  acru»  the  neck  hail  prevented  hn-c  rciii- 
forccments  from  rcachin-i'  llic  bill  ibniuL;"  the  da\-.  and  it  w;;^ 
f(3arcd  that  the  n.-Mwit  oi  llie  Ameiicmis  would  cut  c.n  bv 
it.  bill  ihev  p.is-.cd  ii\  i,'r  w  ilh  bide  or  iiO  ilaniaLi't*.

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Among  the  elaia  on  the  provincials'  roll,  was  Major  Gen. 
Joseph  Warren,  a  man  who  was  a  favorite  with  the  people 
for  his  many  manly  virtues,  and  whose  memory  will  be 
cherished  by  Americans  for  the  patriotic  principles  ho 
avowed  and  lived  up  to  :  his  age  was  35. 

We  here  give  a  good  miniature  likeness  of  Gen.  Warren, 
copied  from  the  Portrait  in  Faneuil  IJall  which  was  painted 
by  Mr.  Copely. 

The  heroic  Col.  Gardner  of  Cambridge,  died  from  the  ef- 
fects of  his  wounds,  and  the  brave  Lieut.  Col.  Parker  of 
Chelmsford,  who  was  wounded  and  taken  prisoner,  died  in 
tlie  jail  in  Boston. 

The  main  body  of  the  British  troops  was  stationed  upon 
Bunker's  Hill,  after  the  battle  of  the  17th,  the  other  division 
of  it  deeply  intrenched  and  strongly  fortified  on  Boston  neck 
leading  to  Roxbury  :  the  American  army  was  quartered  on 
both  sides  of  Charles  river  :  its  right  on  the  high  grounds 
about  Roxbary  extending  towards  Dorchester,  and  its  left 
was  covered  by  the  INIystie  river,  a  space  of  12  miles  :  every 
pass  eflectually  guarded  and  Boston  was  actually  besieged  : 
no  provision  of  any  kind  was  allowed  to  enter :  the  troops 
there  and  the  people  were  reduced  to  great  necessities  :  sup- 
plies which  had  been  ordered  from  other  parts  were  inter- 
c(?pted  or  lost  at  sea,  and  the  small-pox  had  broken  out 
among  the  soldiers  and  spread  among  the  people. 

General  Washington  took  command  of  the  army  July  2d. 
1775  :  Gen.  Gage  resigned  liis  command  and  sailed  for  Eng- 
land about  the  1st  of  October,  leaving  Gen.  Howe  in  his 
place  :  as  winter  approached,  the  scarcity  of  fuel  began  to 
b(i  sensibly  felt  in  Boston  :  the  old  north  meeting  house  with 
above  100  large  wooden  buildings  were  demolished  and  dis- 
tributed for  firewcMxl  for  tlie  turi(\s,  and  some  of  the  wharves 
at  the  norlli-end  were  broken  up  for  thi;  t^amo  purpose  :  a 
b(]ua(lron  of  Biilish  cavalry  praclioed  feats  of  horscnuiriship 
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ill  th(i  okl  south  chni-f'h  :  tin-  .^oMIlt.-^  had  one  day  of  miith 
and  oh  iVlliiii^  down     Liljcilv  Troti  ;'*  it  u;id  lu-«  :i  a 

rail)  iji^-  point  lor  ihu  libtaly  bo}  s.  but  ii.s  chiot  Lilorv  hud  do 
paitod,

The  American  and  KiiLili-h  arniie-,  were  both  tiled  ot  .-o 
loni;  inactive  service  ;  Clea.  \Va-hi:i_ileu  had  been  Manehme 
Coiileniphitin<_!,' an  attack  on  Helton,  as  soon  as  he  could  be 
justilied  in  the  (ivecnlion  of -o  bi)l  1  a  de-iua  :  about  the  mid- 
dle of  Feb.  177Gj  severe  cuM  weather  seltiiig  in  and  Irei'/ii.u' 
llie  harbor  firm  enouiili  to  bear  the  troops,  he  was  dispo^etl 
to  make  the  attempt  ;  but  a  council  of  war -ummojied  on  the 
occasion,  being-  almost  nnaiumous  against  the  inea.-nie^  lie 
reluctantly  abandoned  it. 

The  elfective  fence  of  the  Americans  amounted  to  npwanls 
of  fourteen  thousand  men  with  tlie  addition  of  ^i\  thou^and 
militia:  Washington  dett'iinined  to  obtain  po--(^--ion  df 
Dorcliester  helLihtSj  where  he  could  oveiawe  the  Cj-llcj 
the  lr()o[)s  in  Bo-ton  and  tin?  .-hips  in  the  harbor  ;  and  if  the 
Ihiti-h  .-houhl  attempt  to  ihiva^  him  Irom  tliencu'.  il  wciil  1 
proibu'C  a  ijtMieral  aclionWidi  thetvN'o  armies,  when  lour 
ihon.-^aiid  chosen  men  hum  ('and»ridL:e,  were  to  allaek  Bos- 
ton ;  tf)  conceal  hi>  de-i-ja-  Irom  ihe  e'.iem\',  a  hea\y  I'om- 
bardment  wa-i  commenced  on  the  town  and  Briti>h  lines 
on  till'  (Wenimi;  of  March  du'  'J  1.,  and  continued  on  the  two 
followinu  nighls  :  on  the  ni-jht  of  the  llli,  immediaiel\-  alhn- 
the  liiiiii;-  comuKMUMMlj  a  largi*  iletaidiment  fiom  Bevbnry 
muhn-  the  (Mtmma'id  of  (h'li.

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Strong  force  went  down  Ironi  Boston  and  made  so  ofTectnal 
an  attack  on  tlieni.  as  compelled  thcni  to  leave  the  staiiun 
for  Halifax  :  but  had  tlie  wind  continued  from  the  ea5l\vai\l, 
tliey  must  inevitably  have  soon  surrendered. 

Several  British  transports  arrived  at  dilierent  times  during 
a  few  weeks  afterwards  not  knowing  the  important  change 
of  circumstances  ;  and  surrendered  about  500  prisoners 
of  war. 

The  Boston  people  had  assembled  at  Watertown  two  or 
three  times  during  the  siege  for  the  consideration  el'  tuwn 
affairs;  and  Thursday  lecture  had  been  continued  there  by 
Dr.  Eliot  until  about  Dec.  23d..  and  was  renewed  auiiiii  in 
Boston,  March  26,  1777,  when  George  ^\^r>hinglou  allendcd. 


THE  RETURN  TO  BOSTON  OF  ITS  CITIZENS. 

The  Bostoneers'^  speedily  returned  to  their  homes,  and 
on  the  29lh  of  IMarch,  they  held  a  regular  meeting  tor  the 
choice  of  town  ollicers  in  the  ohl  Ihick  church  :  i\lay  'J3d. 
a  meeting  was  held  for  the  choice  of  representatives,  when 
the  following  step  was  taken  relative  to  a  Declaration  of  In- 
dependence :  The  article  in  the  warranty  was  : — To  cunsid- 
'  er  whether  the  town  will,  in  conlbrmity  to  a  re.-olve  of  the 
^  late  Honorable  lh)use  of  Representatives  for  this  Colony, 
^  (on  the  tenth  of  May.)  advise  their  Ivepresentalives,  That 
^  if  the  Honorable  Continental  Congress  should,  for  the  saloly 
'of  the  ('olonies,  declare  them  iiulipoKlvut  of  the  Kingdom 
*of  (Ireat  Ihitain.  they,  the  inhabitants,  will  solenmly  engage 
'  willi  their  lives  and  fortunes,  to  snj^port  lliem  in  the  mras- 
^  ure  ;  was  read  ainl  duly  (•oii>idere(l,  and  the  (pie-lioii  be- 
ting acx'onliiigly  put,  pa.-^ed  in  the  aJiirniative,  uiiaiii- 
^  mously.'' 

The  in.^truclions  to  the  representatives  expressed  the  same 
sentiment^,  and  conlainetl  al^o  many  very  judicions  lejjiaiks

concerning  ihc  cfeUibli>]irncnt  of  a  roguLir  ^rovernmcnl  for 
the  pLM)ple  uf  jMassiicliii.suU.s.  The  Dcchiratiuu  of  Indepen- 
dencej  ])eaiing  tlie  pm^^ciibeJ  name  of  Julm  Hancock,  as 
President  of  the  iminoital  Continental  Congress  that  is.-ued 
it,  dated  Jnly  4th,  1776,  Mas  made  public  in  Boston  on  tlie 
18lh,  with  all  the  pomp  and  cireumslance  of  exultation  and 
rejoicing. 

The  subject  of  a  State  Constilulion  was  taken  into  consid- 
eration by  the  general  court  without  dehiy  :  but  it  was  not 
till  the  year  178U,  that  our  present  fonn  was  adopted  ;  seve- 
ral meetings  in  Boston  had  been  held  on  the  subject  and  it 
was  debated  with  animation.  Sept.  4ih,  was  appointed  for 
the  election  of  state  oflicers  :  the  votes  for  governor  in  Bos- 
ton, were  923,  of  Avhicli  JIaucock  had  858,  Bowdoin  64,  and 
S.  Adams  1  :  the  General  Court  met  Oct.  25lh,  and  decided 
that  John  Hancock  was  governor  elect:  there  was  no  choice 
of  Lieutenant  (Governor  by  the  people  :  IMr.  Bowdoin  was 
chosen  by  the  court,  but  declined  ;  as  did  James  Warren, 
Esq.,  of  ]\Iilton;  when  Thomas  Cusliing  of  Boston,  accepted 
the  appointment.  The  people  of  Boston  could  not  suppress 
their  great  joy  for  ^'  having  a  governor  who  proceeded  out  of 
the  midst  of  us,''  as  in  the  address  from  the  selectmen  to 
the  governor,  to  which  he  returned  an  answer  concluding 
with  the  assurance,  that  in  whatever  station  his  country 
should  plea^e  to  place  him,  the  metropolis  of  this  common- 
weallli  miglit  ever  depend  on  liis  particular  attention  to  its 
interests. 

From  the  time  of  tlie  evacuation  of  Bo<lon  by  Howe  and 
his  troops,  and  the  routing  of  the  British  lleet  from  the  lower 
harbor,  this  section  of  the  country  ceasi^d  to  be  the  seat  of 
war;  the  citizens  however  bore  their  part  of  it>  burdens  in 
other  i)laces  by  sea  and  by  land  ,  in  the  councils  (»f  the  na- 
tion and  as  embassies  to  foreign  j)arts;  they  maintained,  that 
no  terms  should  ho  made  with  Britain.  .'-Iicut  of  an  uncondi- 
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tioiial  ac'kii()\\i(?J;jcniuiil  (jf  tlu*ir  rjulcpc-iidt'ncc  :  Tlic  pro 
churiatit)ii  ot  Coni^ii'ss  aniiuiuu'iiiL;'  a  Irc^al)  uf  poac.i;  w  illi 
K.iL:laii(l,  reachtHl  Uo-tuii  by  expicss,  Apiil  '2'^.  1783;  andthti 
sli(.M-ili"  ol'  Snllnlk,  J.  1  Icinlt'i-.-oii.  Mxj.,  proclaimed  llit^  .-aiiiu 
fioiu  the  balcony  of  the  Stale  Ibm-c  to  a  laiuc  a-.-riubla-jtj 
oftlie  cili/ciiSj  who  liavo  thrt;c  jo)  l"ul  JiU//as  on  this  L'lalclul 
occasion:  after  wlii'^li  a -abite  ot  i;>  ^iin.s  fioin  lliu  Casilu 
and  an  e(jnal  nnndii-r  from  Fort-hill,  re-echoed  the  glad 
fehouts  of  tlie  muliiluile  :  l.ilM'ily  and  the  Ki;jht6  of  man 
'  now  and  fortiver ! 

The  adoption  of  the  Federal  Con^lilnlioii  was  an  event  of 
great  im[)orlanee  ;  the  Abis-achii -etts  con\ cniion  \vhicli  as- 
fsendjled  at  \h(}  Bury-street  and  LuiiLi-laiie''^  C  hurch  fur  thi^ 
purposOj  in  Jan.  1788,  con^i.-ted  of  3(i0  membeis,  many  of 
ihem  liavinir  stronii-  prejndices  auainsi  the  proposed  con^ti- 
lution,  and  athn-  a  severe  and  elaborate  di-e\i.-^ion  i)f  several 
weeks,  when  tlie  linal  (pie>:i()ii  of  acceptance  was  decided, 
ihe  votes  win-e  187  for,  and  1G8  a-jain-t  il.  ui\  inir  a  spare 
majority  in  favor,  of  18  :  ihi.T  dcci-ion  was  ilecdaied  on  the 
^  (ith  of  Feb.,  in  a  mamu'r  too  impre-.-ive  lo  be  iuriiollen  by 
^  any  who  were  present."'  'i  he  citi/en>  ot  bo.-ton  expressed 
great  joy  on  the  occasion,  by  a  nnmerons  and  iniposinii  pro- 
cession composed  of  all  cla--es  and  trades,  with  their  respecl- 
ive  and  appropriate  (nnbliMiis  and  liad-jes,  and  larmers  with 
their  phni-jli-  and  inipleineiil>  of  hn.-lMiidry  fiom  the  conn- 
try  :  sailnrs  widi  a  Inll  minialnu)  nian-ot-war  >hip, 
\:c.  ^c.  they  all  lornu'd  at  Fanmul  Ihdl  and  procei'dftl  to 
the  re^ideiHies  of  those  i^cnithnncn  wlio  r(^pr»-  enled  the  town 
in  tin;  convention  ;  givimj;  them  a  lew  hearty  clieers  and  a 
salnh^  bom  their  Iri-rate  :  a fl" -r  w  liicli  they  rctnrned  to  a 
civic  ica-t  at  the  liall.  from  which  Imndrcd.^  had  to  l^o  away 
imsalislieil.  hu"  In.-l  ccnu-.  iir-I  rci\ed  ,''  and  the  Hall  wa-J 
already  crowded  to  its  uUno^t  capacity. 
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PUBLIC  SCHOOLS. 

The  earliest  trace  of  our  sy.-tciu  oT  free  jicliuuls  on  the  re- 
cords ol  the  town  is  dated  Aprd  13lh,  lG35j  where  it  is  staled 
to  have  been  agreed  upon  tliat  our  brother  Phikemoii  Pur- 
'  nioiil  shall  bt?  iiitreated  lo  become  a  sclioohaaster  ibr  teach- 
^  iiigaiid  mirtuiiiig  of  chiUheii  with  \is  ;  llie  record  does 
not  make  known  his  acceptance  of  thai  olicr.  or  otherwise  ; 
but  on  llie  chinch  record  of  Jan.   Glli,  it  i<  slatedj  that 

Phdenion  l^ninont  was  dismissed  to  join  ^Ir.  W'lieelwright 
'and  others  at  Piscatiupia.''  jMr.  J)aniel  j\Fauch;  was  also 
cliosen  -'  to  the  olRce  of    free-school  ma.ster    in  Aug.  1G36. 

Tlie  lirst  provi.-ion  for  ihe  support  of  schools  seems  to  have 
be(ia  nuide  by  voluntary  contribution  :  tliere  is  a  sub;rcrip- 
tion  recorded  on  the  last  leaf  of  the  oldest  volume  of  town 
records,  which,  though  the  lir-t  Hue  is  illegilde,  is  plainly 

discerned  to  be      toauinls  (Jlc  /iini/itanuuicc  of  free 

scJioohnastcr.^^  It  is  headed  by  the  Gov.  ^Ir.  Hlnky  Yank, 
Esq.,"  who  subscribed  X'lO  as  did  also  the  Deputy  (jovernor 
John  \VinllHop  and  Mr.  Kichard  Hcdbnuham  :  forty-two  other 
persons  subscribed  a(;cordinLi'  to  their  abibty,  some  30s.  and 
some  as  low  as  -Is.  makiiiLj-  in  ;l11  about  L'  lO. — In  1(3^1,  the 
income  from  Deer  Island  was  approj)riat(Hl  i'or  the  schooPs 
use,  and  in  other  years  the  rents  of  that  anil  other  Islands 
were;  appropriated  ;  luuhn-  date  of  10-15,  Governor  Winlhrop 
renuirks  in  his  jonrnrd,  that  ''  divers  free-schools  were 
'erected,'^  and  that  at  Bo>t()n  tliey  made  an  order  to  allow 
forever  £50  per  amunn  A)r  tlie  master,  and  a  house  ;  and 
jL'30  to  an  usher,  \vho  shonhl  also  leach  lo  read,  write  and 
ci[)her;  the  charge  was  to  be  defrayed  by  yearly  contri- 
M)ution,  (Mther  by  voluntary  allowance  or  by  rate  of  eucli  lis 
^  rclnscd.-'  bi  KM?,  ihe  (umk  ral  Court  enacled  that  every 
town  of  llfty  hou<c>-holder,s  ^h()uld  have  a  free-school,  and 
fvijry  town  of  one  hundrod  hi)u->(;-hold(Ms  lo  have  a  grammar 
tchool,     to  the  end     fca\  s.  iho  tlatutu      that  h'ai  in;^^  may 
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*  not  be  buried  in  the  graves  of  our  fore-fatliers the  master 
thereof  being  capacitated  to  fit  youth  to  enter  college  :  The 
Latin  school  was  founded  at  this  time. 

]\Ir.  INIaude  the  second  schoolmasterj  was  a'minister,  and 
soon  removed  to  Dover^  N.  II.;  his  successors  in  the  school 
probably  were  a  i\Ir.  Woodbridge  (mentioned  Dec.  2d.  1644) 
and  IMr.  Woodmansey  whose  name  is  on  tlie  records  April 
11th,  1650  :  on  the  12th  of  March,  1666,  Mr.  Daniel  Hench- 
man was  employed  to  assist  Mr.  Woodmansey  in  the 
^  grammar  school  and  teach  children  to  write  :  after  j\Ir.  W. 
Mr.  Benjamin  Thomson  a  man  of  great  learning  and  wit, 
^  well  acquainted  whh  the  Koman  and  Greek  writers  and  a 
^  good  poet,' ^ — He  was  chosen  Aug.  26ih,  166  7,  to  officiate 
for  one  year,  and  appears  to  have  continued  in  the  service  of 
the  town,  together  with  INIr.  Henchman,  until  Jan.  3d.  1671, 
when  he  resigned,  and  Mr.  Ezekiel  Cheever  took  the  pruici- 
pal  charge  of  the  school :  Mr.  C.  had  been  a  distinguished 
instructor  in  various  parts  of  New  England,  and  his  reputa- 
tion was  not  diminished  by  his  career  in  this  place  :  under 
him,  the  grammar  school  of  Boston  attained  the  rank  of  ^*  the 
^  principal  school  in  the  British  Colonies  if  not  in  all  Ameri- 
*ca.^' 

Several  persons  had  been  licensed  to  keep  private  schools 
to  teach  children  to  write  and  keep  accounts  ;  but  there 
is  no  reason  to  suppose  that  there  had  been  more  than  one 
public  school  prior  to  1684  : — In  April  1683  the  town  voted 
to  provide  two  schools,  and  to  allow  .£25  per  annum,  fox  the 
support  of  each,  with  the  under>tanding  tliat  such  persons 
'  as  send  their  chiklren  to  the  school  that  are  able,  sliould 

*  pay  something  to  the  master  for  his  better  encouragement 
— and  Nov.  22d.  1684,  Deacon  Henry  Alhm  and  Captain 
Frarye  made  a  return,  that,   "  according  to  a  former  order 

*  the)Miad  agreed  with  John  Ojle  to  keup  a  frre  scliool  to 

*  teach  tlio  children  of  the  town  to  read  and  write  for  ono 
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'  year  from  the  first  of  lluit  niontli  for  which  tlie  town  was  to 
'pay  hiui  £\0  in  money  and  £20  in  country  pay  as  money 
'  or  at  money  price  :  this  was  the  first  of  the  free  icritnig 
scJionls^  and  Mr.  Cole  seems  to  have  been  as  much  respected 
and  beloved  in  liis  department  as  i\Ir.  Cheever  was  in  his  : 

The  original  Latin  school-lion.-e  in  1647,  was  located  on  the 
north  side  of  Sehool  st.^  on  the  City  Hall  lot  ;  one  writing- 
school  was  kept  in  Courtst.  and  the  other  at  the  north  part  of 
the  town.  In  the  Hutchinson  iMSS.  is  an  order  horn  Gov. 
Andres,  dated  May'i  ldi,  1G87  ;  appointini;- Joshua  Nat-lock 
master  ot"  the  public  scdiool  at  tlie  north  part  of  Boston; — it 
was  a  favorite  ol'ject  with  jlandolph  to  have  all  the  teachers 
Episcopalians  :  but  when  Andres'  power  ceased,  the  former 
custom  and  nnuraL>:ement  L)y  free  schools,  was  re:>tored  and 
so  continued. 

A  second  uranunar  school  was  opened  at  the  iU)rth-end  in 
1713,  aiireeably  to  a  vote  of  iMarcli  11th,  1712:  it  was 
located  on  noilli  Bennet  street,  near  the  let  now  oecupiiNl  by 
the  Fdiot  s(diool  and  was  knowir  until  17 OO  as  the  north  Laf 
in  school  and  siiK.'O  then  as  the  i'div)t  ^Sehool  ;  ('apt.  Thonuis 
Hutchinson,  faliier  of  Gov.  1 1 nldiinson,  built  the  hou.-e  at  his 
own  expense  :  Recompense  Wadswoith  was  the  hist  mas- 
ter:  a  free  writing  schoobhou-e  was  built  in  1718  on  hove- 
laue  by  the  executors  of  Fo.-ler  llatehin-on  ;  autl  Jeremiali 
Coiidy  was  the  teacher. 

In  1717,  a  south  writing-school  was  locaded  in  Mason  St., 
the  hrst  master  was  Amos  Angier  :  the.-^e  two  giamnnu'  and 
three  writing  schools  were  the  only  public  schools  in  Bo^,ton 
before  the  revolution;  tliey  were  uiuler  the  selectmen,  widi 
some  few  inviteil  LienthnncMi  and  the  chng)'.  In  171-2,  when 
the  population  of"  tlie  town  vra-.  Ui.3S-2  tluuc?  were  rej)orted  as 
present  on  June  23,  17-11.  sehohnx.  July  1st,  17  72,  vis- 
itation (lav,  I^>3  >eliohus  were  ])re>eiU  in  all  the  .-elux'ls  ;  du- 
iiig  the  sie^re  ol"  l)'jst('n.  the  sehoof<  were  <li:.conlii, ueil  r\- 
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cepting  one  kept  by  Mr.  Elias  Dupee,  who  gratuitously  con- 
tinued to  instruct  the  youth,  which  empk)ynient  gave  liini 
peculiar  delight : — Nov.  8lh,  1776,  the  schools  were  re-open- 
ed under  the  direction  of  the  Bclectmen  :--in  jVIarch  1785  a 
writing  school  was  established  on  Common  street,  and  ]\lr. 
Samuel  Cheney  inducted  as  master  April  26th: — the  number 
of  children  reported  as  present,  May  23d.,  1785,  was  only 
564  :  both  the  Latin  schools  having  but  61  in  all ;  Queen 
street  and  the  north  ^V.  150  each  ;  Common  119  :  Cheney's 
81; — at  this  time  the  rule  was  adopted,  that  no  children 
under  7  years  of  age  be  admiUed  to  the  writing  schools. 

The  above  were  all  the  public  schools  in  Boston  till  1785, 
when  another  was  founded  on  the  site  of  the  Brimmer  school 
on  Common  Street,  and  was  then  known  as  I\Ir.  Cheney's 
school  and  subsequently  as  the  Franklin  School. 

In  1780  the  schools  were  re-modelled  :  the  North  Latin 
school  was  discontinued  as  a  Latin  school :  the  Reading 
schools  separated  from  the  writing  department,  and  the 
whole  placed  under  the  direction  of  a  school  committee 
chosen  annually  by  the  town  :  since  then  many  new  schools 
have  been  founded. 

In  1789,  Sept.  23d.,  a  committee  composed  of  one  from 
each  ward  w^as  appointed  to  draft  a  new  system  of  education; 
their  report  was  made  and  accepted  Oct.  16th;  they  pro- 
posed to  continue  but  one  Latin  grammar-school  and  to  es- 
tablish three  reading  schools  in  ai)partments  separated  from 
the  writing  schools  ;  candidates  of  admission  to  be  7  years  of 
age  having  previously  received  instruction  usual  at  the 
women's  schools'' :  children  of  both  sexes  to  be  admitted; 
boys  the  year  round,  and  girls  from  April  to  October;  a  com- 
mittee of  twelve  to  be  chosen  annually,  who  in  conjunction 
with  the  selectmen,  should  exercise  all  the  powers  usually 
didegated  to  the  seh^ctmen  and  scdiool  committees  :  tliis  s}'s- 
tem  was  ininiediately  coninienced  by  the  appointment  of 
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the  first  school  committee  Oct.  20,  1789  In  1790  a  brick 
building  of  two  stories  was  erected  on  the  south  side  of 
tSchool  street,  for  a  Latin  :<ehool-housc  and  grammar-school 
10  iU'coiunivKlaU'  COO  ^.•^A^1.\'.>^  i'l  cavU  >'.v^:\  —on  il'.c  >'^\'l 

hout^e  was  taken  down  ui  lS4j. 

In  1800  there  were  seven  public  schools  in  operation,  in 
which  7  masters  were  empkoyed  on  salaries  of  :ir()(3l3.tjG  and 
an  allowance  of  ;:i^200.00;  together  with  7  ushers  at  .^333. 33 
with  an  allowance  of  -"i^  100. 00 — the  town  tax  that  year  was 
$61,489.25  and  for  the  schools  s'rl  1,100.85.— In  1804  another 
school-house  for  reading  and  writing  was  founded  at  the 
corner  of  Hawkins  and  Chardon  streets  : — In  180G  the  num- 
ber of  scholars  in  all  the  schools  was  1760  boys  and  1030 
girls. 

In  process  of  time  the  rule  requiring  applicants  for  admis- 
sion, to  be  able  to  read  by  spelling  the  words,  excluded  a 
large  class  of  children  whose  parents  were  unable  or  unwil- 
ling to  instruct  them,  or  to  send  them  to  private  schools  ;  and 
to  obviate  that  difliculty  in  some  measure,  Sunday  schools 
were  revived  in  1816,  in  which  it  was  the  object  of  the  man- 
agers, besides  conveying  religious  instruction,  to  prepare  the 
children  for  the  English  Grammar  schools;  but  the  number 
needing  these  advantages  became  so  great,  that  it  was  nec- 
essary for  the  town  to  supply  these  wants  :  a  petition  was 
presented  for  the  establishment  of  free  schools  for  children 
between  the  ages  of  4  and  7  years  :  and  a  Board  of  Pri- 
mary Schools was  established  June  11,  1818;  this  board 
at  first  was  composed  of  three  ptM-sons  horn  eacli  ward, 
chosen  by  the  school  committee  with  pcnvers  to  estal)li>h  a 
suitable  number  of  schools,  a])])oiiit  teachers,  kc.  :  that 
committee  was  enlarged  by  the  addition  of  ovic  member  for 
each  scliool,  together  with  a  standing  connniitee  of  sev(Mi. 
and  a  treasurer  : — the  clnldien  aie  here  commitled  to  liic 
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care  of  female  instructors  who  are  selected  from  the  worthiest 
in  point  of  moral  and  literary  qualilicationsj  and  llie  poorest 
receives  the  same  attention  as  is  bestowed  on  the  more  fa- 
vored portion,  and  the  whole,  nray  be  said  to  be  more  care- 
fully taught  and  more  elFeclually  watclied  and  guarded  in 
their  characters  and  conduct,  than  the  same  numl)er  of  cliil- 
dren  ever  were  before  tlnise  infant  schools  were  established. 

The  plan  for  foundiiiii,"  the  English  Chissical  School  (now 
called  THE  High  Sciiooi.)  originated  with  the  School  Co\n- 
mitteCj  June  17,  1820  :  llio  town  immediately  adopted  it  and 
it  went  into  operation  in  May,  1S21. — No  pu})il  to  be  ad- 
mitted under  12  years  of  age  and  none  to  remain  there  longer 
than  three  years  : — this  school  commenced  in  the  Derne- 
street  school-house,  but  was  removed  to  the  new  building 
corner  of  Pinckney  and  Centre  .streets  in  1824. 

Under  the  eity  charter,  the  caie  and  superintendence  of  all 
the  public  schools  beloims  to  the  school  committee,  of  one 
member  chosen  in  eatdi  ward,  toiicllier  with  the  IMayor  and 
Aldermen  ;  a  course  of  studies  for  tlie  various  schools  is 
marked  out,  with  rules  for  the  government  of  the  scholars, 
instructors  and  committee  :  The  present  improved  s}'slem  so 
methodically  arranged  in  all  its  })arts  it^  regularly  pur.-^ued, 
must  insure  improvement  in  the  mind  and  maimers  of  the 
youth  of  Boston  :  in  addition  to  the  regular  visits  b\'  a  sub- 
committee to  each  school,  they  all  are  vi.-ited  and  inspected 
semi-annually  by  the  general  Committee,  with  tho  autliori- 
ties  of  the  city,  invited  Linests,  [)arents  and  iViends  of  the 
youths;  the  summer  vi-itatiun  is  })re-eminenlly  titled  thk 
CiTV  School's  CoM-Mencit^iknt:  it  is  at  this  time  the  ambition 
of  the  scholars  is  excited  to  evmce  the  greatest  inipro\'enient 
fertile  past  and  [)reseiit  y(;ar,  and  the  exhibition  (jf  oratorii-al 
powcn's  under  correct  guidanc(;  at  the  l>alin  ami  High  >(:ho(jN, 
lalls  but  little  slioil  of  sinnlar  exercises  at  any  of  (air  C(j1- 
leges  ;   thre(;  of   the  bc-.t  (jualilied  1,)C)\  ?  at  each  -chool 
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leceives  a  silver  medal  ]  the  parting  gift  of  Benjamin  Frank- 
lin to  the  best  youths  of  his  town,  through  all  time  ]  and  a 
similar  number  of  the  best  girls  are  decorated  with  a  similar 
badge  from  the  city  treasury. 

The  Scholars  of  the  Latin  School  removed  to  a  splendidly 
built  edificcj  pleasantly  located  on  Bedford  Street,  in  1S44. 

The  classes  of  schools  new  supported  at  the  public  ex- 
pense from  the  city  treasury,  are  125  primary  schools :  19 
Grammar  Schools  : — an  English  High  Schocl  and  a  Latin 
School :  The  oillcial  report  of  the  Sub-('ommittee  of  the 
Latin  School  made  Aug.  4,  18-16,  states  the  school  to  be  in 

its  usual  perfectly  satisfactory  condition^  and  that  the  n'hole 

number  ofjjupils  luas  136 — average  attendance  in  July  126.'' 
The  report  on  the  English  High  School  of  same  date, 
states  that  school  to  be  in  its  usual  good  conditiGn^'^  but 
without  naming  the  number  of  Scholars — both  the  above  re- 
ports occupying  12  lines;  and  the  oflicial  report  of  the 
School  Committee  on  the  19  grammar  schools,  occupies 
about  160  pages  of  close  printed  matter  on  the  subject  of  the 
answers,  correct  and  incorrect,  made  by  the  scholars  to  ques- 
tions from  the  committee  :  but  without  specifying  the  num- 
ber of  girls  distinct  from  the  boys. 

The  primary  schools  were  established  in  1818  and  are 
under  the  management  of  a  primary  school  committee : 
children  from  4  to  7  years  of  age  are  here  instructed  by 
females  in  the  elementary  branches  of  education  : — distinct 

schools  for  special  instruction,''  taught  also  by  females 
wore  introduced  in  1840,  under  the  management  of  the 
same  committee  :  these  schools  are  for  tlie  preparation  of 
those  beyond  the  age  of  7  years,  who  are  not  properly  cjual- 
ified  to  enter  the  grammar  schuols  : — children  are  admitted 
to  the  tuwn  schools  at  7  years  of  age  :  the  boys  education 
there  clos(^s  at  14  years  of  age  and  the  girls  at  16. 

The  following  table  shows  their  [)vcsent  situation. 
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This  table  was  made  out  from  Mr.  Sliatluck's  Census  re- 
J   port  and  from  that  of  the  School  Coinmitlee. 

The  Salaries  of  tlie  Instiuctors  of  liie  iiineleen  GkaM-'\iar 
AND  Writikg  SchoolSj  ill  1846  was  rrSG^TOO  00. 
There  are  also  schools  at  the  Hnu^^e  of  Industry  and  House 
of  Reformation  at  S.  Boston^  paid  for  by  s[)ec'al  appropriation. 

A  scliool  for  colored  children  was  founded  by  Abial  Smith, 
in  1812. 


In  1814  a  number  of  philanthropic  Bostonians  associated 
and  were  incorporated  as  The  Boston  Asyli':\i  for  Indi- 
gent BoYSj''  and  had  their  estabJislinient  in  Charter  Street 
near  Hanover  Street :  since  1834,  the  boys  were  removed  to 
Thomson's  Ibland,  3  1-2  mihjs  from  Long  wharf,  witli  a 
ground  surface  of  about  140  acres  :  the  object  of  this  society 
was  fur  the  care  of  boys  who  were  without  parents  or  not  un- 
der a  parentis  control ;  and  others  wliose  conduct  was  obnox- 
ious to  the  proprieties  of  good  behaviour  an  I  whose  years  were 
yet  too  tender  for  the  laws'  severities  or  control  ;  and  it  has 
been  the  means  of  returninii,-  to  society  many  reformed  and 
steady  citizeiis,  who  ollierwise  would  liave  provetl  a  bcourue 
to  the  couimunity  :  aboard  of  Directors  iur  the  association 
was  chosen  in  1832^  and  $23,000  was  subscribed  for  carrying 
out  their  intentions  ;  Thompson's  Lshmd  was  pm-cha.-^ed  and 
in  March,  1835,  tliis  institution  umlcr  the  title  of*'  the  Farm 
School  "  which  became  ideutilied  with  that  of  tiie  ^'Asyhim 
ibr  indigent  boys  ;  "  a  large  biuKHng  was  there  erected  wiili 
convQiiiences  for  the  oliicers  uf  the  establishment  aud  ac- 
commodations for  300  boys  ;  tlie  larm  is  cultivated  by  the 
boys  between  school  hours:  they  are  well  taken  care  of: 
lliey  eat  well,  sleep  well,  work  wc  11  and  are  happy  :  happy 
in  the  variety  of  occnpatioii.s  there  pu';:^ued,  and  the  good  and 
kind  counsels  they  receive,  and  ak>o  with  as  gc^od  an  edu- 
cation in  every  plain  and  uselnl  d(?[)artmeut  nf  learning  n? 
could  be  received  at  the  city  ^narnmar  schools.

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THE  STATE  IIOUSEj  1798. 

On  the  4lh  of  July,  1795,  the  coiner  slone  of  this  agreeablo 
and  sightly  building  on  Beacon  street,  was  laid  with  great 
ceremony  :  it  was  drawn  lo  its  destined  spot  by  fifteen  white 
horses,  that  being  the  number  of  the  then  confederated 
states ;  and  laid  by  his  Ex.  Governor  Samuel  Adams,  the 
hero  for  liberty  ]  assisted  by  ofhcers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
masons,  on  land  formerly  owned  by  Gov.  Hancock. 

The  building  is  173  feet  front-length  and  Gl  deep;  it  ap- 
pears externally,  to  be  of  two  stories :  the  basement  20  feet 
high,  and  the  principal  story  30  feel;  this  on  the  centre  front, 
is  continued  with  an  attic  60  feet  front-length  and  twenty 
feet  high,  covered  with  a  pediment ;  over  which  is  a  dome 
50  feet  diameter  and  30  feet  high,  terminating  with  a  circu- 
lar look-out-house-lantern  Avhich  is  capped  with  a  gilded 
cone  :  the  basement  story  is  hnished  in  a  plain  neat  manner 
with  a  wing  on  each  side  of  the  centre  compartments,  39  1-2 
feet  front-length ;  the  centre  building  is  94  feet,  from  which 
in  front,  it  has  a  projection  of  14  feet,  supported  by  seven 
arches;  affording  support  to  8  corinthian  stone  columns  of 
thirty  feet  in  length,  thereby  forming  a  beautiful  veranda  or 
walk  :  the  corner  stone  is  laid  100  feet  above  the  waters, 
and  the  cone  being  250  feet,  makes  it  the  most  prominent 
object  on  approaching  the  village,'^  by  water  or  land  in 
every  direction;  and  from  its  lantern,  which  is  reached  by 
170  steps,  one  of  the  most  beautiful  panoramas  in  the  world 
presents  itself  to  the  eye  :  on  the  east,  the  spacious  bay  of 
the  State  and  city,  with  its  variegated  shipping,  water- 
craft  and  steamboats ;  its  hundred  Islands  and  Rocks ;  the 
country  around  filling  up  the  rest  of  the  circle,  with  cultiva- 
ted farms,  hamlets,  cottages,  splendid  buildings  and  coun- 
try seats,  rivers  and  ponds  diversifying  the  scene :  on 
the  north  is  Charlestown ;  the  navy  yard.  Bunker  Hill 
monument,  Medford,  &c.  ;  on  the  norlh-wcst,  the  city  of 
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Residence  of  JOHN  HANCOCK,  Beacon  St.,  Boston. 
Presidem  of  ihe  Coiilinental  Congress  in  1776,  and  Governor  of  Massachu^elta  in  17S0 
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Cambridge  with  its  many  University  Hall?;  its  superb  and 
capacious  Library  biiiKliaij,-;  Astronomical  Observatory; 
Botanic  Garden^  &c.: — Walcrtown  and  Bi  iL'lilou  in  tli<;  \v(\^t 
a;id  south  west: — llic  city  of  ii(i\bury,  DorL;he.-^tcr  and  i\Iil- 
to'.i  with  its  forever  l.)lue-encirclcd-hills  in  llie  sonlh  :  wiili 
Braintree  and  Qnincy  on  the  sonlh  east: — add  to  which,  six 
raih'oads  and  seven  bi'idgcs  from  I]o..4oMj  penetrating  the  ad- 
jacent country  in  every  direction^  rivals  that  most  splendid 
of  all  pmoramaSj  of  nature  cond)in(nl  v.dlh  arl,  \\'hich  travel- 
lers have  so  much  laud(3d  in  past  years  as  in  the  ]^ay  of  Na- 
ples :  tlii.A  ^ight  is  to  be  se(Mi  iiom  the  bahjony  at  the  top  of 
th  ^  donii.\  free  for  all  \'Isiti)rs  who  sign  iheir  name  in  a  book 
for  that  pni-posc^  at  tht,'  loot  (n"  tljo  stairway  in  the  eastern 
wing. 

The  open  centre  of  the  fu'st  slory  of  tln^  State  House  is 
occupied  by  a  colo--^al  statue  of  Wa.-dnnglon  ;  chiseled  from 
Italian  marble  by  Cliantry^  at  a  cost  of  about  ^15.000:  this 
]s  free  to  public  insDc^lion.

On 
the  third  lioor  of  llie  west  wing,  is  the  Governor's  room  and 
ante-chamber,  ami  the  fonrtli  story  is  divided  into  three  hirge 
committee  rooms;  the  bnilJing  cost  6133,333,33,  and  was 
first  occupied  in  June,  1798.

Eliblia  llatoliliison.  was  tlio  son  of  Capt.  Edward  Hulch- 
iiisuii,  and  grandson  of  W^m.  and  Aim  ]intcliiii:iun.  Ho  was 
born  in  Boston  in  1G41  and  educated  a  niercdiant ;  was  an 
Assistant  under  the  iin-.t  elnntcr  in  1G84 — about  1692  was 
■appoiiited  coynnninder-in-eliiei"  of  tiie  forces  against  the 
French  and  Indians  in  tlie  Province  of  l\iaine — and  was 
chief'  ju.^lice  of  the  court  of  Coniinon  Ph^as — he  was  the 
grandfather  of  Gov.  liutcliinson. 

Juhn  riiiliipSj  was  of  Charkstown — member  of  ihe  artil- 
lery company  in  U)<S0 — representative  to  the  General  Court 
1683  to  16SG — ^nieniber  of  the  council  of  safety  in  1689  and 
Treasurer  of  the  Province — and  one  of  the  first  counsellors 
'Qnder  the  new  charter  of  1691  and  in  olhce  till  1716 — he 
tdied  March  20^  1725,  aged  94. 

Timothy  Thornton^  was  son  of  Pev.  Thomas  Thornton  of 
Yarmouth,  Mass.,  one  of  the  ejected  clergy  under  the  act 
of  Ujiilormity  in  1662,  educated  a  merchant  and  at  an  early 
date  removed  to  Postcn,  where  he  enjo}'ed  the  public  re- 
spet:t  in  a  high  degree:  he  was  of  the  linancial  committee 
in  IG'JO  :  ensign  of  the  Ariilleiy  co.  in  1691  and  representa- 
live  to  tlie  Slate  LeLi;laluie  in  1693,  4  and  5. 

Pvjler  Townsend,  vvas  a  son  of  Wm.  Tovvnsend,  born  in 
Bo-ion,  Dec.  20,  1651  j  wa;:  Spc^aher  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives in  1690;  several  limes  captidn  of  the  Artillery 
comp;my,  and  one  of  the  Cuuncil  in  1721. 

Wait  Wiiilhrop,  was  son  of  John  Winlhrop,  Gov.  of  Con- 
necthnU,  educated  a  phy.-K'iaU — chief  of  the  Supreme  court 
of  T'vlassachu-ens — one  of  the  (.'ouncil  in  1692 — Captain  of 
the  Artillery  Company.  Thema^  L.  Winlhion,  Lt.  Gov.  of 
INIassachusetts,  was  his  great  grandson. 

Th(i  following  extract  irom  an  address  to  the  Worshipful 
J^i.i.sJiA  JluTCHiKSoN,  Esq.,  in  169J,  is  of  liistorical  value. 
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and  as  cue  of  the  first  financial  documents  published  in 
AuKirica. 

"  IMoreoveVj  it  is  to  be  reuierabred^  that  notliinu"  is  Levied 
on  this  People  bat  by  their  oicn  Consent  in  a  General  As- 
sembly. And  they  de.ser\-e  not  the  name  of  Englishmen. 
that  are  not  more  reaiUj^  and  coniit  it  not  more  casie^  to  part 
with  a  'pound  in  this  way,  then  a  penny  in  the  former  Arbi- 
trary Mode.''  '-All  the  Taxes  hilherlo  rai.-.ed,  liave  bin 
most  advanlageonsly  Krnplo}'ed.  Onr  Present  llulcrs.  luive 
no  personal  benefit  by  them  ;  Tliey  spend  their  lime  and 
cai'e,  and  are  at  cost  tuo,  fur  the  Common  Weid.  and  u'onid 
connt  themselves  well  paid  for  all,  in  the  Contciitn.cnt.  of  llie 
people.  The  great  complaint  is,  that  our  veiniir^omt,'  Kx- 
pediuon  to  Cainula  hath  run  us  into  Debt.  It  should  be 
Considered  that  the  vo'ce  of  the  'people  every  where  called  lor 
it.  Onr  Neiuhbors  in  the  litest  made  us  believe  tlujy  would 
lay  all  the  mischief  that  should  be  done  by  the  French  at 
our  doors,  if  we  did  not  attempt  it :  such  Lnportunitics  with 
assuraiaces  of  aid  by  Land  did  lirst  engage  us  and  oblige  us. 
Had  the  West  not  failed  us,  we  had  certainly  bin  ]\Li>1ers  of 
Canada  ;  and  then  our  Expedition  had  been  as  njuch  Kxtold 
as  now  it  is  Dcspis'd!  It  was  not  a  thing  too  big  fcjr  us, 
for  notwidibtanding  the  failure  in  the  JJ\st,  and  the  delays 
of  some  among  ourselves,  till  the  Season  was  too  far  spent  for 
any  Great  thing  to  be  done  ;  add  also  the  scantiness  of  our 
Aniinunition.  with  the  smallness  of  onr  Ari)iy  ;  yet  the  mis- 
sing of  Queheck  is  hardly  accountable  lo  rafional  Salisfaction. 
Besides,  the  French  liad  As.-^anlled  us  b\'  Land  before  \ve 
visited  th(3m  l)y  Sea  ;  and  that  ^hort  visit  we  made  them, 
we  are  assured  has  pre^nvM  om"  Counlr)'  \\\in  Uirilnn'  A.— 
saiills  of  ihi.'irs  U[H)n  us.  Ncu'  is  it  laTKMial  lo  ihiidv  llnil  ^^  e 
can  ever  have  a  scKlcd  [leace,  whik;  Canada  is  in  Fki.cJc 
hands;  if  there  shoidd  be  a  p(?ace  biUweeii  the  two  crowns, 
we  mav  fear,  \]\('\  iraiy.  as  they  have  boasted  [hey  inlL  by 
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se^tliiio-  iluur  Dogs  (llie  Iiulians)  upon  us  to  make  America  tco 
iiot  lor  us.  lI(Mice  also  the  letlucinLf  of  it  \\u\o  lliC  Kng  JirJi 
Empire^  was  a  Desi^j/u  v.liui'ciu  ^vas  niaiiiiesl  as  the  ilr^ire  of 
our  own  fuluro  \Vul!are^  so  (jf  doing-  iho  areato^l  Service  to 
the  crown  of /!.';,'^^7tZ'iK/.  The  Design  seemed  to  be  as  well 
laid  as  any  that  was  ever  undertaken  in  these  parts  of  the 
World;  and  it  had  been  cu///^'-Cyo?/5  to  lla^'e  deki3-ed  it  unto 
another  year;  lor  had  they  nut  gone  ^vilh  the  lleet  to  Can- 
aihi^  a  thousand  Jjo^^s-Loncrs  had  been  upon  our  Country 
Towns  and  laid  theiri  waste.  F/ayns  and  Ucpcs  for  the 
Good  Issue  of  that  Kxpediiion,  met  not  wdlli  a  total  Disap- 
poii!lm(,'ntj  nor  do  \\  e  y.t  see  tlie  nhoh  Issue  :  the  business 
is  not  over  yet.  if  iieaven  hafJi  froAvnunl  on  us,  it  calls  us  to 
ikicayl  our  sin,  and  not  increase  it  by  deu)  ing  the  payment 
of  Debts  this  \Aay  contracted,  or  s})e]idii!g  our  fuiy  on  any 
that  were  active  in  this  Allair.  That  were  to  carry  it  not 
like  Liglislnnoi,  much  less  like  Christians.  Let  men  be- 
ware they  do  not  provoke  God  to  make  these  Canada  Ene- 
mies as  fiery  scrpoits^  to  sting  IMurmurers  at  and  Despisers 
of  Divine  Providence. 

Upon  the  Difficullies  and  Necessities  which  the  Country 
halh  been  bronght  into,  a  better  way  could  not  well  be 
thouglit  upon,  than  the  bills  of  ciiedit  now  passing-  (or  that 
should  pass  so)  anu)!ig  us.  Silccr  we  have  not  enough  in 
the  Countiy.  to  do  which  niust  be  donc^  more  being  usually 
.exported  than  is  hnported.  And  \^liy  may  we  not  do  as 
well  witjH)ut  it.  as  (Ulun-  Plantations  (A  jUmrica^  The  Coun- 
try in  the  General  Court,  liave  .Ueeo^xnizid  or  ylcLnou-hd<:idj 
a  Dobt  of  so  many  thousand  pounds  unto  lln^m  that  have 
becMi  th(i  Servants  of  the  Public.  The  Cndit  conveyc'd  by 
tluv>e  IJills  now  Circulates  froiii  (me  liand  to  another 
incni's  deabiigs  arii,  until  the  L^idoliek  Taxes  c:dl  for  it.  It  is 
dnnn  l)ron!.'.hl  iiito  the  Treasurer's  hands  from  wliitdi  it  goes 
not  out  attain.''

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STATISTICAL  REMARKS  ON  CANADA. 

Canada  was  discovered  in  1497,  b}'  Juhii  and  Sebasliau 
Cabot.  In  1525  it  was  vi-ited  by  Yerrazini.  a  Floreiitinej 
who  took  ])Osse^sion  of  the  country  for  the  crown  of  Fiance. 
In  1535  Jactues  Cartier  explored  the  river  St.  Lawrence  on 
St.  Lawrence's  day,  and  hence  its  name  :  in  1G08  a  settle- 
ment was  made  wliich  was  the  first  recorded  as  having 
been  permanently  made  on  this  continent,  and  that  is  now 
occupied  by  the  city  of  Quebec.  A  settlement  had  been 
attempted  about  1G05.  near  the  river  St.  Croix  and  at  Pert 
Royal,  but  they  were  broken  up  in  1614,  by  Samuel  Araal. 
Quebec  surrendered  to  the  British  under  Kirk  in  1G27,  but 
restored  lo  France  by  a  treaty  of  peace.  In  1663  that  colony 
was  constituted  a  Royal  government  of  France.  In  1759  it 
was  conquered  by  the  British  forces  under  General  Wulfe, 
and  was  by  a  treaty  at  Paris  in  1763  ceded  to  Great  Britain.

should  be  found  to  be  overburdened  with  tlicir  fourteen 
dayes  work,  and  Mr.  John  Cogaii  is  chosen  treasurer,  and 
Mr.  Wm.  Dyer,  Clarke  ;  for  the  lurtherence  of  this  work, 
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th(3  work  also  is  to  be  gone  ia  hand  with,  soe  soone  as 
wealliei-  will  permitt;  roiiarJ  that  ihu  IngineerOj  Mr.  Lyon 
Gaiuior  wlioe  doth  soe  heuly  oifer  his  help  ihereunlo^  halh 
but  a  short  time  to  stay.    jNIoiiey  lent  to  this  work.

•  I6G0.  jMay.  ^Villiam  Robinson  and  Marmaduke  Steven- 
son were  condemned  to  be  lianged  for  being  Quakers,  and 
coining  among  puritans  and  calvinists,  and  the  sentence  was 
fulfilled.  Jo.-^eph  Nicholsou  and  his  wife  Jane  were  allowed 
to  leave  the  juri^cliclion  or  stilFer  the  same  fate  for  being 
(iu^^kers,  but  preferring  the  former,  they  returned  to  England. 

KOGKR  WILLIAMS. 

Roger  Williams  was  born  in  Wales,  1599  : — educated  at 
'Oxford:  came  to  N.  F.ugiand  at  Nanlasket,  Feb.  5,  1631  :— 
settled  as  a  teacher  in  Salem,  April  12,  1631; — went  to 
Plymouth  the  same  year  and  i)reached  : — relumed  in  1633 
antl  was  pastor  of  the  society  there  on  the  decease  of  their 
minister  I\Ir.  Skelton  :  was  banished  Nov.  1G35  ; — went  to 
R.  Island,  1G36,  and  laid  liie  foundation  for  that  colony  : — 
went  to  England  in  1643  for  a  charier  which  he  obtained 
and  landed  in  lioston,  Sept.  1644; — he  was  again  in  England 
from  IGjI  to  I()54,  and  on  his  return  was  (diosen  pr(\sident 
of  that  Colony  till  16.')7  ; — thi.^  earlii^st  and  l)older>t  cha]fipi(jn 
of  the  rights  of  all  men  fully  to  havc,^  and  enjoy  their  own 
judi!;tmients  and  consciences  in  matters  ol  religious  concern- 
ment," died  at  Providence  in  A})iil,  1()S3.  aged  84.  Inil  not 
J  --tone  has  been  rai^Cil  to  nn\ik  liis  scj)nln!re  or  to  hear  him 
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in  remembrance^  and  llie  spot  of  his  burial  plaee  is  not 
known  :  his  descenihints  are  numerous.

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BIRTH  PLACE  OFj   AND  SOME    IVENTS  IN  THE 
LIFE   OF  BEN  J.  FRANKLIN. 

la  the  biograph)'  of  Dr.  Fiiuikliu,  by  Jaied  Sparks,  it  is 
staled  that  hu  was  born  Sunday,  Jan.  6,  1706,  OJd  St}le; 
the  same  as  Jati.  17  New  Slyle,  and  was  baptized  liiat  da}'  at 
the  Old  Soudi  Church  :  his  lather  Ju&iah  Fratiklin,  lived 
nearly  opposite  the  South  iron  I  of  that  meeting  houj>e,  the 
site  of  wliich  is  now  covered  widi  a  handsome  granite  budd- 
ing, having  on  its  upper  front,  these  words;  '^tiie  eirth 

PLACE  OF  FRANKLIN.'" 

Soon  after  the  above  date  they  removed  to  the  corner  of 
Union  and  Uanover  Sts.  wdiere  little  Benjamin  at  10  years  of 
age  aided  his  father  in  his  tallow  chandlery  business,  cutting 
wdcks  for  caiulles,  &c.,  but  this  employment  became  irk- 
some and  he  wished  to  go  to  sea,  but  that  was  lirmly  opposed 
by  his  father  :  at  12  years  of  age  he  was  bound  an  apprentice 
to  his  brother  James  Fraiddin,  who  was  a  printer:  James 
was  not  married,  and  Benj.  boarded  out,  but  on  adopting  the 
habits  of  a  plain  vegetable  diet,  he  olFered  to  take  care  of 
himself  for  one  half  the  amount  weekly  paid  for  his  beard  ; 
by  which  means  he  gained  time  for  study  and  alto  funds  for 
the  purchase  of  books:  his  repast  generally  con>i.^led  of  a 
slice  of  bread  or  a  biscuit,  a  handtul  of  raisins  or  a  tart  tVom 
the  pastry  cooks',  with  a  llla^s  of  water:  James  Fraiddin  c.->- 
tablished  the  41  h  new<j;aper  in  this  country  Aug.  21,  1721  ; 
It  was  entitled  the  '^new  encmand  covrrant;  "'  this  pa])(M- 
was  em-iclj(Hl  with  oi  iuinal  es^avs,  dk-i^laying  con.-idci able? 
ability  anil  w  it  :  handling  widi  iii-eat  h(-c(h)m  the  vices  and 
follies  of  the  chiy  :  mu(dL  nt  it  wiitlen  by  Benjamin  :  lh(?  >e- 
verity  of  some  of  the  lam[A)()ns  or  ('an-tic  compositions,  re- 
ceived the  notice  of  the  giMunal  asj-end»lv,  who  wiihcut  any 
form  of  a  tiial  sentcniccd  James  to  one  month's  impri>on- 
me:it.  and  when  lu)  was  di.-charged  they  passed  an  onlcr. 
that  ^' Jdincs  Fr.riUiii  slimlil  no  Inng^rr  print  the  iicw^^i'fqu  r 
ni'lnl  (he  X.ir  (  mn  rant:' 
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Benjamin  then  assumed  the  publication  of  the  sheet^  on 
wliich  occasion  llie  bonds  of  his  apprenticeship  were  partially 
cancelled  :  disj)Utcs  often  takini^  place  between  the  two 
brothers,  and  Benj.  bein^-  sometimes  struck  by  James  in  a 
heat  of  passion,  determined  the  former  to  leave  Boston  for 
N.  York  :  he  arrived  there  in  1723,  but  not  meetin<i  with  any 
encouragement  he  pnshed  for  Philadelphia,  and  there  was 
ernplo)  ed  by  Andrew  Bradiord  :  soon  his  pro-})ects  briiiht- 
ened,  and  with  a  letter  from  the  Governor,  !Sir  \Vm,  Keith  to 
Benjamin's  father,  he  visited  Boston.  April,  17  24,  to  obtain 
aid  by  funds,  to  set  up  a  printing  ollice  in  Philadelphia  lor 
himselfj  but  which  aid  was  withheld  on  acconnt  ol  his  3  oulh: 
he  returned  to  Phila.  and  the  Governor  said,  if  the  lather 
would  not  set  him  up  in  business,  that  he  would  :  he  then 
apparently  commissioned  Benj,  for  a  voyage  to  England  for 
the  purchase  of  a  press  and  types  :  he  arrived  there  Dec.  24, 
1724,  but  on  presenting  the  letters  which  were  supposed  to 
contain  appropriate  means  for  the  purchase  of  an  oliice,  he 
did  not  meet  with  any  reception  appertaining  to  the  .>-ul  ject 
of  his  voyage,  and  was  there  obliged  to  work  as  a  piiulcr  lor 
a  sup})0rt,  and  to  gain  luiids  for  a  return  home  :  he  leCt  there 
July  23,  1726,  and  on  arriving  in  Phila.  he  again  went  to 
work  as  a  journeyman  printer :  in  the  course  ot  a  few  months 
he  opened  an  oiiice  in  connection  with  a  man  by  the  name 
of  Meredith;  and  then  met  with  good  success  in  bur in'ess, 
which  was  well  deserved  for  his  probity,  talents,  temperance 
in  all  things,  industry  and  pnnctnalit\'  :  he  formed  literary 
and  library  clubs  and  a^.-ociations,  aiul  interested  hinisell  in 
the  general  and  local  concerns  of  the  city  to  advance  its 
prosperity. 

Franklin  and  M(n-(ulilh  commcniccMl  publishing  the  pf.n- 
syi.VAM.v  GAZF/r'i  K,'^  Se[)t.  2.'),  1721).  but  in  .July.  1730,  that 
partiHir.ship  was  dissolved.  Franklin  as>nining  it  alone  :  he 
then  instructed  liiinself  in  the  French,  Spanish  ami  Latin 
liinguages, 
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Ill  1732  he  issued  his  ^'  Poor  Richard's  Almanac/'  which 
passed  through  three  editions^  and  lor  25  years  it  was  pub- 
lished by  him  with  profit,  celebrity  and  honor. 

In  1737,  at  the  age  of  31  }'ears,  he  was  Postmaster  for 
Phihi.,  in  1753  he  became  Pobtmaster  General,  in  conjunc- 
tion with  Wm.  Hunter,  for  the  Colonies,  m  place  of  the  pic- 
vious  hicumbent,  [Col.  Spotswood]  deceased. 

In  1752  he  w^as  voluntarily  presented  by  Yale  College 
wUh  the  degree  of  IMaster  of  Arts;  and  the  next  year  he  re- 
ceived a  similar  honor  from  Harvard  Uuiversily  :  the  same 
year,  1763,  he  was  unarumously  elected  member  of  the 
Iloyal  Society  in  London,  without  any  solicitation  on  liis  part^ 
freed  from  their  usual  assessment  of  twenty  five  guineas  for 
membership,  and  presented  with  the  society\s  gold  medal, 
accompanied  with  a  handrsome  speech  from  its  pre^rident, 
Lord  Macclesfield ;  and  while  a  plenipotentiary  in  Europe 
from  his  own  government,  was  presented  to  five  Kiiigs,  and 
with  the  King  of  Denmark  dined. 

We  have  now  recorded  some  few  of  the  scenes  and  cir- 
cumstances attending  the  life  of  this  truly  great  and  enfinent 
man;  eminent  for  Ids  superior  talents,  industry,  rectitude 
and  usefulness  through  a  long  life,  and  equally  eminent  for 
the  high  honors  which  attended  him;  and  we  hope  it  will 
make  a  deep  and  lastiiig  impression  on  the  mind  of  our 
youth,  that  the  three  greaiest  men  our  country  has  ever  pro- 
duced, viz.,  Washington,  Franklin  and  r)0\vditch,  were  self 
taught  from  the  conniuniceinent  of  tlieir  career,  and  }'et 
received  high  collegiate  lienors. 

Beiij.  Franklin  died  April  17,  17U0,  aiicd  84  years  and 
3  months.  Jo^iah  Fianklin,  falher  of  Innijamin,  came  to 
Boston  fiom  iMigland  in  1()S5.  He  W[i.-5  llie  ialher  of  s(!ven- 
leen  childr(Mi,  who  all  grew  Uj)  to  )'ears  of  nnilurily  and  were 
marri(Hl;  but  at  this  day  no  male  issue  is  living  to  per[)et- 
uate  his  family  lineage.    'I'lie  Franklin  family  in  our  oarly

record  of  the  inhabitants  of  Boston,  at  page  50,  were  not  of 
that  branch  of  Franklin's,  or  had  it  the  most  remote  relation 
to  the  family  of  the  great  Philosopher.

KEW  ENGLAND  FEMALE   MORAL  KEFOKM  SOCIETY. 

In  the  year  1839  a  number  of  ladies  formed  an  association 
for  the  benevolent  purpose  of  assisting  and  reclaiming  from 
the  paths  of  folly  and  vice  the  many  young  and  unpioiecled 
females  who  throng  the  city  for  employment.  There  i:.  gen- 
erally in  the  youthful  iniad  and  feelings^  powerful  inceniives 
to  error ;  to  depart  from  the  sober  and  steady  cour>e  through 
life  marked  out  by  wisdom  and  experience,  and  many  a^e 
allured  to  participate  in  some  present  beckoning  plea:  ure, 
which  weakens  the  contidence  ot  friends  and  the  elevadrig, 
sustaining  consciousness  of  innate  innocence  :  the  ladies 
MORAL  RKFORM  ASSOCIATION,  ou  all  occasious  of  this  uaturc, 
which  may  come  to  their  knowledge,  exerci.-e  their  benev- 
olent exertions  for  their  protection  at  their  appropriak  d  jveldrin 
house;  atldrding  them  sh'^dter  and  suppoil,  wiih  maternal  -o- 
licilude  for  their  future  reotilude  of  conduct  and  wellare  ; 
the  number  yearly  as^i.-ted  by  the  society  has  varied  from 
about  100  to  150;  some  of  whom  have  received  protection 
and  support  at  various  times  when  leaving  a  situation,  which 
through  their  own  well'  regulated  intelliiience  oilice,  at 
No.  13  Bediorel  Stieet,  a  new^  and  suitable  .^itealion  may 
be  soon  obtained. 

TliLit  this  society  has  done  much  good,  there  is  abunilant 
evidence  in  the  change  ot'  habils  and  niainnn's  ol  manv  of 
the  leniales  ;  ih.erid))'  shcnvliiLj'.  lh:rt  they  }}nt  a  hiiiher  e,--ti- 
I!kU(^  on  Hie  a.id  its  n>es  ihan  ;o  -horten  it  hy  iiiieinp'.Mance 
and  vici'.  aiivl  ('!nl>illin-  its  (hi wilh  s;id  violations  ol'  the 
laws  of  (jod  and  n\an,  of  iiatuio  and  ol^  rea.-on  ;  whcMi  ihey 
teem  also  to  realize,  that  ilie  bo^lily  system  for  a  limi',  irniy 
p% 
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seem  to  willistand  the  trials  it  is  doomed  to  endure  from 
reckless  iiidLdgetices,  yel.  that  the  debtor  and  credit  side  of 
the  account  is  beiuii"  prett}'  rei^ularly  kept,  and  that  a  reck- 
oning may  and  \vill  be  called  for.  by  sickness  and  perhaps 
by  an  early  death. 

The  Ladies  ]\Ioral  rieform  Association,  is  governed  by  a 
President.  Mrs.  John  Kilton  : — 23  Vice  Presidents— 9  ]Mana- 
gers — an  Executive  Coinmittee  of  9 — Secretaries^  Lc. ;  all 
acting  under  the  influence  of  one  of  their  beautilul  re-olves, 
viz.  that  would  we  raise  the  fallen^  we  must  sympathize 
with  ihem.'^

SMALL   POX  AND  KINE  POCK. 

la  the  years  1G49.  1678  and  1690,  the  small  pox 

spread  among  the  iidiabilants  of  Bo;>lon  with  great  destruc- 
tion of  life  :  in  1702,313  persons  died  under  its  power :  in 
1721,  5759  persons  had  it  in  the  natural  way,  and  that  ]ium- 
ber  was  a  large  half  of  the  whole  population  :  of  whom  8-J4 
died  :  at  this  time  Dr.  Zabodiel  Boylston  daied  to  inoculate 
three  of  his  own  household,  wliich  resulted  in  comj)lete  suc- 
cess ;  this  experiment  was  violently  oppposed  by  the  rest  of 
the  meLlical  faculty,  who  carried  public  oj)inion  with  them  : 
the  clergy  were  in  favor  of  inoculation  and  most  lortunate 
and  happy  re-^ults  have  crowned  his  genins  and  his  memciy 
and  their  prescience. 

In  1730  about  4000  ca::5es  of  small  pox  occurred;  one 
tenth  of  whom  were  inoculated  :  at  this  time,  it  cariied  oil 
about  500.  In  1752  it  again  appean^d  amoni:st  tin?  then 
15,084  inhabitants  ;  7()69  were  Mip[)osed  to  ha\  e  then  re- 
ceived the  disease  :  many  of  the  citizens  removed  fiom  the 
town,  and  all  residents  but  1~4,  had  it  eidicr  by  inoculation 
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or  the  natural  way:  2124  were  treated  by  the  iirbt  melliod, 
ot'wlioin  30  dieJ  :  55  15  wcmo  eci/ed  with  il,  ol' wijoni  539 
died  :  it  again  made  ravaLji  ,s  iii  lh(.'  sear.s  l/(i4^  177(;.  aud 
1778  ;  but  willi  lei^o  p^didui  fiic;ui:i:>lai;(.*es  ;  iiciu  Kill  to 
1S21),  but  six  deaths  oceurit.'d  I)/ .-iuali  pu:v  :  fiDin  I'-^'Jl  to 
1830,  eii^-ht  deallis  :  hem  l^iU  le  lo;>.s  ihiily  iiiiie  dealhs, 
ami  llio-ie  mushy  at  Raiustord  ishuid:  a  hiw  was  iiKui  m  lorco 
for  removing  aU  iulecled  persons  wiih  >jiiall  pov.  to  die  hes- 
piud  at  that  place  :  aud  du'y  were  trmUud  widi  proper  care 
and  alteuhou,  and  on  tJiat  heaUhv  spot  tbey  were  iieiieraUy 
restoied;  iu  lo3G,  a  re.-i,-Uuiee  was  ma(.!e  to  dait  law  a.s  be- 
ing uueonslitutional.  which  occa.-ioned  its  r(^pcnil  ;  and  iu 
1839  sixty  deadis  occLured;  in  18-10  1 15  deaths,  and  since 
then,  above  200  have  thed  widi  h. 

Vaceinaliou  with  the  virus  irom  Cow  pock  matter,  was  a 
discover}^  made  by  Dr.  Jenner  of  EniihineL  and  introduced 
here  about  the  3-ear  1800,  b)-  Dr.  Benj.  Walerhouse,  which 
proved  an  edeclual  substitute  lur,  mul  prevtmlive  auainst  the 
small  pox  ;  life  is  iu)t  endangened  by  ii  or  th;;  f;u-e  di^huured, 
and  the  city  authoiities  have  nuide  })rovi,-ion  lor  a  Irce  vac- 
cination of  all  who  apj)ly  for  it  by  the  Port  })hy.-:ician.  wlio 
sately  operated  on  39li5  persons,  duriuLi-  the  years  1814  and 
5  ;  in  184G,  on  5592;  and  in  1847  on  1203;  and  the  cases  e.v- 
amined  with  a  view  to  lest  a  safety  from  ])revious  vaccina- 
tion, have  etpialled  Ine  a'oove  in  number — the  cases  of 
suiaU  pox  wluch  came  unihn-  tfn^  care  of  the  Port  pfiN  tician 
iu  1840  were  142,  and  iii  lol7.  7  1.

conveniently  be  obtained  by  individual.-^  oi^  iiiuderaUi  for- 
tune :  that  plan  has  been  diligently  aiul  succe.-.^udl  >'  ]..ur- 
sued  and  their  library  numbers  1 1,000  volumes ;  laLduiiing 
a  good  selection  from  French  authors  :  the  shares  in  this 
Library  originally  were  not  trajisferable,  and  at  the  decea.-e 
Oi  a  holder,  his  share  was  becjueadiCLl  to  the  living  mLniil;er.-> ; 
as  the  society  owned  the  Library  building  in  the  centre  of 
the  south  range  of  dwellings  on  Franklin  Place,  the  surviv- 
ing share-owners,  raised  the  price  of  shares  to  twenty  ii\'e 
dollars,  witli  an  annual  tax  of  two  dollars  lor  tlie  increa.re 
and  preservation  of  the  librarv.  The  .-diares  are  jiow  trans- 
ferable and  do  not  cease  with  the  death  of  a  proprietor  :  their 
Library  in  Fraaklin  plaee  is  o])en  on  ThursJay  forenoons 
and  afternoons  of  Saturday,  for  the  delivery  of  books  to  pro- 
prietors. 

THE  ATlIENa:UM,  WITH   AN  ENGRAVING. 

For  several  years  a  number  of  Boston  literary  gentlemen 
who  conducted  a  literary  publication  callt-d  the  ]\h)nthly 
Anthology,  issued  proposals  in  iSOi)  for  a  public  reading 
room  at  10  dollars  per  year  to  subscriber-,  wliirli  received  a 
large  number  of  names  to  sanction  ihe  undei  lakiiig  ;  on  the 
popularity  of  the  oiler  thev  concluded  to  aihl  a  libiary  :  in  a 
little  time  the  donation  of  books  for  the  i:i,-iil ndon  amovmk  d

open  every  evening  during  the  winter  season,  except  Sun- 
day, and  three  evenings  per  week  during  the  warm  season  : 
this  institution  is  made  prosperous  by  scientific  lectures 
daring  the  winter  evenings  and  the  generosity  of  the  mer- 
cantile portion  of  the  conmrunity.

Was  founded  Feb.  22d,  1820.  under  the  siipervi>ion  of  the 
Mass.  Charitable  Mechanic  Association  ;  this  iiislilntion  i<  re- 
puted as  having  done  much  aood  in  dis.^eniinatihg  Kj.c  p  l- 
edge and  information  amomi-  the  indnslrious  crall  ;  and  ii  a 
liberal  construction  should  be  placed  on  what  il  might  pro- 
duce, ol  benefits  to  the  young  aspiring  mind  hy  its  lo-ler  pa- 
rent, their  renewed  lights  of  science  would  attract  our  youth

THE  MASSACHUSETTS  HUMANE  SOCIETY. 

This  Society  was  established  Feb.  23,  1791.  The  object 
of  its  formation  was  to  resuscitate  life  in  any  person  who  by 
any  accident  may  appear  suddenly  to  be  inert  and  lifeless ; 
to  encourage  all  rational  means  for  restoring  them  to  anni- 
mate  life  :  and  to  award  medals  of  Silver  or  Gold  to  all  per- 
sons who  may  be  the  cause  of  saving  any  of  his  fellow  creat- 
ures from  drowming  or  other  sudden  death. 

MASSACHUSETTS  FHIE  SOCIETY, 

Was  incorporated  June  25th,  1794.  Its  founders  establish- 
ed this  society  on  the  broad  basis  for  affording  relief  to  un- 
fortunate suHerers  by  fu'c  in  any  part  of  the  State,  and  to  re- 
ward the  inventor  for  any  useful  machine  for  extinguishing 
fires,  and  to  patronize  any  one  making  extraordinary  exer- 
tions in  such  a  time  of  calamity,  kc. 
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THE  MASSACHUSETTS  CHARITABLE  MECHANIC  ASSOCIATION, 

Was  instituted  March  15th,  1795.  Tliis  institution  com- 
prises many  handreds  of  our  most  ingenious  and  respectable 
mechanicSj  and  as  a  society  has  done  much  for  their  indi- 
vidual benefit  in  raising  tlie  various  useful  crafts  to  an  hon- 
orable staiiding  in  die  community,  and  achieved  important 
results  and  benciils  to  the  public  at  large,  by  a  triennial  con- 
centration of  the  best  productions  of  geinus  in  every  depart- 
ment of  the  usefnl  and  fine  Arts ;  by  a  great  and  glorions 
FAIR,  whicli  once  in  every  tiuve  years  tills  the  eye  with  de- 
light for  its  grandeur,  and  the  heart  with  patriotic  impulse  and 
gratitude,  and  dieir  own  coilers  v/ith  a  fair  compensation  : 
and  this  year,  1817,  their  fiUh  fair  v.dll  be  opened  with  a  gen- 
erous display  of  the  neatest  handy-work  of  artists  and  arti- 
zans  in  every  department  of  choice  work  accomplished  by 
man  or  woman;  in  Faneuil  and  Quincy  Hall. 


THE  PROVINCE  HOUSE,  1679. 

This  is  a  large  brick  bnihliug  in  the  rear  of  Stores  oppos- 
ite the  western  end  of  IMilk  street :  it  is  of  three  stories;  lifty 
feet  back  from  Newbury  (Washington)  street  :  it  had  a  pret- 
ty lawn  or  garden-plat  in  front,  with  an  iron  rail-fence ;  at  the 
gate  of  which,  two  largo  oak  trees  imparted  an  agreeable 
shade  and  beauty  to  the  place  :  tlie  house  was  ascended  by 
a  ilight  of  about  twenty  stone  steps  :  a  cupola  surmounted 
the  roof,  which  supported  a  bron/.ed  figure  of  an  Indian  chief 
widi  a  Bow  and  Arrow  as  a  vane  :  (which  when  he  heard 
^  the  bell  ring  for  diinier,  invariably  lired  olF  his  arrow  and 
^  came  down  for  his  lunch  :  this  was  told  to  srndU  vicn  and 
v:omcn;  many  of  whom  have  narrowly  watched  for  that 
event,  only  to  be  grievously  disapj)ointed  :)  tin;  lace  of  the 
house  was  decorated  with  tlie  King's  arms,  rielily  carved  and 
Uus  work  is  preserved  in  the  hall  of  tlu^  Hibtorical  So- 
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ciety :  the  estate  was  a  gift  from  the  State,  to  the  Massachu- 
setts General  Hospital,  and  the  trustees  of  that  iustitulion 
leased  it  for  99  years :  places  for  trade  and  business  have 
been  erected  on  its  front  garden-plat ;  preventing  its  being 
seen  short  of  entering  Province-house  court :  on  a  rail  which 
surmounts  the  balustrade  over  the  portico,  are  these  letters 
and  figures,  16.  P.  S.,  79,  Avhich  probably  gives  the  date  of 
its  erection. 


FIRES  IN  BOSTON. 

1759,  Nov.  14lh.  A  fire  commenced  a  litde  south  of  Oli- 
ver's bridge  in  Water  street,  and  swept  off  all  the  buildings 
to  the  lower  end  of  Water  and  Milk  streets ;  ten  or  twelve 
dwelling-houses  and  a  number  of  stores  and  shops  were  des- 
troyed. 

1760,  IMarch  17th.  A  fire  broke  out  at  the  west  part  of 
the  town,  called  New  Boston,  destroying  a  Carpenter's  shop 
and  dwelling-house. 

The  next  day  a  store  on  Griffin's  (Liverpool)  wharf  took 
fire  :  the  chamber  was  a  laboratory  used  by  the  British  sol- 
diers, and  the  powder  therein,  demolished  the  building  with 
some  injury  to  the  limbs  of  a  few  persons,  and  fright  to 
some  thousands — for  the  extremities  of  the  town  moved  by 
the  shock. 

March  20tli.  A  fire  broke  out  from  the  dwelling-house  of 
Mrs.  ]\Iary  Jackson  &  Son,  at  the  Brazen  Head,  Cornhill ; 
(Washington  street,)  fiiree  or  four  large  buihlings  on  the 
street  were  consumed  :  all  the  stores  fronting  Pudding  Lane 
(Devonshire  Btreet)  with  every  dwelling-house,  but  those 
fronting  on  King  (State  street)  and  a  house  of  Mi\  Spooner's 
on  Water  street  to  Quaker  Lane  (Congress  street) ;  and  from 
thence,  only  leaving  the  house  of  C.  Waldo,  it  burned  down 
e  very  house,  shop,  store,  Lc.  to  Oliver's  Dock  [Liberty  Sq.:]  a 
change  of  wind  carried  the  fire  into  the  lower  part  of  King 
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(State)  street  and  destroyed  the  corner,  opposite  the  Bunch 
of  Grapes  tavern  (New  England  Bank)  and  all  the  buildings 
but  two,  in  that  direction  to  Long  Wharf:  in  the  dhection  of 
Congress  street  it  took  every  house  but  the  Julien  corner  at 
Milk  street,  and  from  thence  to  the  bottom  of  ]\Iilk  street ; 
and  every  house  but  three  to  Fort-hill  ]  with  all  the  buildings 
from  Oliver's  Dock  to  Mr.  HallowelPs  ship-yard,  with  his 
dwelling-house  ;  the  Sconce  of  the  S.  Battery,  with  all  build- 
ings on  WendalPs  wharf :  so  that  from  Pudding-laue  to  the 
waters  edge,  not  a  building  w^as  to  be  seen  but  those  before- 
mentioned  :  beside  which,  it  consumed  a  large  ship  and  8 
or  9  other  vessels  :  the  aggregate  loss,  was  the  Quaker  meet- 
ing-house;  133  dwelling-houses:  36  barns:  63  stores:  66 
shops  :  total,  299  buildings  :  relief  was  necessary  to  be  had 
for  many  of  the  unfortunate  sulTerers,  and  voluntary  contri- 
butions were  made  to  the  amount  of  £22, 107,  Is. 6d. — the 
loss  was  estimated  at  £7 1,11 2. 7s. 3d. — 438  of  these  suirerer.s 
petitioned  the  gracious  parliament for  relief,  but  its  an- 
swer was  as  silent  as  a  wdiisper  from  the  dumb. 

1774,  Aug.  10th.  At  11  o'clock  at  night  a  fire  broke  out 
in  a  large  brick  dwelling-house  belonging  to  ]\lr.  and  Mrs. 
Campbell  in  Fish  street,  five  or  six  doors  from  JMountfort's 
corner  at  the  foot  of  North  Square  :  the  lower  part  of  the 
house  was  in  full  blaze  before  its  tenants  were  aware  of  it  : 
several  escaped  by  the  windows,  naked  and  burnt :  five  per- 
ished in  the  flames,  three  w^omen  and  two  children. 

1787,  April  20th.  A  fire  commenced  in  a  malt-house  be- 
^  longing  to  Mrs.  Patten  in  Beach  street :  the  wind  from  the 
N.  E.,  with  great  velocity  carried  flakes  of  fire  to  a  great 
distance,  firing  many  liouses  at  the  same  lime :  in  fifteen 
minutes  the  spire  of  Ilollis  street  meeting-house,  nearly  50 
rods  from  where  the  fire  began,  was  seeir  to  blaze,  and  in  a 
short  time  the  whole  edifice  was  burnt  to  the  ground:  100 
buildings  were  consumetl,  about  60  of  them  elegant  and 
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costly :  both  sides  of  the  main  street  was  laid  waste  from 
Eliot  to  Nassau  street. 

1791^  July  30lh.  A  fu*e  commenced  in  the  Rope-walk  of 
IMr.  Edward  Howe  on  IVIilk  street,  and  quickly  communica- 
ted to  a  cluster  of  six  others,  600  feet  in  length,  one  of  them 
two  stories ;  all  filled  wilh  hemp,  tar  and  other  combustible 
materials;  the  wind  at  hrst  was  from  the  east,  blowing  the 
immense  cloud  of  smoke  and  flame  to  the  westward,  where 
immense  devastation  of  property  would  have  occurred;  but 
it  soon  veered  to  the  south,  and  swept  off  96  buildings  in  its 
path  to  the  sea  at  Russia  wharf:  the  amount  of  loss  was  es- 
timated at  about  :ii^210,000. 

The  Selectmen  vrere  desirous  that  Rope-walks  should  not 
be  built  in.  the  heart  of  the  town,  and  generously  tendered  to 
the  sufferers  the  use  of  the  iiats  on  the  west  of  the  Common; 
to  buihl  there,  rent  and  taxes  free  :  they  there  built  six  which 
were  burnt  down,  Feb,  18th,  1806  :  five  were  re-built  and 
again  burnt  in  1819.  They  had  now  been  in  quiet  posses- 
sion of  the  land  about  twenty-five  years ;  long  enough  fortlie 
rights  of  a  squatter,''  to  be  judicuiUij  maintained;  and 
they  then  contemplated  laying  the  whole  out  in  handsome 
house  lots. 

The  hubbub  which  that  produced  in  lliis  ^-  City  of  Nolions," 
was  not  of  the  most  pacific  nature  ;  the  land  was  part  and  par- 
cel of  our  beautiful  common,  and  if  buildings  were  there 
erected,  the  western  view  of  the  country  would  be  shut  out, 
and  the  air  over  the  Common  vitiated  by  eiernal  smokes 
from  some  quarter:  the  citizens  declared  that  not  one  stone 
or  brick  shouhl  lay  upon  anolherj  if  any  one  attemptiul  to 
buihl  on  that  ground  ;  under  these  circumstances  tliey  were 
incfuced  to  submit  their  claim  to  a  board  of  referees; 
who  awarded  them  fifty  thousand  dollars  for  a  rcliiiquisJimcnt 
of  their  claim,  and  the  town  authorities  paid  that  amount  for 
their  neglect  of  seeing  to  the  public  property  and  maintain- 
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1-.^  XX  rights  judiciaUy  to  what  it  owned  :  That  lot  is  now 
the  splendid  Flower  Garden,  comprising  an  area  of  twenty- 
four  acres ;  to  become  in  time  the  pride  and  beauty  of  Bos- 
ton, and  which  we  hope  may  be  preserved  for  the  enjoyment 
of  the  citizens  at  large,  and  from  being  over-run  as  water 
llats/"^  or  its  value  lost  or  diminished  by  ^Mand  sharks.^'

CIIARLESTOWN  BIIIDGE,  1786. 

The  ever  busy  and  enterprising  people  of  Boston,  not  yet 
recovered  from  the  dire  effects  of  a  seven  years'  war  which 
was  but  closed  in  1783,  undertook  a  remarkably  important 
and  expensive  public  work,  and  one  quite  problematical  as 
to  its  favorable  results  : — that  of  erecting  a  Bridge  across  the 
deep  waters  between  Boston  and  Charlestown  :  it  was  the 
first  ever  attempted  in  America:  John  Hancock,  Thomas 
Russell,  Nathh  Gorham.  Eben.  Parsons  and  others,  were  in- 
corporated for  completing  that  grand  project  March  9,  1785  * 
and  on  the  17th  of  June,  1786,  it  was  completed  and  opened 
for  passengers  :  salutes  of  13  guns  were  hred  from  Bunker 
and  Copp's  hill  at  sunrise  :  the  eight  bells  of  Christ's  Church 
gave  a  merry  peal  widi  national  airs  ;  and  great  preparations 
were  made  for  a  day  of  social  joyful  festivity :  at  1  o'clock 
the  proprietors  assembled  at  the  Old  Town  House,  and  they, 
with  the  branches  of  the  legislature  and  citizens,  were  es- 
corted by  the  military  for  a  dedic|xtion  of  the  bridge,  when 
a  salute  was  fired  from  the  Castle  :  on  their  arrival  at  the 
bridge,  the  military  opened  right-and-left  for  the  procession 
to  pass  through,  as  far  as  the  draw  of  the  bridge,  which  was 
up;  the  president  of  the  corpoiation  dircclcd  tlio  draw  to  be 
lowered:  wdien  a  salute  from  Copp's  Hill  with  shouts  from 
20,000  freemen  made  the  welkin  ring  :  the  procession  again 
formed,  and  ascended  Breed's  Hill  where  another  salute 
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greeted  llicm^  and  perliaps  best  of  all,  a  plentiful  diinicr  '-nt 
for  the  gods/'  on  two  tables  of  320  feet  lenulli  each;  800 
sat  down  to  the  feast  and  tlie  lk)w  of  ^vit  ami  sentiinentj 
closed  the  scene  uf  festivity  and  sobriety  at  G  o'clock. 

The  abutment  on  the  Charlestown  side,  from  the  landing 
was  100  feet :  space  to  the  ilrst  pier  IG  1-2  feet:  36  piers  at 
equal  distances  to  the  draw  622  1-2  feet :  draw  30  feet  :  3f) 
piers  on  Boston  side  672  feet :  space  to  th(i  abutment  IG  1-2 
feet :  from  that  to  the  landing  4j  1-2  feet :  whole  lengdi 
1503  feet. 

The  bridge  is  on  75  ranges  of  piers,  each  composed  uf 
seven  heavy  sticks  of  oak  timber  united  by  a  cap  piece,  willi 
strong  braces  and  girls ;  the  piers  connected  to  eacli  other 
by  large  .slriiig  pieces  and  covered  with  four  inch  plank  : 
the  bridge  is  42  feet  wide,  with  a  railed  foot-passage  of  6 
feet  on  each  side  ;  llie  centre  of  the  bridge  is  two  feet  higher 
than  at  the  ends  :  the  whole  lighted  by  40  handsome  lamps  : 
4  strong  stone  wliarves  connecting  ^vitll  three  piers  each,  are 
built  at  the  sides  of  the  bridge  to  add  to  its  strengdi,  and  for 
a  convenience  in  landing  lumber,  kc.  :  the  door  of  the 
bridge,  at  the  highest  tide,  is  four  feet  above  the  water  ; 
which  generally  rise  from  12  to  14  feet :  tlie  longe-t  pier  is 
47  feet :  the  cost  of  the  bridge  about  srjO,000,  divided  uiXo 
150  shares  :  the  tolls  doubled  on  Sundays,  and  forty  years 
allowed  for  the  extent  of  the  charter;  paying  yearly  to  the 
College  at  Cambridge,  Ji>6G(),66  in  consideration  of  their  in- 
comedoss  from  ferrage,  which  was  in  ihcir  own  right. 

The  foity  years  wa^  snb.-e(piently  exk-nded  to  seventy,  xin 
account  of  building  Cambridge  bridge,  and  Uien  die  double 
toll  was  discontinued  :  we  have  been  thus  particular  in  these 
details,  considering  the  work  at  that  time  a  great  underta- 
king and  pixisuming  it  wnll  interest  the  sons,  by  showing  tlie 
enterprise,  foresight  and  [)ublic  spiiit  of  the  father's  ;  for  that 
property  has  netted  so  large  an  income,  that  the  shares  have 
been  sold  at  from  2500  to  3000  dollars  each. 
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This  bridge  became  unproductive  in  1828,  on  account  of 
Warren  toll-free  bridge,  and  its  draw  was  raised  for  a  per- 
manency :  In  1839  a  violent  storm  drove  the  ship  Colum- 
biana from  her  moorings  in  Charlestown,  staving  her  through 
four  ranges  of  its  piers:  in  1810,  the  Legislature  of  Massa- 
chusetts purchased  the  franchise  and  properties  of  the 
bridge  at  830,000,  and  resolved  that  the  two  Bridges  should 
be  put  in  the  be^t  state  of  repah'  and  a  toll  taken,  to  pay  the 
cost  of  the  old  bridge,  the  repairs  on  both,  with  an-  extra 
fund,  the  interest  of  which,  will  keep  them  in  good  order: 
at  this  time  both  the  Charlestown  bridges  are  free  of  toll. 

Cambridge  bridge,  built  in  1793,  and  Cragie's  bridge, 
built  in  1809,  have  been  purchased  by  a  company  for  the 
purpose  of  making  them  free-toll  bridges;  by  the  year  1858 
this  great  work  will  be  accompli^^hed  ;  ihuir  charters  would 
expire  in  1879,  and  their  franchise  then,  revert  to  the  State, 
for  their  legislation ;  but  the  patriotic  citizens  of  Boston  and 
Cambridge^  have  contrived  to  make  them  free  as  public  roads  at 
an  earlier  date.  

BALLOON  ASCENSION. 

My.  Lewis  A.  Lauriat,  says,  that  he  has  ascended  in  his 
Balloon  48  times  from  various  places  between  the  British 
Provinces  and  Mexico,  and  tlie  highest  altitude  he  ever  at- 
tained, was  at  24,500  feet,  admuasured  by  the  Barometer 
and  Revolving  Index:  that  being  3000  feet  beyond  tlie 
upper  clouds  :  there  the  thermometer  ranged  from  12  to  15 
dcgiceti  below  freezing  poiiit,  and  at  that  elevation  the  air 
'N^i>  &o  raritied  ai  lo  cause  the  gass  in  the  balloon  to  expand 
nearly  a  third  more  in  capacity  than  it  was  on  leaving  the 
earth  :  and  the  diliiculty  of  breathing  was  such  as  to  cause 
three  times  respiration  lo  one  below  : — Ins  pulse  before 
starting  being  at  70.  rose  lo  llOamniuio;  causin;^- small 
blood-vessels  to  swell  and  strain  for  vent,  producing  great 
pain  in  the  forehead  ;  at  'iast,  streams  of  blood  from  his  nose 
</ave  relief  lo  hi^  lieud  :  still,  owiii^j  lo  the  evtreine  lii^hl- 
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iie\<s  of  the  atrno.spheK}  a  unA   li.  <-  r    pui  ..u, 

ihrou^li  tho  puies  uf  Ins  lH;dy  crciiUid  inc..^.,s,j,ii 
Nv.ilcr  wouhl  |ir  con.slaiitl v  ilc.-ii aljle. 

Oil  his  as(;(Mi,sioii  oa  Jiiiiu  JTlli,  1^39,  iV(aii  Cla'l-(ia,  tla;

great  rapidity  down  tlie  liarbor.  and  pcrcMMvinir  ilial  lie  v;as 
going  a  gr(,'at(n-  distance  than  was  (h:\-iial.do,  In?  inadc  many 
attempts  by  dragging  on  tho  }>]ains  and  ])a>^j:;g  ihronuh 
trees  near  Point  Shirh\\-^  in  Inipes  'du'v  would  Ining  iiirn  nj 
an  anchorage  ;  but  he  was  hnally  blown  olF  on  ihf  oct-aii 
and  lliere  dragged  lor  an  hour  and  a  ijuarliT,  In;  h(jlding  on 
to  the  ])roken  netting-wciik  unl.-ide  of  ihe  baih-on.  a  dis- 
tance of  30  miles,  towards  Cape  Ann:  lliere  he  wa-  re^clu d 
from  his  perilous  Mlualion  l)y  Capt.  Juhn  Pierce  ot'  W'oll- 
lleet,  who  took  him  on  boaid  lii<  ve-.-el  :  on  doing  ihi^.  the 
balloon  being  somewhat  relear^ed,  it  escaped  from  out  (jI  ihe 
remaining  net-work  and  went  Dli  on  the  wiiiL^s  ol  tli(.'  wird 
with  greater  rapidity  than  a  steam-engin.e,  and  wa^  a  total 
loss  :  it  cost  one  thousand  dcdlars. 

MR.   LAURIAT   l.F.SCUED  BY    CAPT.  TIERCK. 
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EXCHANGE  COFFEE  IIOUSEj  1808. 

The  old  FAcliaiigo  Colibe  lIoiisOj  covciin;^;  12,753  square 
fool  ofi^ioimd,  was  completed  in  1808  ]  the  present  buildiiiii; 
bearing  that  tille,  stands  on  part  of  the  ground  ;  it  was  de- 
stroyed by  lire  Nov.  3,  1818;  it  was  the  most  extensive 
establishment  of  the  kind  in  the  United  States  :  the  building 
was  coniraenced  for  a  wild  speculation^  based  on  the  circu- 
lation of  Farmers  Exchange  Bank  bills,  which  had  no  actaal 
capital,  worth  nothing,  but  through  the  induence  of  building 
and  its  concomitants,  acquired  an  imaginary  value  :  the 
house  cost  upwards  of  half  a  million  of  dollars,  and  unfortu- 
nately for  every  one  concerned,  the  bills  were  so  current  as 
to  permit  it  to  be  built  Vvdth  seven  stories  instead  of  four,  as 
originally  designed;  when  on  lire  at  its  attic,  it  was  beyond 
tht-i  reach  of  engine  power,  and  as  Benjamin  Austin  ex- 
pressed himself,  on  learning  the  result,  it  was  conceived 
in  sin,  brought  forth  in  iniquity,  but  it  is  now  purilied  by 
lire.'' 

The  height  to  the  top  of  the  dome  on  the  building,  was 
about  100  feet,  and  the  diameter  of  that  dome  was  100  feet 
and  10  inches  :  the  house  contained  210  rooms,  with  a  din- 
ing room  to  seat  300  persons  :  the  principal  lioor  was  intended 
fijr  a  public  exchange,  but  it  never  was  used  for  that  pur- 
po -^e  :  it  had  a  reading  room ;  an  observatory,  billiard  rooms, 
bar,  <S>:c.  &:c. 

Tiie  next  morning  after  the  fire,  the  v*diole  isolated  front 
wall  on  Congress  street,  90  feet  hiuli  and  80  wide,  seemed 
loliering-  over  the  heads  of  llie  people ihe  opposite  build- 
ings were  only  28  feet  from  tlie  wall,  but  in  the  course  of 
lhal  aiid  the  succeeding  clay,  it  was  levelled  wilhout  any 
(lanuige  to  the  buildings,  or  the  tht)usands  of  spectators  who 
^v^n•e  witnesscjj  to  that  sublinn;  wreck  of  malter.

DETAfiTATIO.^  AISD    DilSECRATION    OF    TII£    BOSTON  CU14UHB3. 

By  the  occupation  of  Boston  by  the  10,000  British  troops 
under  Lord  Howe,  the  communities  of  the  cliurch(;s  were 
thrown  into  the  greatest  confusion.  Five  of  thinr  meeting- 
huuseSj  viz.  The  Old  South,  used  as  a  riding  circus,  Jhatilo 
St.;  Huliis  St.;  and  Lynde  St.  as  barracks  and  Hospitals  ;  and 
lire  staving  to  pieces  of  the  church  in  North  Square  for 
fuel,  caused  a  grievous  sensation  and  cahimity  to  tlie  whole 
people  of  Boston  :  The  Old  South  was  stripped  of  every  arti- 
cle of  wood  work  within  its  walls,  save  the  eastern  gallery, 
which  they  reserved  for  spectators  to  their  sports,  the  pulpit 
sounding-board,  and  the  flooring,  on  which  they  had  levelled 
about  two  feet  of  dirt  for  the  trampling  of  their  horses. 

All  the  pastors  friendly  to  the  rights  of  the  Americans  left 
the  town  daring  the  siege  but  Dr,  IMadier  and  Dr.  Andrew 
Eliot:  the  three  Episcopal  clergymen  fled  with  Gen,  Howe 
on  the  17th  of  ]March,  1776,  and  Dr.  Byles  of  Hollis  St. 
church  was  dismissed  for  his  predilection  for  the  canse  of 
royalty  :  INIr.  jMorehead's  Church  in  Federal  St,  was  vacant, 
and  l\Ir.  CroswelPs  (Christ's  Church,)  was  untenantable  dur- 
ing the  cold  or  stormy  season  :  and  Dr.  Eben,  Pernberton, 
pastor  of  the  New  Brick  (corner  of  Hanover  and  Bichmond 
Sis,)  died  June  27,  1777. 

The  first  movement  in  this  sad  state  of  the  churches 
was  an  union  of  the  society  of  the  Old  North,  (which  church 
was  destroyed  by  tire  Briti^h)  with  the  Society  of  the  'New 
Brick,  under  die  title  of  the  second  churcli,  June  27,  1779. 
■  The  lirst  movement  of  the  people  on  tlieir  return  to  Bo^tun 
was  by  taking  down  every  emblem  of  Royalty;  King's 
Arms,  Signs,  &c.,  and  with  them  in  State  Street  they  made 
a  bonlire. 
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BOSTON  ALMS-IIOUS:  J  1(160. 

The  Old  Alms-house,  AVoik-hoir^e  and  Bridewell  with  a 
Granary,  occiv^iod  ihe  whole  lanulh  of  Par':  f>tre3L  :  the  first 
proposal  for  a?i  Ahns-house  on  the  Boston  Recordr',  was  made 
ill  In^ov.  1650:  and  it  ix  noted  diat  in  Feb.  1G65,  a  person 
was  admitted  :  ^'  The  Granary  was  a  long  wooden  building 
for  storing  12,000  bushels  of  gr.ain,  to  deal  out  to  tliOoO  v/ho 
bought  by  small  quantilies,  at  an  advance  of  10  per  cent  on 
the  cost:  The  Alms-house  was  two  stories,  built  of  brick  in 
the  form  of  an  L,  with  a  gable  roof:  the  Work-house  was 
also  two  brick  stories  for  dissolute  and  vagrant  persons  :  The 
Bridewell  was  a  sort  of  a  prison  for  the  disorderly  :  a  part 
of  the  building  was  for  insane  persons  :  the  Alms-hous;-'  was 
burnt  down  Dec.  T8th,  1682,  and  re-built  June,  1686  :  the 
Work-house  was  built  1738. 

The  new  Alms-house  in  Leverett  street  near  the  Lowell 
Depot,  was  erected  in  1800  :  270  feet  front  length  by  56  feet 
depth — of  4  stories  :  well  built  with  brick  :  the  basement 
was  for  workshops  and  three  large  kitchens :  over  those, 
were  48  rooms  24  by  22  feet :  in  the  centre  of  the  range  was 
a  Hall  40  by  50  feet,  and  over  that  a  chapel  of  the  same 
fiize,  widi  large  arched  windows  fiiushed  with  lluted  pihas- 
ters  of  the  Ionic  order :  the  front  and  rear  yards  were  80  by 
280  feet :  the  inmates  of  this  building  were  removed  to  the 
city  lands  and  public  establishment  on  South  Boston  Point 
in  1825,  and  the  lot  sold  to  private  individuals. 

The  present  imposing  buildings  of  granite  for  a  House  of 
ColTection,  House  of  Industry,  House  for  Juvenile  oirenders 
and  House  for  Insane  persons  at  South  Boston  have  been 
erected  at  various  tiates,  as  reipiiied  by  the  occasion;  the  two 
first  in  1821  and  oiliers  after  thai  dale,  on  the  City  lot  (jf  up- 
wards of  iOO  acres  of  land  :  tlie  establishments  there  in  all 
thei/  separate  compartments,  enjoy  a  high  reputation  for 
iheir  judicious  management  by  competent  and  carelul  clii- 
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cers;  the  houses  of  Correclion  and  Indusliy  are  each  220  feet 
loiia*,  43  feet  wide  and  29  feet  high. 

The  County  Jail  in  Leveielt  street,  and  House  of  Correc- 
tion connected  with  it,  w^as  linisfied  in  1822;  in  1823  the  Ohl 
Jail  on  Court  street  was  taken  down  and  its  materj;d,>  p.uily 
used  in  constructing  a  Gun-house  and  Ward  Room  on  Thacher 
street. 

Tln3  Court  Iloitse  on  School  street,  now  City  Hall  was 
built  in  1810.  it  consists  of  an  Octagon  centre  55  feet  wide, 
with  two  wings  2G  by  40  feet  each,  and  eacl;  having  en- 
trances from  the  front  and  rear  ;  the  length  of  the  whole 
building  is  140  feet:  in  it  are  Halls  in  the  second  slorV;  forlhe 
INIayor  and  Aklermen;  Common  Council  and  roojns  fur  tlie 
City  Clerk,  City  Marshal,  City  Auditor^  and  Snperintendant 
of  the  city  cemeteries,  and  on  the  lower  floor  olhces  of  Pro- 
bate, Clerks  of  the  'Supreme  and  Court  of  Common  Pleas 
Courts ;  rooms  for  Judges  and  Law  Library  and  for  (hand 
and  Petit  Juries  :  the  cost  of  the  building  was  ^^92,017,1^.  ilie 
lower. floor  is  brick,  laid  in  cement.  The  Registry  of  Deeds 
ofTice  i3  in  the  rear  of  the  City  Hall  in  a  fire-proof  building. 


COURT  HOUSE,  COURT  STRErT. 

Commenced  building  in  1831  and  was  completed  in  LSGO, 
its  size  is  176  feet  by  54,  its  height  57  feet,  of  4  stories  ;  tlie 
front  and  rear  entrances  are  ornamented  with  a  portico  and 
four  granile  llut(;d  pillars;  the  story  next  above  the  ]>:i:^cn:i'nt 
is  occupied  by  the  Police  and  Justices  Court  and  oiUvcns  for 
clerks  of  those  courts  and  of  the  Common  Pleas  and  Snpreme: 
witli  rooms  above  for  jurors  and  Law  Library  beloiigiii  L:  to  llie 
counsellors.  The  courls  of  Common  Pleas,  ]\Iunicip:il,  Su- 
preme Judicial,  United  States  District,  and  Uuited  Slates 
Circuit  Court  are  held  in  this  capacious  edifice ;  this  building 
stands  on  tho  site  of  ihe  Old  Court  House  and  Jail.

Samuel  Mather  Avas  a  son  of  the  venerated  Cotton  JNIatlier, 
and  after  the  decease  of  the  parent  was  settled  in  his  place 
as  colleague  with  J\Ir.  Gee.  at  the  old  North  :  his  union  with 
this  church  continued  nine  years,  when  some  dissatisfaction 
being  expressed  at  his  laxity  on  certain  points  of  doctrine  in 
his  sermons,  with  some  few  other  grounds  of  uneasiness,  a 
division  took  place  in  the  church  :  Mr.  Mather  applied  for 
a  dismission  in  Feb.  1744,  which  the  church  declined  to 
give  :  the  request  was  submitted  to  a  council,  by  whose  ad- 
vice they  voted  Oct.  23d,  to  dismiss  him  from  his  pastoral 
relations  and  allow  him  a  year's  salary  :  on  the  21st  of  Dec, 
thirty  of  ^'the  brethren'^  with  a  parting  blessing  from  the 
church,  left  that,  for  the  formation  of  a  new  society,  and  on 
the  29th  of  June,  1742,  sixty-three  women  left  and  united  in 
worsliip  at  the  corner  of  N(jrth  Bennet  and  Hanover  Sts. 

INIr.  M.  was  invested  with  the  title  of  Doctor  of  Divinity 
by  Harvard  College  in  1773.  He  continued  pastor  of  the 
church  until  his  decease,  June  27,  1785,  at  tlie  age  of  79. 
His  desires  were  to  be  privately  buried  and  not  to  have  any 
finieral  encomiums  from  any  quarter,  and  that  those  of  his 
church  who  left  their  lirst  pledge  at  the  Old  North,  should 
return  there  and  redeem  it :  most  if  not  all  of  which  de- 
s^ires  were  complied  wiili :  the  building  was  then  sold  to  a 
society  gcithering  to  worship  in  the  faith  of  the  Universalists, 
under  the  guidance  of  Mr.  John  IMurray. 
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STATISTICS  OF  TRAVKL. 

In  1788,  tlit^  iiiiei'LOurst'  \\  \[\\  disiant  towns 
was  limited  to  two  sia'^es  IVum  and  to  Vios- 
ton,  and  twelve  ho^^^es  on  liie  rout  to  Xew 
Haven:  the  lirsl  stage  started  from  Fcar^c's 
Tavern,  corner  ol'Loni^  Acre  (Common)  and 
Winter  Sueet : — In  171»<J  Twenty  Stages  and 
100  horses  were  employed,  which  the  Direc- 
tory of  that  year  exulted  in,  as  evidence  of 
great  prosperity  and  increase  of  business  : 
and  in  1806  there  were  tliirty  five  stages  for 
passengers  to  distant  places,  all  told. — At  this 
time,  iM7,  tliere  are  2oU  Stages  and  Omni- 
busses,  with  about  loOO  horses  emj)luyed,  not- 
witlistanding  liiere  are  seven  Hail  lioads  to 
(Ullerent  sections  of  the  country,  daily,  and 
almost  hourly,  loaded  down  wiili  passengejs 
and  goods. 

Two  lines  of  Stages  to  Camljridge  have 
about  200  horses  and  40  carriages ;  the  old 
line,  has  paiel  in  tolls,  over  Canibrulge  bridire, 
nearly  ."^5,000  i)er  year  for  some  few  of  ilie 
past  years.

The yn-.s7  block  of  buihliiiLTs  ciecleil  in  l)0<ton,  was  llio 
range  called  the  •*  Tojiline  in  Franklin  Place  ; — Up  lo  iJie 
year  171)2,  it  had  been  ii  ^louuh  oi- (jnainniie  and  lo  bniid 
theie  was  deemed  qnixolic  :  it  was  liist  diaiiied  and  kiid  ont 
as  a  i:arden  ;  a  li^li  pond  formed  and  stored  wilh  gold  and 
Filvur  iish  by  its  o\\iier,  Josijph  lUurell ;  a  nundjer  of  pcr- 
.^ons  associated  and  made  inve^^lmcnls  fur  building,  and  at 
the  expiration  of  a  nnmber  of  years,  the  i)roperl)'  Avas  lo  be 
divided  among  the  surviving  subscribers:  they  petitioned  tJio 
Legislature  for  a^r  act  of  incorporation  but  whicli  was  refused: 
llie  corner  stone  for  the  two  crescciit  rows,  of  1(5  buildinus 
each,  of  three  stories  hLiL.'lil,  was  laid  Aug.  8lh,  17*J3  :  iho 
centre  building  of  the  south  row,  ha-,  an  archevl  pa-saire-v»'ay 
fur  caiiiagc's  through  into  Oils'  Place,  which  buihliiig  is 
the  property  of  the  ljus'.on  Library  Society  :  — iii  the 
centre  of  the  area  betv;ecn  the  two  crescent  rows,  is  an  en- 
closed grass-plat  of  300  feet  in  the  form  of  an  clipse,  and  ia 
the  centre  of  the  plat,  is  a  monumental  Ukn  to  the  memoiy 
of  Dii.

.Stc,:  in  J7!».*j  it  had  become  quite  an  impcjrtant  mid  rare  cid- 
ItU'tion,  I  'l  1  icmoved  to  an  idejant  ll;ill,  at  the  corner  of 
)>romli«dv'.  aiid  (!(»mm!)n  strcL'ls  :  heie  it  was  tixteir-^ividy 
;jatroni/.ed  and  became  a  la-hionable  and  popular  place  lor 
nislrucliou  anil  amu:^ement,  alike  cieditabie  to  the  proprietor 
i.  id  the  commuinty:  but  unfortuni  ly  for  both,  it  was  de- 
•-iioye'il  by  fiii>  on  tlu^  ir)di  of  Jan.,  1803  :  rorminL,f  so  brilliant 
a  liiiht  as  tu  be  mmmi  in  I'n:  l-mnndi,  a  di.>laiu'e  of  7U  miles.

Hall  tlu.'y  were  again  burnt  out  on  the  Kitli  of  Jan.,  1807: 
this  building  was  lOS  feet  in  len_jlh  :  31  feet  in  width  an<l 
8()  feet  high  to  the  top  of  the  observatory,  ^vhicIi  was  sur- 
mounted with  a  figure  of  Minerva. 

The  proprietors  again  were  encoiu-aged  by  kind  as<i>tance

Mr.  IMi.  Woods,  in  tin!  huge  bnildiicj,- opp.isilc  lan.-ml  Ihill. 
and  a  con-ivUnable  nne  bi'r  of  cinior^itir^  were  hcrt^  collcclcd  ; 
but  not  becoming  a  fa.-jnionabh^  j)lace  f(U'  rc.>(;rt,  il  wa-^  at  hi-l 
hold  at  auction,  iu  1S22,  when  llic  bi':  t  pai!  of  il  w.us  pur- 
char  cd  as  additions  to  the  \i;w  l-aiglan.l  Mn-cinn.

'•o  Lowellj  with  which  he  e.-taljli.-^hed  the  Lowell  ?duseuni.'' 
In  the  same  year  J.  Ilarrinii;;on  located  a  ]\Iuseum  in  the 
rooms  previously  occupied  by  the  New  En^iland  ?.[u-eum, 
composed  mainly  of  part  of  the  collection  of  the  American 
Museum  of  Philadelpliia.  Il  was  very  neatly  arraiiL^ed  and 
kept  open  for  about  two  years,  but  failin:^-  to  be  prolitable 
to  the  proprietor,  was  at  ihj  end  of  that  time  broken  up  and 
t()U\  at  auction  v/ilh  a  iireat  loss. 

In  the  spring  of  1841,  ^h.  iNIoses  Kimball  eslabli.^hed  and 
opened  ihe  Boston  jMusenm,  uniting  the  representaliun  of 
plays  with  tlio  IMuseum  establishment,  in  a  new  building  at 
die^  corner  of  Trciiiont  and  Ihomlitdd  streets,  an  enL:ra\  ing 
of  which  is  Ik  :e  iiiUodnccd.  Tiiis  collcclion  was  very  e\- 
tjn.:>ive;  Cuuipri.^i.ig  vM  the  valuable  ailh  le^  pnrcha,  ed  in 
the  New  EiH!;land  I\Iiiseum  co-lleclion — the  entire  of  the 
('oncord  (N.  II.)  IVIu.^enm.  A  variety  of  rare  specimens  of 
Birds  and  I'iua. uMj^)ed>,  and  innuincrable  natuial  and  aidii-

this  society  has  done,  caiuiot  bo  luatheinatically  esliuiatcd  ; 
but  ill  seasons  of  di  ti'es-.iii'j  sickness,  to  receive  such  hu.s])i- 
table  aidj  and  in  the  ([uiet,  unostenlatiuns  manner  it  e\'er 
has  been  dispense^ij  .-uitdy  mu-t  have  caused  the  fe(.'linL;s 
of  thousands  of  the  oppressed  to  expand  with  joy  and  lirat- 
itude.

BOSTON  SEAMAN'S  FlllExVD  SOCIETY^  1828. 

For  nineteen  years  this  society  has  continued  to  befriiMid 
the  seamen  by  acts  of  kinchiess  and  instruction  :  they  cum- 
menecd  religious  services  in  the  arclied  buihhng  on  Cential 
Wharf  in  1828  and  built  a  nuu  iner's  Church  on  Pnrcha.-e  Si. 
in  1830,  size  of  40  by  60  feet :  this  ar  ^ociatioa  for  the  benelit 
of  tlie  mariner,  was  but  tlie  second  formed  on  this  cunlineiit, 
and  they  have  hccw  the  cause  of  ^^reat  good  to  thai  poiiion 
of  onr  citizens  :  in  18  15,  they  erected  a  stalely  eililice  lur 
boarding  mariners,  atTorddiig  them  as  Lireat  com  einences  and 
comfortable  lodginizs  as  is  eiijoyi.'d  by  olhcis  :  die  ]iou-»*  is 
at  the  corner  of  Helmont  ;;nd  Purchase  street  :  it  coataiirs 
9  I  rooms  :  R(?ading  rooiii,  l)i  dni:,-  ro(^;a  and  pailors  ir.chuh'd; 
ioily-three  of  tlio  rooms  have  been  furni.^iied  by  ladies^  a>-i;- 
ciatioiis  or  by  indiviJu  d  l.iJie^,  and  eai'li  is  tided  over  the 
door  with  a  namii  given  to  ii  by  the  kind  ilt>nor ;  on  ihi?  iv)p 
of  the  biiiKliiig  is  an  observatory,  aif»)rding  a  vimv  of  iIk^ 
harbor  and  of  the  surrounding  country  :  this  is  Inily  a  com- 
fortable liouse  for  ihe  manner,  and  the  society  must  luia- 
voivlahly  be  the  meair^  (  f  avujomplisliing  ii  vast  amoUiii  of 
liootl  in  their  il.i\'  and  'veiieiiuion.

House  in  North  S(juar(^  is  a  SloKi  wtdl  stocked  by  them  with 
(n'ery  article  of  dress  for  a  Sailor,  manufactured  anil  made 
in  the  most  thorouiih  manner,  and  if  every  reader  of  this 
arti':h.'  who  wi>hes  to  befriend  a  .-ailor  will  ilirect  him  ti)  ilial 
eslaL'bshim^ut  tor  a  snp[)l\'  of  all  liis  wauls  on  <hore,  ho  will 
acc.»'M[)li.-h  therob}'  a  doulilo  acl  nf  (.'hai  ily — benclit  ihi'  jnH)r 
\v,  and  do  a  friendly  act  to  lln>  sailor.

Tliis  is  a  noble  cdiliee  of  4  stories,  erected  by  llie  eoston 
PORT  SOCIETY  and  leased  to  the  seamans'  aid  society  :  it  con- 
tains 40  rooms  over  tlio  basement  story  :  the  building  is  40 
feet  sc^uare  with  a  wing  evl.Muling  70  feet  of  tiu'ee  stories; 
in  the  basement  is  a  blorage  room  for  seameus^  luggage, 
kitchen,  laundry  and  bathing  Kjom  :  in  the  wing  is  a  spa- 
cious dining  hall  for  ^i-cating  an  liundied  persons:  it  has  a 
chapel  for  morning  and  evening  service  and  wliere  social  re- 
ligious meetings  are  held  every  \Vedne:^t!ay  evening  under 
the  guidance  of  llev.  K.  T.  'J'aylor  :  a  reading  and  news 
room  witli  a  good  li])rary  to  which  accessions  are  daily 
making;  and  a  store  tor  iho  sale  of  >ailors'  clothing;  the 
building  and  land  co.-^t  ahout  >3SjOOO  and  it  has  been  furnish- 
ed at  a  cost  of  about  ^2 1,000,  by  the  generous  contributions 
of  the  Uiutarians  C'hnrchcs  of  IhisIou  and  vicinity;  a  good 
bupply  of  water  is  on  the  crtale  and  two  force  pumps  supply 
each  of  the  stories  wiili  hot  or  cold  water,  as  )  e(]uired.

TIIF.  BOSTON  rJ'.MALE  A^\'l.V>l. 

Was  instituted  Sept.  25,  ISOO.  This  .-ocii'ly  w.'is  formed 
by  a  number  oi"  emluiMit  kidies  iur  llie  cliiiriluble  uiid 
eimobliiig  purpu-e  o)  relieviii;^-^  iii>ti ucliii^^^  employing, 
assisting'  aiiel  protecliu^'  teniLde  orpliau  ciiiidreu.  Tliey 
were  ineorporaled  Fob.  20j  luUiJ  ;  ilu;ir  success  in  reseuiuLr 
from  ruiii  llio  IcLtherluss  eiiildreu  ul"  the  cil)',  lias  ecpialled 
the  mo.-!,l  benevolent  expectations  of  its  founders;  liiou-ands 
of  little  parentless  girls  have  been  protected  and  supported 
by  lliem  through  the  weak  and  helpless  years  of  childhood, 
and  placed  lionoiahly  in  society  as  wurthy  and  valueil  mem- 
bers. Their  asylum  was  located  al  the  corner  of  Iniicoln  St. 
but  removed  in  18-16  lo  a  spacious  edilice  on  \Vashington  St. 
built  by  their  muniiicence  and  a  determination  to  do  their 
full  share  of  good  with  the  patriots  of  the  day.  This  insti- 
tution has  about  00  childien  under  its  protection  at  this  time.

THE  iiowAKu  i;nNr:v()jj:NT  socikty. 
Was  organized  June  1,  1812,  and  ineorporaleil  Feb.  Ki, 
1818.  Their  object  of  association,  was  to  search  out  and 
administer  to  the  WtUits  of  the  sici;  and  inlhrn  ;  more  parlic- 
ularly  that  class  wlio  are  not  entitled  to  any  special  commis- 
seration  from  the  churches  throuLih  membLMsliip:  in  the 
winter  season  a  load  of  \vood  dropped  at  the  door  of  an 
unfortunate  family  or  that  of  a  poor  woman  is  an  important 
blessing  to  the  receiver,  and  cannot  fail  of  raising  their 
voices  to  grateful  sentiments  in  return  for  sucli  generous 
beneliciaries;  it  clieers  tlie  heart  and  prom^)ls  to  virtue. 


city  covernmknt. 
Six:  inefTectual  attempts  liad  been  made  at  various  timt^s 
))y  a  portion  of  the  citizens  for  a  charter  government  with 
City  powers  for  the  town  of  Boston;  the  lirst  attempt  was  in 
1651  ;  the  second  in  1708=^^  and  the  third  in  1781  ;  at  tin-  la>t 
period  llie  subject  was  tlehated  and  masterly  haianevl  by 
various  speakers,  and  the  meeting  concluded  with  rai.dnu-  a 
committee  of  thirteen,  to  report  a  better  plan  of  govcnnnieiit 
than  that  of  town  powers,  if  needful  ;  and  also  a  better  regu- 
lation for  the  police  : — On  the  4th  c»f  June  the  commiilee 
made  their  report  with  two  lorm<,  one  vesting  the  power  in 
a  Mayor,  Recorder,  12  AKhnineii  aud  21  Couneilmen;  the 
other  to  delegate  nearly  the  same  [)Owers  to  12  selectmen, 
uij(;  froni  eacdi  ward;  ji/ined  with  a  president  and  ^i\  select- 
men chosen  at  lari^e  :  the  diseu.-^ion  of  lhe.se  propositions 
was  elab(jrat(i  and  leuLitliv,  and  tlie  meeting  closcid  with  a 
vole  to  print  the  iloeiimenl<  and  adjourn  the  deci>ioii  liicrcun 
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lo  the  17lh  of  June  :  on  thai  day  the  meeting  began  in  dis- 
order and  ended  in  tuninll :  tlie  general  ery  was  vociferous ; 

no  corporation^ — )i()  Mdijor  and  Ahkrincii^ — no  iiuioca- 
t'lOiiSj'^  tliis  constitQtud  llie  cliicr  rounds  from  imcea.--iiig 
roaring :  As  soon  as  the  moderator,  (lion.  Tlios.  Dawes) 
could  put  a  motion  for  acceptance  or  non-acceptance  of  the 
plans  to  the  people,  it  was  largely  voted  down  in  the  neg- 
ative. 

In  1785  tlie  sid.)ject  was  again  r(n'i\'ed,  and  wilh  less  cer- 
emony from  the  people, — it  rccoived  a  quiet vs  for  that  tiiiic  : 
In  1792  another  attempt  was  made  under  dilhucnt  aus])ices, 
and  propositions  made  ;  the  principal  elfect  of  which  wouhl 
have  been,  to  lessen  the  number  of  town  meetings,  and  this 
time  the  vote  was;  nay  701,  yea  517  :  eminent  persons  of 
both  political  parties,  which  at  this  time  assumed  a  distinc- 
tive character,  were  on  each  side  of  the  discussion  :  Hon. 
Benj.  Austin  on  the  major  party  and  Gov.  Sullivan  on  the 
minor. 

In  1804,  on  the  12tli  of  Jan.,  two  persons  were  chosen  in 
each  ward  to  form  a  commiitee  to  devise  some  improved 
plan  of  government  to  take  with  the  Boston  notions,'^  and 
they  reported  to  the  town  their  best  suggestions  on  the  9th  of 
April,  but  which  were  rejected  :  these  repeated  trials  for  a 
city  charier,  ever  ending  in  a  .strong  louil  voice  of  rejection, 
it  was  thought  would  [)ut  ''that  s[)iiit''  to  sleep  for  many 
years,  and  17  summers  did  pass  by.  betore  the  su])ject  was 
iigain  brought  forth  for  consi^leration  :  the  mass  of  the  peo- 
ple called  for  more  energy  and  decision  in  the  management 
of  the  alfairs  of  the  town,  and  in  1822,  the  town  of  I)Ostun 
surrendered  its  ancient  charter  and  with  it,  its  primitive  ad- 
inini.-tration  of  the  laws  and  nr(  i\  il  i>olilyj  and  deekevl  it.-elf 
in  the  m)stieal  einl)laz()nnu'nt  ol  a  eit)-  ;nul  vt'stment: 

On  the  7th  ol  Jan.,  at  a  r(\L:idar  meelinu-  of  the  citizens,  a 
c'lly  charter  was  voted  for  hy  a  majority  of  GOO.  and  on  a  final 
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decision  of  the  AvhoK;  r^iibji^ctj  0,1  iho  4th  of  Marcli.  tho  major 
vot(^  for  iiccuptaucMj  swulicJ  lo  91  (J,  wJiicli  was  ostablishcd 
ami  luado  known  by  a  proclamation  fiom  llic  ;iov(Miior  oil 
ihe  7th  of  that  munth.  Acconlin;^-  to  the  h-ltur  of  the  charter 
the  selectmen  divided  the  town  into  twcdve  wards,  with  as 
near  an  equal  number  of  iidiabilants  in  eachj  as  could  be 
conveniently  collected^  and  the  various  parties  proceeded  lo 
ori^ani/e  and  oliicer  the  wards:  liiero'  was  no  very  jiicat 
didiculty  in  lineling  candidate.-  fur  all  ihi.'  uliiecs  w  here  there 
were  duplicates;  for  each  of  tht;  political  parties  wcic  to 
share,  and  balance  the  scale  ;  but  that  of  Ma  >-ur.  was  rdone, 
solus;  and  could  not  be  divided  :  I\Iessr^.  11.  Cr.  Otis,  Jo.-iah 
(iuincy  and  Thomas  L.  Winthrop  were  candidates  for  tlie 
Mayoralty,  and  it  resulted  in  not  electing  either  :  on  the 
16lh  of  April  the  lion.  John  Phillips  was  chosen  i\Iayor  by 
nearly  a  unanimous  vote  : 

The  1st  of  J\lay  was  named  in  the  charter  as  the  political 
birth-day  of  the  city  irovernment,  and  great  pn^parations 
were  made  in  Faneuil  Hall  for  inducting  the  Mayor  and 
other  oliicers  in  their  new  stations  :  two  of  the  galleries  were 
filled  with  ladies,  and  the  hall  in  all  its  parts  crammed  to 
excess:  the  Rev.  Dr.  Baldwin  addressed  the  throne  of 
grace  with  prayer:  Chief  Justice  Parker  adnnnistered  the 
oaths  of  allegiance  and  of  ollice  to  the  Mayor  elect,  who 
qualiiied  the  Aldermen  and  nu?mbers  of  the  Common  Coun- 
cil: — the  chairman  (Mr.  Williams)  of  the  selectmen  then 
addressed  the  new  olhcers,  and  delivered  lo  the  Mayor  the 
city  charter,  enclosed  in  a  superb  silver  vase  and  the  ancient 
act  for  incorporating  liosloii  as  a  town,  nearly  Uvo  centurii's 
previous,  with  the  books  of  its  records: — llie  Mayor  repliud 
with  judicious  renunks  on  the  past  government  and  it  having 
safely  and  jMosperousl)'  protected  the  cili/ens  under  its  pan- 
oply :  and  Oil  the  subj(^ct  of  a  change  in  the  form  of  it,  lio 
obxu'ved,  that  if  iIk^  charter  as  then  granted  bv  the  lei:i.'>la- 
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turc  vvaa  not  pcrfi^cl  in  all  its  devclopemeiits  for  the  best 
rules  to  Hicul  the  lu'aily  c'iM)|)ciatiuii  ami  appiolnitioii  of  tlie 
citizens,  lliat  on  a  liliU;  expui iuiiri)  (4  its  ili-l.iils  aiul  pro\'is. 
iuiis,  wliatever  may  be  luiuul  waiiliiiu'  \\(jiiKl  ]je  t^peeiliiy 
supplied  li'oiu  the  ijre'at  iouiitaiii  oT  the  (K-lcjatetl  wiMloiu  of 
llie  peo[)le  :  alter  tlii^  a^ldre.-s.  the  Ixjards  w  ithdrew  and  in 
c'uiiveiitiuii  e]eet(?il  Sanniid  F.  McCleary,  eil)-  clerk. 

la  1823,  the  lion.  Josiah  Quiucyj  Sen.,  was  elected  Mayor

nienl  nuisances  and  dirt  ;  and  the  areat  a(diievement  for 
building  a  cilv  Market  House  was  arranu-ed  :  the  corner 
?tone  laid  on  the  27th  of  April,  182;"),  anil  c()m[)leled  in  1S27, 
of  two  stories;  535  feet  9  inclics  front  hMiL^ih  :  the  ground 
lloor  under  the  title  of  Cit)'  Maikel,  anil  the  .-tory  al)0Vi3  as 
(iuincy  Hall :  for  some  further  re-marks  on  this  building,  seo 
page  115. 

iMr.  (iuincy  contiinied  to  be  eleclcd  I\l;i)'or  of  ilui  city  for 
six:  successive  years,  and  in  thai  time  j)laced  his  linger  for 
reform  on  nuuiy  subjects  which  w  ill  long  coiuinui;  to  have 
an  important  bearing  on  the  general  K-atuies  of  the  city  :  he 
had  not  long  enjoyed  the  repose  and  ([uiet  of  a  private 
citizen,  wlu'n  he  was  call  oil  to  preside  over  the  alnui  mater 
of  llarvanl  Univer-ily  at  (  innbridge,  which  lui  governed 
with  parental  allection  and  .liunil\'  lill  IS  11,  and  then  re- 
i^iimed  th(3  charLie  lo  Hon.  Ldwiud  l""vercll,  the  allecticjuate 
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and  favored  son  of  the  inslitution  and  of  intellectual  Belles 
Leltres  :

balloting  for  that  olhce.

The  Charter  of  this  incorporation  is  daU'd  Jan.  31.-^t.,  1833;

produced  the  sum  of  l  L5()t);  the  tilling  up  of  the  cove 
commenced  May  3d.,  183  1,  and  77  acres  of  good  land  com- 
pleted in  Nov.  1837. — 5<]  of  thai  amount  wholly  reclaimed 
from  the  dock  tide  waters;  the  whohi  of  this  practical  part 
of  the  concern  under  the  nianaLiement  of  Francis  Jack.-on, 
who  has  ac(piitted  liimscll  with  great  crctlil  and  ior  the  stock- 
hohlers  great  })rolit. 

Five  artesian  widls  hav(^  IxMm  siud^,  all  of  whicli  funii.-h 
an  ine.vliaustible  supply  of  gootl,  solt  water,  the  avcraL:e 
cost  of  whicii  was  about  Sr)0(),  and  their  average}  depth  }>j 
feet:  cast  iron  tubes  ciiiht  inches  diameter  are  inseitcd, 
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through  which  the  water  rises  to  within  eleven  feet  of  the 
groiiud  siul;ice.  an  J  a  pipe  12  inches  in  (lianicter  ami  twen- 
ty-live feet  in  ieniilh  at  lh(j  iip[)er  part  of  the  well^  with  tlis- 
Iribuling  tubes,  suppiie.-5  40  huu-^es  each  wilh  the  water  by 
the  use  of  pumps. 

Tlie  AVorcester  and  Western  Rail  Road  corporations,  occu- 
py 7  1-3  acres  on  the  boulh  Cove  hinds;  and  also  the  Old 
Colony  Rail-Road  CorporalioUj  have  their  depot  adjoining  the 
former;  and  i)rosperity  now  crowns  both  enterprises  :  here  too 
is  the  United  States  holelj  that  has  accummudated  in  a  com- 
fortable manner  with  board  and  lodging,  600  persons  at  one 
time. 

Nearly  the  whole  extent  of  Lincoln  street  :  idl  of  Utica 
and  Short  streets,  all  of  Alljany,  Ilndson,  Tyler  ixud  nearly 
the  whole  of  llarri-^on  Avenue  have  been  formed  out  of 
Dock  occupLUunes. 

]n  conversation  with  a  middling-intere.-t  man  in  18-14,  he

price  20 — pork  (>,  former  price  8  to  10,  cVc.,  \:c. — and  he 
adtled,  wlicni  1  go  down  to  the  ilepot,  and  .-ee  .-iieh  an  im- 
mense (juanlity  of  stock,  merchandize  ami  produce  coming 
into  tli(i  cily  over  that  road,  it  does  my  heart  i^ood,  and  I 
don't  care  it  it  ne ver  pa^  a  nn;  one  cent  back  :  and  so  then  said 
I,  you  wouhl  not  hesitate  to  put  down  ^joOO  more  for  any 
great  projected  improvement  in  thc^  cily,  would  you?  no, 
v-aid  h'.'j  1  would  put  it  down  widi  all  niy  hearty  and  hee  a> 
t  * 
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water; — lliis  man  was  Goorge  llilLs;  and  now  in  adilitlt)n  to 
the  merit  of  being  a  public  spirited  cili/ini.  he  reapa  a  fair 
percentage  on  his  whole  inva'>lnieiit  and  which  will  iiicica.se 
with  the  increasing  trade  and  travel  over  thai  ever  bu.-fy  read. 


Tilt:  PKNITKNT  FK.MAI.Ks'  RKlLCiK, 

Is  an  institution  for  reclaiming  from  a  vicious  course,  those 
unhappy  women  whose  falsii  steps  have  wiihert.'d  tiicir 
bright  prospects  for  the  enjoyment  of  a  iair  repalaiion  and 
standing  in  society,  and  are  de-irons  of  returning  to  the  paths 
of  virtue:  a  committee  of  huli(?s  vi>it  the  in^liluiinn  weekly 
and  a  board  of  gentlemen  as  directors,  chosen  yearly  from 
the  subscribers  to  the  funds  of  the  establishment^  manage  the 
pecuniary  concerns:  the  society  was  formed  hi  1819,  and  in- 
corporated Jan.  21st.,  1828. 


THE  MASSACIIUSKTTS  CKNKKAI.  HOSPITAL. 

In  1799  the  sum  of  Five  thousands  dollars  was  becpioatln.'d 
for  buikling  a  Hospital :  and  from  that  acorn  has  grown  a 
glorious  oak  with  unbrageous  branches  fur  the  protection  of 
sick  and  weary  travellers.  In  1810,  some  little  exertion 
was  made  to  interest  the  millionares  in  the  good  purpose, 
and  in  l^ill,  Feb.  2jth,  lifly-six  gentlemen  were  incorpora- 
ted by  the  jianie  of  the  Mas.-achnselts  (leneral  l{o-])iial.  and 
to  hold  property  to  the  amount  of  ^30,000  yearly  income  : 
The  Legislature  also  granted  to  the  association  a  fee  sinn)le 
in  tlie  estate  of  the  Old  Province  House  on  condition  that 

100.000  should  be  raised  by  rsuljscription  in  ten  years:  In 
the  autumn  of  1810,  a  subscription  was  commenced  in  good 
earnobt,  and  1017  individual.^  m  bo.-lon,  JSahnn,  Tlymouth, 
(.'liarlestown  and  some  c>ther  towns  subscribed  amounts  eitlier 
for  the  Hospital  or  the  Asylum  for  the  insane:  upwards  of 
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100  siibsciibed  Jif^lOO,  and  several  from  1000  to  5000,  and 
one  ^^20.000;  duiiatioiis  of  iari!(^  aiuouiils  have  since  l?ieii]ieen 
made  which  lias  i)U'rea.>ed  Uu;  capital  tu  a  greater  sum  than 
any  odicr  in.-?tiluUon  lias  rccdizcJ.  except  that  uf  Ihinard 
Universiiy. 

In  1810,  The  Iruslees  pnrchased  the  Barrell  estate  in 
Charleslown  and  have  built  two  extensive  brick  buildings 
and  recpiisite  out  liouses,  which  in  addition  to  the  splendid 
mansion  previously  there,  with  its  spacious  ijarden  grounds 
allbrds  extensive  conN  eniences  and  comfort.-?  for  the  p^oor  un- 
fortunate maniac. 

In  1817,  they  pnrchased  four  acres  of  land  on  the  north- 
west part  of  Boston,  and  July  -lih,  1818.  laid  a  corner  stone 
dne  form  for  the  structure  of  the  main  edihce  on  that  lot, 
and  in  1845  and  6,  two  extt'n>i\e  winus  wert?  added,  allowing 
an  increased  nuinbcr  of  free  bodb  lor  the  sullereis. 


KAST  UOSTON. 

This  now  int(>-jral  part  of  Txjston  compii.-iiig  about  700 
acres,  was  lir,^t  knowji  as  Xoddhi's  Inland  :  it  was  as.-uincd 
in  1029  by  an  early  eniiLirant  of  the  name  of  Sanund 
INIaverick,  and  was  afterwards  gianted  to  liini  l)y  the  «2cneral 
Court  on  the  paymein  of  t  l()^  or  l^y  a  fat  wether  or  luig, 
yearly,  to  the  Governor  : — in  KJolj  it  was  aiuK'xcd  to  15e)-ton  : 
■ — in  1050  Georii-e  IhigLis  hchl  its  title  : — in  l(i()8  it  l)ecame 
the  })rop(Mty  of  Sir  'ldioma>  'rcin[)le  ;  and  it  a[ipears  that  llie 
heirs'^'  of  Col.  Saniiud  S]niin[)lon  had  the  h'c  >iniple  of  it, 
and  >old  it  to  a  company  m  IMi  1  lor  about  .T:T().000  ; — thi-y  laid 
it  (jut  with  streets  lor  a  spo'cadalion  ;  but  befoie  any  returns 
wore  realized  for  their  groat  outlay,  it  proved  ruinous  to  some 
ol"  the  projectors  : — but  at  this  day  1847,  one  of  their  best 
\s  harves  could  not  be  had  lor  what  the  whole  l>land  co>t  ; — 
in  1810  but  18  persons  inhabited  the  whole  area. 

•.Mr.  Williaiiur 
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The  rapul  building  np  of  iIk^  place  may  l»o  attributed  in  a 
great  measure  to  the  J^astern  Kail  Ivoad  l)(jpol  buiuir  there, 
and  the  Cunard  British  line  of  Steamers  arriving  and  depart- 
ing every  fortnight  during  the  summer  monthsj  and  monthly 
during  the  \viiUer  months^  l\om  their  line  dee][)-\\ater-\vharf 
on  the  south-western  part  of  the  I.-land.  frontiu;^"  old  Boston  : 
— the  manufacturing  interests  are  greatly  extending  there 
and  enterprise  is  prominently  marked  on  their  movements  : 
— they  have  been  but  poorly  supplied  with  the  purest  quali- 
ty of  Avater,  and  a  company  has  been  formed  for  excavating 
the  earth  by  boring  a  depth  of  1200  feet  if  necessaryj  to  ob- 
tain that  nursery  of  life  in  the  greatest  quantity  and  of  the 
purest  kind:  they  have  penetrated  the  depth  of -lou  feet  and 
cased  that  cavity  whh  thick  cast-iron  cylinders. 

In  France  the  artesian  wells  made  in  a  similar  manner, 
have  produced  an  immense  .volume  of  water,  throwing  up 
continually  at  a  height  of  from  30  to  GO  feet  above  the  earth's 
surface  ;  which  is  said  to  be  the  nearest  kin  toperpetuid  mo- 
tion, of  any  thing  known  ^Mhis  side  of  that;  ''  and  the 

Bostoneers ''  there,  are  set  on  having  such  a  treasure. 

The  population  of  East  Boston  is  alxjut  GUDO  :  the  houses 
are  generally  widl  built  and  some  are  neat  and  elegant  ; 
and  in  time  will  cover  their  land  wilh  works  of  art,  and  for 
art,  as  the  wattns  cover  tlie  seas:*'  'Jlu;  map  of  the  ciiy 
in  this  work  shows  its  geographical  situation  and  arraniie- 
ment:^.

The  Suffolk  Savin(;s  U  vniv  was  chartered  in  1833,  and  for 
fourteen  years  has  given  an  honest  It^sl  of  its  faithfulness 
aiul  fulelity  in  preserving;'  and  increasini!;  the  [imd>  of  ch^pos- 
itors  :  it  now  nunibers  28j9  on  its  books  for  the  aniuunl  of 
$578, 400, 35  ;  two  tliirds  of  wlii(di  funds  are  ve-ted  in  real 
estate  by  mortgage  :  tlie  povernnient  of  tlu^  inslitiUion  is 
composed  of  lwenl\'-four  philanlliropic  gentlemen,  who:3e  time 
and  services  are  de\ oled  to  ils  correct  management  from 
patriotic  and  gcMierous  motives;  and  the  olTicers  in  it,  luive 
well  sustained  the  intentions  cf  it.-^  founders,  by  a  geiulemaidy 
ur])anity  and  allention  to  tin;  best  interests  of  this  inslitulion, 
of  un(jU(3stioned  ])ul)li(Mililily.  Tln^  piinciples  and  gov(Mn- 
miMit  of  it,  work  iii  the  riglil  way  to  produce  the  greatest  b-en- 
elit  to  the  commiudt}' ;  for  the  funds  savcnl  by  the  woiking 
classes,  placeil  where  it  will  be  ])rcserved  safe  for  tlie  own- 
ers' call  on  any  imporuuit  emergency,  becomes  a  prop  and 
6up})ort  to  tli(^  lirst  lessons  of  economy  aiid  an  important  in- 
C(Mitive  to  pursue  a  rational  course  throu'^h  life  ;  while  on 
the  other  hand,  if  there  were  not  sindi  in.-lilulions  to  rclv  up- 
on, th(3  small  auKJunts  might  be  wa>led  and  lo-t,  and  princi- 
})lo;5  of  economy  be  deemed  usch  ss  ;  and  i)eihaps  the  indi- 
vidual from  that  cause,  become  an  object  for  the  charities  of 
the  c(>mmunity  at  some  future  time,  to  a  laigcr  anuiuiil  lliaii 
that,  wlii(di  if  i)reservcd,  wniild  have  avtMlcd  the  calamity 
ol  de[)en(h'nce,  want,  or  relid"  j'r(nii  a  charity  fund.

We  wish  we  could  have  the  pleasure  of  slatinii;  that  sui-h 
an  instil nlion  was  in  the  mo.>t  prosperous  condilion  ;  hmulreds 
of  our  citizens  arc  in  quobt  of  information  on  important  sub- 
jects, explained  only  in  tomes  too  costly  for  tliemto  pnrcdiase, 
and  beyond  their  reach  at  ten  dollars  per  year  :  the  aili/an 
and  mechauie  have  no  avenue  open  to  them  for  the  satisfac- 
tion of  their  researches,  and  if  .^ome  few  nuiy  have  an  hon- 
orary membership  to  some  collection  of  books,  it  is  irksome 
to  diem  to  avail  themselves  of  its  priveleges  accompanied 
widi  the  humble  claims  of  favor. 

A  public  institnlion  under  the  guardianship  of  the  cily  au- 
thorities, could  be  freely  endowed  by  conli ibnlion>  from  il^ 
noble  hearted  citizens;  and  at  a  \\'\v  hundred  dollars  expi.'u-e 
to  the  city,  would  aiford  a  valuable  resource  for  the  iiupnr- 
ing  mind  of  the  miildling  classes  :  possessing  a  good  philo- 
logical collection  of  volumes  i.i  the  arts  and  sciences,  valu- 
able to  the  researches  of  thu.-^e  whoM^  aim  is  to  do  some- 
thing meritorious  for  them.-clves  and  benciicial  to  the  com- 
munity. 

The  Legislature  of  the  stale  of  Ma<sachusells  are  so  noble 
minded,  when  embodied,  that  icw  grievances  or  wants 
among  the  people,  but  obtain  from  ihem  a  fair  con>ideration 
and  redress;  anil  very  uidike  a  si>ler  stale,  it  grants', import- 
ant favors  to  the  citizens  on  any  rational  explanation  and  pe- 
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tillon  on'tho  sul'iiM't :  :m(l  .-iiniliii-  poliiic  ariil  liboiiil  views 
:ui(l  feuliiiLTS  iuc  ilevuluped  in  lliu  cily  iiovuiiiniL'iil  ot  IJu.-^loii: 
80  e.vteusive  are  lliu  pruvi.-iuii.:>  made  iur  llic  years  ot'  rhild- 
liood  and  niiaoiilyj  tliat  every  >taiie  of  it  seejii=-  })rovided  lor; 
and  llie  ureat  liui.-h  to  their  lilier.d  })ulie\-.  would  appear  to 
be  crowned  with  a  la  juae  cri  v  ].iljl\kv  l(.r  the'  li^e  ot'  all  its 
citizens,  placed  under  certain  checks  and  Liovernnient  to  en- 
sure its  safety  and  perpetuity. 

The  attic  of  the  Old  Town  Hou.-e  wouhl  allijrd  all  the 
room  and  conveniences  for  .-uch  an  in.-liiulion,  ea.-y  of  ac- 
cess to  tliose  for  wlio>e  benelit  it  may  be  de.-i-ned  ;  there 
it  would  be  remote  fioni  noi-e  ; — prepared  at  a  ^nndl  co.^t 
and  most  centrally  for  the  nnis.-^  of  the  people  :  and  this 
chani;e  of  its  present  uses  ot  dressiui^  the  outward  man,  lor 
that  of  adorninu  the  inward  a:id  developinii:  llie  poweis  of 
luindj  would  be  no  sorry  chaii;j,e  in  its  feature.

This  extensive  edilice^  compri.-iuL;-  22(5  rooms  in  all,  was 
erected  by  the  ]\Iassaidiuselts  Charitable  Mechanic  Associa- 
tion, at  the  corner  of  Buliinch  street  and  Bowdoin  s([nare, 
formerly  the  spacious  man-ion  and  i:arden  lot  of  the  late 
Jjoott  estate  ;  'Jlie  main  hnildiiii;- has  live  .--lories,  and  two 
wings  at  its  south  and  we.-t  lia.-^  four  each,  bi'>ides  the  base- 
ment:  Entrance  for  Ladies  are  on  the  .-onlh  and  we>l  winir, 
each  facing  Bowdoin  S(iuaie,  where  the  internal  arrange- 
ments are  so  ingeniously  managed,  that  the  private  apart- 
jnents  are  agreeably  approached :  the  main  entrance  is 
adorned  with  a  Portico,  su[)ported  by  four  Corinthian  col- 
mnus  :  on  entering  the  building  the  eye  is  arrested  by  a 
hpacious  hall  with  a  lloor  of  the  linest  marble  tile  and  whicii

and  adornnieiils  and  Ibmi^  a  \  cvy  plua^in  .1  o-jlical  illn.-ion. 

Tlieio  aiu  llnuo  <ky-liiiliU  ."^Ulillcd  w  hli  ^oi  i:eon:i  colorinL'"; 
one  being  over  the  cenhid  hlaii-\\  a\'.  and  a  window  ot  the 
same  btyle  ot"  coloiini;-  is  near  the  Ladies'  Drawing  Ruoni. — 
The  Gentlemen's  Dining  hall  is  about  lOU  by  40  ieel  and  17 
feet  high  and  Inriii.^hed  wilh  glittering  chandeliers  antl  every 
other  article  for  use  or  ornament  in  great  profusion. — The 
Ladies'  drawing  room  is  cla-.-ically  cL'.-igncd  and  bcaulilidly 
arranged  in  the  we.-tern  winij-,  and  alturd.>  inturc.-^ling  scenery

The  en'j,iaviiiir  ot"  llulchin.-on  had  been  done  tor  a  diiier- 
ent  purpose,  }'el  as  he  i^  ev(  r  ri'lmred  \o  anil  a])pealed  to 
as  a  correct  hi>lorian  of  (air  Sl;it(\  ibunej;  llu;  lirst  ceniury 
and  a  tpiarler  ol  il>  exi-^tence.  by  re>ponsible  writers  ol  liie 
pa^t  aiid  pre-,enl  a'je,  it  mu>t  honorably  take  the  place  oi 
one  ho[)ed  lor,  btil(n"  subject. 

I'honnrs  llntcdiinson  w  as  a  native  of  l)(»to:"i.  and  a  grad- 
uate oi  llaivanl  lhii\ errilv  in  ]~r27.  Ilis  abdilies  would  not 
reach  the  hiLihest  test,  }-ei  b\-  (?\acl  temperance  and  imlelal- 
isi,al)le  industry,  united  to  a  di-enetion  which  can  acconmu)- 
date  it-ell' to  circum-tance>,  he  ro.-e  to  the  hiLihest  ultices  of 
prolit  and  ol  honor.  Thon-jli  bred  a  U)erclianl,  lie  acquired 
a  kiKJwled'je  ol  the  ct>innn)n  law  ot"  Ijiiiland  and  wa-  ci'ii- 
V(M>ant  widi  the  jjrineiple-  ol  the  Ihiti-h  C'on^litutiun  ;  he. 
Slieceedeil  Air.  Se\\all;i-  ehiei  Jn->lice  ol'  .^ia^--ae]lU^e11.•>  in 
17 1)  1 ,  and  w  Lieut,  (foveriior  Irom  17.")N  li»  17/0:  at  iIkj 
>ame  tinii'  lie  held  the  ;ib(t\e  oliiee-,  he  li;id  iho.-^e  ol  coni:- 
.-i'llor  and  Jiul'jt*  ol"  I'lehiiie  lor  the  counlv  ol  I^nlii'lk  : — pa\  - 
iie^  a  proiound  ropect  to  the  rcdiuious  tenets  ol  that  da\  .  aii.i 
di<pl:i\in::  a  concilialorv  conde>c en^ion  to  all  chc'-e^  v\  c\\- 
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izLMiSj  ho  acquired  an  uncominoa  tliarc  of  public  confi- 
cltMice  :  yet  there  were  tho.-Cj  who  knew  the  secret  spriuirs 
by  which  lie  was  actuiileil,  aiiJ  wlien  he  favored  the  Brili.-h 
w  rits  of  as.-istauce  which  Olis  (pai^^e  IKi)  oppused  wilh  great 
force  of  argument,  liis  pupuhirily  began  to  wane ;  and  when 
the  British  stamps  arrived,  a  mob  assauhcd  his  house  (page 
1 19)  and  destroyed  his  property  ;  and  from  that  date  lie  was 
mistrusted  by  liis  countr}'men  :  he  became  (xovernor  of  the 
Province  by  Kingly  appuintnuMit  in  17(il),  and  early  in  that 
year  Commander  in  Chief:  he  tlu.Mi  unma-kcd  his  predilec- 
tion for  tlie  crown  of  England,  anel  inlurnied  the  Legislature 
that  his  Majesty  had  nuide  provision  for  his  support  without 
their  aid:  on  which  tliey  immediately,  called  upon  him  to 
refuse  the  unconstitutional  stipend  and  to  accept  a  salary  as 
should  be  awarded  to  liim  by  the  assembl}' :  but  lu?  replied 
that  that  wouhl  be  a  breai-h  of  his  instruclions  from  the 
King  :  the  commands  of  his  SuviMoiiin,  was  his  ever  ready 
apology  for  every  arbitrary  .'>t(?p  or  movtnneiit. 

In  one  of  his  letters  to  England,  he  observed,  live  or  siv 
men  of  war  and  three  or  four  regiments  disturb  nobody  but 
some  of  our  grave  people,  who  do  not  love  assemblies  and 
concerts,  and  caimot  bear  the  noise  of  drums  on  a  Sumiay.'^ 
He  also  said  that  he  sh^pt  with  more  tramiuillity  after  the 
arrival  of  the  lhili>h  troops:  ui  llie  \  ('ar  1772,  a  lumd^er  of 
his  letters  were  obtaini\l  by  Dr.  iMankliii  and  >ent  to  Bo.-ion, 
which  disclosed  his  secret  enmity  to  his  country's  rights  :  in 
one  of  them  he  wrote  'Mhere  must  be  an  abridgment  «.<f 
English  liberties  in  colonial  administration  : on  detecting 
this  evieleiR'O  of  his  treachery,  the  (icneral  Court  i)a<sed 
Fome  severe  resolves,  votini:  an  inijx'aclinuMit.  \:c.  but  (liiich- 
inson  obtaining  early  infoimaliDii  of  wli.it  was  traii-piring 
dissolved  the  Asseml'ly  lu-lai.tL'r:  hi»  sailed  for  Knuland 
June  1,  177  1,  mid  soon  evpinieneeil  ilir.  neglect  and  cuii- 
lenipl  of  the  Eurvls,  lor  win»sc  advantage  lie  had  sacriliccd 
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Ills  reputation  for  integrity  and  lionor ;  and  becoming  an  ob- 
ject of  disgust  with  all  parties — like  Arnold; — he  lived  some 
few  years  ni  a  state  of  chagrin  and  despondence^  and  died  at 
Brampton,  in  June,  1780,  at  the  age  of  69  years. 

A  tomb  once  owned  by  him,  the  entrance  to  it  being  cov- 
ered widi  a  stone  horizontal  slate,  on  whicli  his  family  arms 
(the  same  beneath  his  miniature,)  are  cliiselled  in  bas  relief, 
is  now  in  Copp's  Hill  Cemetery;  near  the  centre  dividing 
wall  of  the  place;  about  30  feet  from  the  front  on  iSnow- 
hill  street ;  situated  between  the  tombs  of  Greenwood  and 
Jonathan  INIountfort :  the  name  of  Hutchinson  has  disap- 
peared and  that  of  Thomas  Lewis,  has  a  place  over  the  Hut- 
chinson family  arms;  which  is  composed  of  a  shield  with  a 
lion  rampant;  11  Croslets,  surmounted  with  a  heraldric 
Cockatrice  sejant ;  willuaniique  coronet. 


MAJOR  riTCAlUN. 
AN  IXCIDKNT  OF  THK  H E VOl.L  TloNA U V  \V.\Tx. 

This  British  major  was  a  gentleman  of  polished  and  con- 
ciliatory manners,  and  although  he  came  to  Boston  to  keep 
the  good  people  here  in  order,  and  to  reduce  their  rehactory 
and  independent  notions  to  an  obedience  to  the  wishes  and 
commands  of  a  Sovereign,  he  attained  to  a  good  share  of 
celebrity  among  the  people  and  also  to  a  gocul  share  o(  their 
hospitalities:  but  at  the  battle  of  Hunker  Hill,  he  being  one 
of  the  hrst  to  mount  die  breastwork,  receiveil  a  bullet  whicli 
sent  him  backwards  into  the  arms  of  his  son  :  he  was  con- 
veyed immediately  across  the  ferry  in  a  boat  to  Boston,  and 
taken  into  a  liouse  near  the  l(.'rry-way  hy  a  Mr.  Stoddard, 
boat-lniildi'r,  where  hi?  Med  to  dealli  in  a  >li()rt  time  :  his 
body  was  entombed  unilm-  lht»  Nordi  Chureh,  but  without 
any  inscription  [)hite  to  designate  the  body.

It  is  not 
supposed  that  the  Warden  suspected  that  a  wrong  coliin  had 
been  transmitted,  but  there  is  no  doubt  lliat  the  sexton  did, 
and  committed  the  vile  act  for  llie  gralilicalion  ol  liis  iron, 
eral  bad  propensities,  or  to  save  some  little  trouble  in  findiu;^ 
the  riglit  one — The  motto  on  the  seal,  was  in  French,  Jc 
blesse  en  sccrctj^^  which  the  warden  said,  he  supposed  was 
taken  from  Virizil. 


ANOTHER  INCIDENT. 

Lieut.  Dutton  belonging  to  one  of  the  British  Kegimcnts, 
was  a  finished  gentleman  of  liberal  education  and  resided  in 
a  house  in  Bennet  Street,  where  the  Metliodist  church  now 
stands  :  he  was  in  the  Battle  of  Bunker  Hill,  and  immedi- 
ately after  that  important  contest,  wrote  a  note  to  liis  wife, 
stating  that  they  had  fought  a  hard  battle,  but  that  he  had 
escaped  unharmed;  which  intelligence  she  received  with 
gieat  joy — but  while  lie  was  partaking  of  refreshments  with 
a  portion  of  associate  oflicers;  in  the  act  of  drinking  a  glass 
of  wine,  a  ball  passed  through  his  head  and  killed  him  on 
•the  spot;  furnishing  one  of  the  strongest  evidences,  tliat  in 
the  midst  of  life  we  arc  in  death,  and  tliat  the  boa>t  of 
health,  of  strength  and  of  safety,  is  allogelher  futile  and 
useless  in  life's  che(iuered  path.

parental  adoption  ;  that  seclioii  of  the  city  numbers  now 
about  12.000  inhabitants  willi  about  1400  Buildiniis  :  mostly 
occupied  l^y  the  owners  thereof ;  they  liave  lan^e  man- 
ufactories in  various  branches  of  useful  articles  of  merchan- 
dize and  machine  work,  and  arc  [)roLi're.-sing  rapidly  in  all 
tliat  enriches  sociiUy  in  th-;  um'I'uI  arts. 

Thii  present  dividing;-  line  by  water  ])etwe(Mi  South  Boston 
and  Old  Boston,  was  foriru»d  l)y  a  chartered  company  for  that 
purpose  in  179G  :  it  was  tluMi  llats,  over  whicdi  sliippinir  craft 
could  pass  at  hiiih  tide  to  Ro\bury  ;  it  wa.^  duir  and  chiared 
out  by  that  company  for  a  ships'  channel  ;  in  tlu;  course  of 
time,  the  tide  washed  aw  ay  lln^  land  on  eaidi  sidr,  to  its  pres- 
ent large  0[)enhTj,-:  ifitniav  have  been  a  work  of  public 
I  utility  to  have  opened  il  at  th;it  date,  it  xvonld  he  much  greater 
one  at  this  timt?  to  i:los(»  il  entirely,  and  form  a  beediiu;  of 
solid  land  frijiu  Liver[)0(d  wharf  to  the  city  land  at  south 
l^oston  ;  .and  open  a  ^hip  channel  lhrouL:h  the  llat>  aiid  lu^irs 
I  OTi  a  sonth-anil-wcNt  line,  <outh  ol  South  Bo-ton,  into  tlie  siailh 
I  end  and  Koxbury  cover  :  the  land  thereby  I'ermed  would  Ix; 
J  more  valuabh*  lor  bnildiuLidot-  than   fur  wharves,  and  tlie 
:  pain  from  tiil-'-water.  form  e\le!i>iv(j  landi*vl  errtates  where 
now  wharves  and  wattu-  space  are  the  only  value.

persons  are  eidii^htened  with  the  precious  result:?  of  years  of 
study  and  long  training  in  the  subject  matter  under  con:;id- 
eraliou. 

There  are  a  number  of  societies  \vho  hold  a  courx:  ul"  Lec- 
tures on  the  Sciences  dininu  the  long  winter  evenings,  and 
so  constant  is  their  recurrence  that  few  cveniniis  pa^s  by, 
without  the  display  of  one  or  more  of  these  corruscations 
from  some  enlightened  mind  ;  and  allhouiih  it  may  be  as 
brilliant  and  as  vivid  as  the  linest  display  uf  the  Pyrotewhnio 
art,  it  is  more  valuable,  hi.-tiiiu  and  ser\  ic(\dih'.

Fia:>cir>  appeared  helure  liuii.  olleriiiy  to  rt\<tore  him  lo 
heahh  il  he  I'oidd  have  laidi  in  lal^iiiu"  a  medii-iue  whieli 
w'Didd  rack  liis  haiiie  w  ilh  di-lre^-^s  and  pain  lor  three  day.-, 
hut  that  oil  the  lourlli  (hi\'  his  ri*eover\'  would  eunmieiiee 
and  lu'allh  and  stieiiiidi  would  return  to  him;  this  Dr.  J-'ran- 
Lis  being  a  stranger  lo  the  Mmpeior,  il  niiuhl  have  heiMi  ex- 
peeled  that  he  wouhl  rejec  t  the  olFi'r.  but  lu.'  deeuleil  on 
haviuLi"  lh(3  desired  lailh  .uid  three-led  Francis  to  l'o  ami  pre- 
j)are  the  eup  :  al  tin;  time  he  lelt  the  Junperor".^  chamber  a 
pa-je  came  in  and  handed  lo  him  a  letter  Irom  a  })artieu]ar 
irieud,  which  charged  him  lo  biuvare  of  Dr.  Francis;  that 
lie  was  treacherous  and  only  sought  an  opportunity  lo  poison 
aiid  destroy,  and  not  to  save  his  life  :  just  as  he  had  rmi>hed 
reading  the  letter,  the  Doctor  appeared  at  the  bedside  with

profane  history.

iug  at  the  various  slaudauU  oNcr  llie  -lohe  hu  ieli;  i(ins 
poinib  ol  principle  ami  then  cllecl>  and  viclion  on  ihe  [uMiplo, 
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llic  vt'iiCM'iiMiJ  ami  liirhnl  oraloi- dt'clarcil  tiiat  lie  (oh  il  a  diiiv 
to  rai-(j  his  voice  a-jaiii-t  llu.*  iiiliilclilN'  lliat  was  -joicatl iiiLT  ils 
clL'ba-^iii'4'  ellrcls  ovrr  llm  laud  aiul  willi  iiiipa-.-iuurd  raiii- 
e.stucss  iiuprcssL'il  uu  lliu  iiiind  ul  liis  audiiois  llii*  iiucTssity 
of  a  huiiibh.' IcrliuLi' oi  cunlc-.-icjii  and  icpciilaiicc  lor  the  .-ins 
of  omission  and  eouiiui.-.-Iuii,  ami  to  make  iheir  peace  \\  illi 
thcjir  lieaveidy  lather.  The  Kniperor  Alexander  recovered 
as  Francis  predictcnl.  The  luiiiialure  likeiie.->s  of  Mr.  Adams 
here  preseiileil  is  uiicommoul)'  jj,(j()d  and  correct  lor  one  ul 
its  si/e,  and  it  has  been  n-e^l  b\'  him.  on  being  ap[)li,'d  to 
for  his  autograph,  by  sending  a  card  \vi;h  the  miniature  and 
autograph  printed  on  il.

in  the  papers,  they  were  un^.ile*  to  proceed  with  it  openly  :

a  ne'w  K\hibiiion  Amphillu^atre  shanty  in  Ihoad  Alley 
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(Hawley  street:)  a  mijor  p.irt  uf  the  ciii/ens  <iL^:iLvl  a  pjli- 
tioii  fur  a  rep'.*al  of  ih-j  hi  .v.-  ••  as  uiieu:i>tiiutij;r.il.  Jl- 
enl  and  absiuJ,-^  and  llie  patroiui'^u  at  ilie  L'\hil»i:iuii  rocnii 
beiiii^  exteasive.  tli'j  plan  lor  ereulini^  a  siiitaljle  biick  build- 
iiii^"  for  Theatrical  purposes  was  ULisily  carried  into  execuliu.i: 
the  spacious  edilice  at  the  corner  of  Franklin  and  Federal 
streets,  140  fetU  in  lenulh,  Gl  feet  wide  and  40  hi-jh,  was 
opened  for  a  lir-t  pinforniance  on  Feb.  3d.,  17D4,  under  the 
mana'^enient  of  ?»Ir.  Cdia;  les  S.  Powell  :  a  nii-nnd  M  -landiii-j,- 
taking  place  behveen  Mr.  P.  and  proprietor-,  C^d.  J.  S. 
Tyler  look  his  place,  but  not  succeediiiL^  well,  Mf.  Julin  P. 
Williamson  assumed  the  olliee  :  the  friends  of  ]\lr.  Towi  11 
then  mustered  funds  for  building  tire  large  Hay-Maui^lt  Thk- 
ATUi:  at  the  bottom  of  the  ]\Ldl,  on  the  spot  now  occupied  by 
the  tliiee  buildings  next  soudi  of  Culoanade  Row,  of  wchmI, 
of  the  largest  .-^ize  and  ni  )sl  convenient  construction;  which 
was  opentjd  Dec.  9di,  ITIKJ,  with  lhi3  Uelle's  Stratagem,  m 
which  Mr.  James  A.  Dicfcson  made  his  first  appearance  as  a 
performer;  th(j  entertainment  closed  with  a  pantomime  by 
a  French  ^*  Corps  dn  Ivillot.''  It  was  here  Mrs.  Darlj  uv.idc 
her  debut  as  Narci^sn,  in  Inkle  and  Varico. 

The  llaymarket  TheaU(j  was  disconlinuivl  aftm-  a  few  sra- 
sons,  aiul  it  being  an  innnense  pile  of  pine  luml)er,  over- 
lopping  the  neighboriu'i  estates,  was  staved  to  pieces  a  Irw 
years  afterwards  and  sold  lor  fuel  :  no  odier  similar  eslabli.-h- 
ment  was  opened  till  the  Wa-^hington  (harden  at  the  corner 
of  West  and  Connnon  slrc^'ls,  in  connexion  with  the  Federal 
■  street  concern,  catering  lor  the  amu-emi'iit  ol  tlu'  puhlic  ; 
but  this  in  a  short  lime  p;iss(?d  into  other  hands  and  bec.ime 
a  rival  to  the  theatre,  when  this  in  its  turn  was  ra/.eed  and 
cleared  oil  for  hou>e  lols.

Mr.  H.  faih.'d  in  the  Federal 
street  concern  and  0[)eiied  llie  1  la)'niaikut  'JdicatrCj  and  this 
season  wa^  the  la.^l  of  .Mr.  U  s.  pcrfurniinir  in  Boston. — Oct. 
1799,  The  Federal  rslreet  was  (j[)ened  niider  the  nianaiieirienl 
of  Mr.  G.  L.  Barrett,  and  failed  betore  its  n-ual  lime  for  clo- 
simj,-  : — Oct.  27lh,  1800,  It  opened  under  the  manairement  of 
Mr.  W'hidock,  who  h).-t  n[)waids  of  sl.ooi).  and  iiave  it  n[)  : 
this  season  intiudnced  Mrs.  .h)iu.*s  lo  a  Bur^tun  andicnce. — 
Nov.  30lh,  1801,  It  was  opened  uiahn-  the  management  of 
]\Iessrs.  Powell  6i  llar[)ei-.— Oct.  27th.  1S02,  Under  tlie  jnan- 
a^enient  of  Mr.  Siudliiig  l\n\cll  :  who  continued  it  until 
Oct.  180G,  when  .Alessrs.  Bernard  »Sc  Dick.-on  uiuted  with 
jMr.  P.,  in  its  direction  till  1811;  when  Mr.  Bcrinird  retired 
Irum  ihe  concern,  and  Me-srs.  Powell  ^:  Dick>on  managed 
it  the  0  following  vears  :  in  the  sea.-^on  of  1816.  Mr.  I)ick-on 
relircil  from  the  .-^tage  as  a  pufuniicr^  and  .■^ince  then,  has 
appeared  but  twice,  and  those  at  liie  two  benelils  of  his  re- 
lative^ ]Mr.s.

1821.  |  tin)  management  devolved 
on  Mr.  l)ic:kson  in  behalt Of  Mrs.  Powell  and  himself,  aieled 
by  All.  Kiliier  as  Aeling-managtr  il  eoniiniu'd  thus  till  the 
expiration  of  the  lease,  Alay  1821. — In  Sept.  1N2  L  il  opened 
under  the  auspices  of  Me.^^rs.  Kilner  ^:  Finn,  lor  iheniseh'es 
anil  Mis.  Powell,  on  a  lea-e  el  lliret.'  years.  It  is  worlh\'  of 
remark,  that  f^jr  ihe  twenly-lwo  pa^t  years,  ihere  Inul  not  oc- 
curred an  in>tanee  of  a  lo-^  on  any  perlonmn  's  salary,  trade- 
man's  bill  or  any  ollun  demand  on  the  establishment,  by  a 
ri'ln-al  of  payineni.

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OF  MusiC;  a  public  iiistiliitiuii  tor  improvement  in  tlio  voc;il 
and  instrujiiLMitiil  JepartnuMil.s  ol  that  intert.'.-5liiig  and  pleajiiii^- 
science,  uniler  llie  Laiidance  ot  Mr.  Lowell  Mason,  wliose 
melodious  compositions  have  received  a  liearl-ielt  resjxjnse 
from  our  community,  and  \vlio<()  pu[)ils  have  bc'come  u-elul 
as  correct  in>lructors  j  ai;lud  by  Mr.  GeDrLie  Webb,  wliO.-e 
organic  devel(j[)emenls  in  mi'_ric  s(nnids  from  Si.  P. ad's 
churcli  organ,  have  eliciu-d  the  i.iward  a[);)rijbalio;i  (jf  our 
musical  people.

The  Federal  street  Th  ^atrt;  was  ai^ain  prepartnl  tor  ilu^ 
reign  of  Theatrical-  in  ISK).  widi-h  wa^  closed  early  in  IS  17, 
and  it  is  now  lea-cd  to  Mr.  C.  R.  Thorne  lor  three  years,  U) 
be  opened  again  fur  The.iliical  perlormances.

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HANDEL  AND  HAYDN  SOCIETY. 

This  society  was  formed  in  1815,  by  31  associated  mem- 
bers:  their  first  government  was  Thomas  Smith  Webb  lor 
President ;  Amasa  Winchester,  Vice  President ;  Nathaniel 
Tucker,  Treasurer ;  and  Mr.  M.  S.  Parker,  Secretary,  with 
a  board  of  Trustees. 

Their  meetings  were  held  at  Mr.  Granpner's  Hall  in 
Franklin  Street,  and  afterwards  at  the  hall  in  Bedtord  Street: 
the  expenses  of  the  institution  being  detVayed  from  their  own 
resources  :  the  first  public  performance  of  an  Oratorio  took 
place  at  the  Sione  Chapel,  on  Christmas  eve,  1815;  when 
upwards  of  1000  persons  attended  and  were  deliidited  with 
the  selections  from  Haydn's  Creation  and  from  Handel's 
compositions ;  their  success  at  the  time  was  all  that  could 
be  expected,  and  their  course  fioni  that  date  to  the  present, 
lias  been  onward  and  upward,  and  the  patronaL^e  from  the 
public  has  been  most  ample  and  honorable.  The  society 
was  incorporated  Feb.  9th,  181G:  it  increased  so  as  to  re- 
(piire  a  larger  liall,  and  Boylston  Hall  was  occupied  by  them 
from  Feb.  11,  1817  to  1839:  when,  having  about  160  eflec- 
tive  siuLicrs,  and  an  orchestra  of  30  instruments,  with  a  pow- 
ert'id  and  meloilious  or'jan  from  the  manuiactory  of  Thomas 
Ai)[)l('t()n,  they  removed  to  the  ^:apacious  Mclodeon  build- 
in  l*",  and  their  first  performance  there  was  on  the  *2(iih  of 
December,  1839  :  there  they  have  aimcil  successfully  to 
inii)r()ve  and  give  to  the  public  a  course  of  10  or  12  weekly 
[)erformance3  on  the  Sabbath  evenings  during  the  winter;  of 
the  most  grand  and  sublime  strains  iVom  the  great  masters 
ol  nia-^ic  soiuuls;  and  if  the  }ounsr  successful  nuMid)er3 
woidd  but  continue  to  do  their  part  with  a  modest  a.-piring 
ainhilioii  to  reach  the  highest  degn'c  of  e\cellence  for  many 
M'ars  of  practice,  in  the  place  of  being  satislied  with  a 
Uli'a.^ing  mediocrity,  and  yet  with  an  aspiration  to  be  looked 
upon  as  fciarr*  of  ma;;'nitude  in  ihc  musical  h(jrizon,  the  soci-

ety  at  this  lime  niiyht  liave  po<<es>('d  a  choir  of  cllrdive 
performers  in  every  dcparlmeiil  of  tlie  SoIds,  Duel.-,  Trio-, 
&c.  and  have  approached  near  to  a  rivallinij;  excel K'^iice  willi 
the  fame  of  foreii^ii  celebrated  soci(?li;,'.s :  The  lale  vi-il  (tf 
the  Havana  Italian  couipany  alTorded  to  om-  mu.-ieal  com- 
mimity  a  rich  treat  in  llic  .-i»lo.s,  duet<,  ^cc.  of  l\h)>es  iii 
Ea'ypl,  wliiclr  could  only  have  been  done  by  a  lhoroiiL,h 
training  and  a  steady  })racli('e  fur  years ;  and  if  our  yonnq 
sin^-ers  ^vill  shoot  ii[)  lil:e  a  rockei  in  iheir  own  opiiiien,  and 
prematurely  explode,  we  hope  the  .society  will  not  feel  much 
the  weight  of  the  slick,  but  conlinue  their  great  ami  useful 
encrLries  to  improve  ihe  taste  anel  style  of  sacred  mu.-ic.  and 
alFurd  to  the  citizens  an  op])ortunity  of  becoming  accpiainlctl 
with  the  best  productions  of  the  great  composers  of  sacred 
melody.

2d.  1711  ;  a  thiitl  hou>e  was  en-cted  on  the  same  spot,  and 
dc'dicaled  May  3(1.  1713:  this  was  ra/.eed  in  l.suS  ;  and  Jidy 
21st,  their  present  ideuant  liousc^  lor  wor.-hi[)  in  Chauncy 
placo  was  appropriately  iledicalcd ;  the  .-enlimenls  the 
society  ore  Unitarian.

th(i  same  answer,  replied,  ^'  JNIassa,  I  rather  not  liave  one 
uf  your  black  coals  for  fear  ^lassa  Cooper  ask  me  to  preach 
for  him." 


OLD  NORTH  CIIlRrn  HANOVER  STRKKT, 

Now  the  Stone  Gothic  Church;  'J1ie  llr.-^t  gatherin^r  of  this 
congregation  owes  its  origin  to  a  diliicully  in  settling  ]\Ir. 
Peter  Thacher  as  colleague!  with  Mr.  Webb  at  the  New 
North  Church:  Sept.  9lh,  1719,  was  a  day  of  prayer  with 
llial  society  and  after  those  services  the  members  proceeded 
to  vote  for  a  colleauue,  but  lest  it  should  be  a  breach  upon 
the  solemnitie.«?  of  the  day  the  votes  were  sealed  to  be  exam- 
ined the  next  day  ;  when  33  out  of  41  wore  for  Mr.  Thacher: 
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on  the  IGilij  llie  coiv^iOLMtion  laol  by  cl('>,iro,  lo  express  lliclr 
coiicni reiu'c  willi  llie  volo  of  lliu  cliurcli  :  on  proposing  ilio 
question  to  the  convention  ol  tlie  ntenibc^rs  and  couirregaiion, 
a  protect  was  presented  siirned  by  G  chnreh  members  and  .'^9 
of  the  congregation,  clKirjiiig  tlie  cliurch  \vith  tlie  ])a-e 
dv'sia-n  of  ensnaring  them  by  llieir  voti'  :  this  ih)emneiil 
they  refused  to  leave  wilh  tlic  churcli  and  ihey  prob:ddy  all 
retired,  as  on  taking  anolh(n- vole,  the  whule  4G  were  for  Mr. 
Thacher. 

Jan.  27th,  1720,  was  the  insl.allation  day  :  invitations  had 
been  given  to  the  live  congre2ational  churches  of  Boston  :  ilio 
lirst  church  in  S;dem:  those  iii  Cambridi^i!  :  Dorcln  slcrj 
Romney  iMar>h  (Watertown)  and  iVIihon.  to  attend  the  cer- 
emony :  a  few  days  previous  to  that  eveiil,  ^'  the  aggrieved 
brethren''  by  the  advice  of  the  ^Ministers  of  Boston,  prop()>eJ 
that  their  diflerences  should  be  retcrred  to  a  council,  but  ihe 
church  would  not  accede  to  that  oiler  on  account  uf  tin.'  limo 
and  manner  it  was  brought  forward. 

The  day  anived,  nud  not  out)  of  the  miinsters  of  Ini-loii 
appeared  and  only  ■Nfr.  (Iieever  fi(tm  lin.iiney  i\lar>h  v.illi 
deh^gates  from  hisclnncli,  and  .Mr.  I'eter '1  hacdier  of  MdU)iij 
in  opposition  to  a  vole  ot  liis  chuich,  were  present  as  inviiod 
participators  in  the  exerei^es :  the\'  met  at  the  hou>(*  of 
Mr.  \Vebb,  corner  of  North  Beimel  and  Salem  streets,  lo 
form  in  procession  to  the  ^Feeting  liou>e  :  ihe  a-j-rieved 
brethren"  a.>^embled  at  tlie  liou-i'  of  Air.  bt.'t',  Noith  bea- 
net  St.  next  to  tin;  Fni \'er.->ali-t  ehurcdi,  which  place'  tlu>  pio- 
cer>>i()n  was  e\[)ec1ed  lo  pa--;:  a  de[)nl;ilioii  Irom  the  body  at 
Mr.  Lee's,  waited  on  tin;  council  at  .Mr.  Webb's  hou.-e  with 
a  innnonstrance  against  installing  Mr.  Thacher,  which  they 
wished  to  i)revent,  [jivicealdy  if  they  couhl,  Init  forcibly  if  they 
must,  by  prev(Miting  the  council  hoiu  goimr  to  tht^  church. 

The  council  in  lhat  prediciimeiit  wonf  l  he  expo-ed  to  cun- 
fusion  and  uproar  in  ihe  street^,  and  Mr.  A\'ebb  led  llicm  out

llnoiigli  a  back  ^^ale  into  TiK'sluii  Si.  aiul  lliio\ii:h  RobMii- 
hoii's  alley  inlo  tin;  ciiiiicli;  and  ubluinL'il  uiiHudcslc'tl  pus- 
bu^<iun  of  tlio  pnl[)it:  lliu  Lon.-r  ^v.l.s  nearly  lilK.'J  willia 
pionii.>cnous  ninllitniU;,  anujiiLi'  tlu  ni  were  a  lew  ol  *'  iLe  ni:- 
giieved  who  be^aii  lo  lai.^i!  a  elaniour.  and  sent  in  liable 
(or  tlie  party  at  .Mr.  Lee'Sj  wIkj  came  into  the  lueelinii-liouso 
in  a  noi.^y  maimer^  torcing-  llicir  way  into  tlie  ;_iallerie.s  and 
in  a  menacing  attitude  forbade  tire  proceeLlings ;  some  werii 
extremely  unruly  and  indecent,  alnio-t  be}  ond  credibility; 
bilcnce  being  repeatedly  called  for  widiont  any  good  eliect. 

Tlr(?  council  at  la.st  di'lerniined  lo  procecil  a:3  lliey  could  : 
]\Ir.  ('lieever  put  the  (jue.-tion  to  about  40  church  member.-^, 
^•whether  the)'  conlirjucd  the  call  of  Mr.  Thacdier  !  \\hi(di 
being  answercJt  in  tlie  aiiiriuativi.'.  Air.  T.  acknou lediicd  his 
acceptance  oi  the  oliice  and  ;\[r.  C,  then  })roclaimed  him  as 
])a.-ti>r  (j1  the  New  North  ('hundi.  The  di^tmbanci's  )'et  ccn- 
linned  and  tla-y  were  calh'd  u[)on  to  uuike  known  what  they 
wi.dh'd  lor  ;  one  of  them  .<aid,  that  the  mailers  in  dispute 
might  be  heard  and  c(-nsidered  b)'  a  coimcil  :  'idn^  ivev. 
Messrs.  \\ .  and  T.,  wilh  the  mcmlk'rs  of  the  church  assent- 
ed lo  the  propo.-idon  ;  Air.  'J\,  of  Alilloiij  maile  a  prayer,  the 
iiewl)'  installed  i);i.-5tor  gave  a  ilir^cour.-Cj  ami  a  pra3  er  and 
])lcs-ing  closed  the  .^ervici's. 

The  next  day  Air.  \Vi;!)l)  sent  to  tire  di.-adected  (diuich 
brethren,  to  meet  at  his  hou.-.e  lor  the  purpose  of  convening  a 
coimcil  :  (july  lour  of  them  ap[)eared  and  they  lelu.^ed  to 
liave  any  thing  to  do  wilh  it. 

The  Ihick  elnuch  (now  Sloim)  in  Hanover  street,  between 
]vii-hnH)nd  and  l\i!ice  strecis  was  formed  b)'  llio.-e  *' aL-";:! iev- 
ed  hrelhrcm,"  Nov.  l  llh,  1711);  t\viMily-thrc(3  })ei>ons  as-o- 
cialed  lo  carry  on  the  good  work  to  a  completion,  ami  the 
building  was  tledic;ited  Ala)-  -JOlli,  IT'J  1  ;  a  rcenlar  church 
was  gathered  Alay  *J:)d.,  17'JJ.  on  winch  day  Mr.  W'm.  Wal- 
dnai  was  oidaini'd  iU  pallor.

The  figure  of  a  Cock  was  placed  as  a  Vane  to  the  steeple 
^  in  deiisioii  of  Mr.  Lallirop,  \vliu?e  name  was  Peter.'' 

In  1649.  a  church  was  erecl(?d  at  the  head  of  North  s(i\iare, 
and  destroyed  by  lire  Nov.  27lh,  1(376;  it  was  re-bulll  the 
next  year^  and  .-slaved  to  piuces  by  tlie  British  soldiers  inidur 
Lord  Howe,  Jan.  I6ih.  1776^  to  be  used  as  fuel  by  the  re- 
fugees and  tories  :  the  members  of  that  Old  North  congrcja- 
tion  united  with  tlie  new  Brick  society.  June  27lh,  1779  :  the 
splendid  new  stone  gothic  edilice  they  now  convene  in, 
was  dedicated  Sept.  J6ih,  lb45,  and  is  esteemed  one  of  the 
best  finished  and  ornamental  public  buildiiiLrs  in  tlie  city.

Some  few  of  the  lirst  settlers  of  N.  JCugland  embraced  the 
tenets  of  the  baj)tlst  jKM.-na-ion,  and  the  riders  of  the  colony 
u.-ed  every  metliud,  but  in  \aiii^  to  cluu'k  the  prevalence  ot' 
those  '-'abominable''  doctrines:  and  instead  of  doing  to 
others  as  they  would  be  done  by,  they  did  as  they  liad  beea 
done  by  :  bomo  of  their  professors  they  imprisoned  ;  loini 
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Ihey  wliippeJ ;  some  biiuiblK^d ;  tonie  disfianchisedj  and 
some  were  sul^jectt'd,  year  alter  year,  to  ecclesiastical  disci- 
pline, and  (iidivered  over  lo  Satan,  lor  not  liearkenioLi  to  the 
words  of  the  li'aderr,  of  the  true  faith  :  but  it  was  all  of  no 
use:  the  Kiuiis"  commissioners  liaxini:  l)(>en  liere,  irave  free 
liberty  to  all  sects  of  men,  to  worship  (ioil  in  any  conscien- 
tious form  :  the  Baptists  on  the  28lh  of  March,  l(jGo,  joined 
together  in  C'harlestown  and  formed  the  iirst  churc  h  of  that 
denomination  in  jMassachusims :  Mr.  Could  and  17  others 
signed  the  church  coveiumt  :  the  Kind's  conmii»iuners  liav- 
ing  left  here  soon  after  tliat  event,  a  \\;uiant  was  issued  to 
the  constable  of  Charle.-luwn  to  disco\'(n"  whert!  th()>e  jxMiple 
assembled  and  to  requut)  them  to  attend  the  established 
form  of  wor^liip.  and  on  a  relu-;il  oji  their  l);irt,  to  bring  them 
to  trial  at  Sept.  Court  :  theic,  the}^  [)rer-enled  their  C()nfes>ioii 
of  faith  :  thi3  court  declared  them,  no  orderly  church 
assembly,'*'  and  disfranchised  IS  principal  mtnnl>ers,  (unl  if 
any  fuither  meelin-js  be.  had.  ihev  would  be  im])ri-oiKHl  ;  in 
April,  ]()()().  they  were  aiiain  indicted  for  nnn-alteiidaue(^, 
and  plead  their  own  meeting  in  deltuiee  :  this  wa<  consid- 
ered an  additional  aLigra\  atien,  and  three  (j1  them  wcne  lined 
four  pounds  t>aeh.  and  oielered  to  iiive  bonds  lor  trial  at  court, 
which  th(?y  refused  to  give  ;  lhereu[)on  they  were  eommitled 
to  prison  and  rtMiudned  then;  a  long  time  :  in  1068,  Citjuhl 
appeah'd  lur  himself,  but  the  court  aiiain  conlirnu'd  the' 
judgment  against  hnn,  and  he  was  re-conimilted  ;  tin;  coml 
appointed  April  1-llh  lor  holding  a  pubhi'  disjnUe  on  the 
]*)rinci[)les  of  the  liaptist  f;iith  :  w  Iumi  ^i\  ili\  ines  of  llu?  pui  i- 
tan  })iolession,  altiMideil  by  tin;  (io\t'rnor  and  olhi'r  maiiis- 
trates,  and  ministers:  the  lia[)lisls  w  idi  a  lew  li  lends  irom 
N(Wvport  ap[)eared  in  the  delenee  ;  a  nn  uioramlum  of  the 
proceedings)  is  preserved  in  tlie  lll-^lolical  Socii'ly\s  I.ibiaiy  ; 
but  as  yet,  is  undeciphered,  and  tin;  ehxpience  and.  ai gu- 
ments  of  each  party,  is  lost  in  an  impaiiial  oblivion  ;  Lut  ihn 
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result  was  plain  and  palpal ilo  :  ihrue  of  thorn  wore  ordorcJ 
out  uf  the  colony  by  July  '^Olli,  and  if  tt'on  Ikmu  aftoiwaids 
to  bo  inipri.-onod.  thoro  to  remain  wilhoul  bail  or  mainprise  : 
IMr.  Ciuuld  was  sot  at  libort}'  to  prepare  for  removal  :  in  the 
mean  time,  no  mooting  was  allowed  to  bo  hold  by  them ; 
the  Baptists  determined  to  sufler  imprisonment  rather  than 
be  exiled  :  Mr.  Gould  removed  to  Noddle's  l.-;land,  and  lu'ld 
the  meetin;j,s  there  :  Mv.  G.  as  their  })a-lor  and  .Mr.  John 
Russellj  Sen.  from  Woburn^  an  elder  :  this  ]Mr.  Russell  and 
a  Mr.  Foster  wore  imprisoned  nearly  si.v  months  in  167:2, 
and  in  the  spriiiLi;  of  107  3,  two  others  wore  Imod  for  non- 
conformity to  the  Turilan  church. 

Governor  Bellingham  who  had  been  btrongly  opposed  to 
the  Baptists,  died  Dec.  7,  .1072,  and  at  the  j\Iay  election, 
John  Leverott  was  elected  Governor;  he  extended  on  his 
part,  full  freedom  for  their  religious  services  ;  in  Jan.  1078, 
they  resolved  on  building  a  meeting  hou>e,  and  proceeded 
with  so  much  caution,  that  it  was  not  known  for  what  i)ur- 
pose  it  was  intended  until  completed  ;  they  then  ])aid  for  the 
house  and  land  XOO,  and  hold  a  nu^otiiig  in  it  Fob.  15, 
1G79  :  it  was  situated  at  the  bottom  of  tStillman  Place  iVoni 
Salem  Street  :  but  again  in  May,  their  loaders  wore 
ordered  to  appear  before  the  court  of  assistants,  and 
ordered  that  no  more  meetings  be  held  there,  on  penalty  of 
forfeiture  or  demolition  :  they  therefore  refrained  from  meet- 
ing in  the  buildinii-,  yet  ordained  Mr.  Russell  as  their  pastor; 
On  July  2 1,  1079,  authority  was  received  from  the  King, 
>iorbitlding  that  any  of  his  subjects,  not  Papists,  bhoidd  be 
subjected  to  ur  forfeitures  for  serving  (iod  in  any  way 

they  miglit  desire  :  they  then  ventured  to  meet  again,  and 
again  were  summoned  to  desist,  and  ordined  the  Marshal  to 
nail  up  their  houx^;  whicli  was  doiu^  ^larcli  8,  10^0,  and  a 
paper  posted  on  door,  forbidding  any  meeting  to  be  held 
there,  at  their  peril,  6s:c.    The  church  mot  the  next  Lord"» 
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day  in  the  yanl,  for  llio  services  of  iho  sanctuary,  and  the 
next  week,  creeled  a  temporary  covering  ;  but  on  meeting 
there  the  next  Sabbatli,  they  found  tlic  doors  of  their  house 
open,  and  they  used  it  then,  and  for  llii^  future,  widiout  any 
molestation.  Their  lirst  hou>e  of  worship  \vas  iniprovtul  by 
them  till  the  year  1771,  wlien  they  erected  a  new  building 
of  wood  on  the  same  site  :  in  1828  they  erected  a  handsome 
brick  church  on  the  corner  of  Hanover  and  Union  Streets, 
which  was  dedicated  June  18,  1829  :  the  basement  front  on 
Hanover  Street  is  dividtnl  into  live  stores,  and  in  their  rear, 
is  the  vestry ;  size  55  by  38  feet,  furnished  with  sett(X's  for 
400  persons  ;  over  which  is  the  Churcli,  having  1 00  pews 
handsomely  made  and  furnished.  The  Baptistry  is  imme- 
diately in  front  of  the  pulpit,  elevated  sulilciently  for  the 
whole  audience  to  Aviuiess  from  their  seats,  the  sacred  ordi- 
nance. Their  Sunday  school  is  hirge  and  prosperous  :  the 
huildiug  is  linished  wiUi  a  tower  and  bell  :  the  whole  cost 
about  1:^44,000.

OM)  SOUTH  CIILRCH. 

While  tlie  Baptists  were  earnestly  contending  for  the  ap- 
plication of  baj)tiMn  to  believers  only,  a  (jueslion  arose 
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among  llio  PeJobaplists^  thciriscjlvers,  of  most  peculiar  ex- 
ercise luul  coiicuriimeiit  rc^pectiiiL^  ihe  ccclc.-ia>lic.d  <lato 
of  their  posterity;''  to  some  uupK.nisaMt  ciisagreemenls  on 
this  subject,  is  to  be  traced  the  origiu  of  Tui:  Old  South 
Church. 

Ill  1657,  the  Hrst  Puritan  Churcli  liad  voted,  lliat  it  was  the 
duty  of  a  churcli  to  exercise  chuicli  po\v(?r,  regularly,  over 
the  childreu  of  their  meiribers,  who  had  been  baptized  in 
infancy,  and  to  take  care  that  their  life  and  kn(j\vledg(?, 
mi'jht  be  answerable  to  the  engagement  made  by  their  rela- 
tives :  this  duty  they  put  into  j)ractice  ;  this  opinion  was 
sanctioned  by  a  council,  and  another  proposition  was  adopted 
which  gave  to  such  persons  the  riiiht  to  bring  their  children 
for  baptism,  on  condition  of  tlieir  owning  the  covenant  l)efore 
the  clmrch,  though  they  might  not  have  sullicient  conii- 
dence  of  their  own  regeneration  to  justify  them>elves  m  par- 
taking of  the  sacrament.  This  was  the  commencement  of 
the  half-way  covenant. 

Some  persons  feared  diat  by  adopting  this  rule,  that  "  a 
worldly  part  of  mankind  mi^lit  carry  all  things  into  sucli  a 
course  of  proceeding,  as  would  be  very  disagreeabh;  mUo 
the  kin2"ilom  of  lleavtm."  It  happen^^i  very  singularly,  that 
the  first  church,  which  acted  on  tla^  principle  recommended 
by  the  synod,  and  their  pastor  (Mr.  Wilson)  had  a|)proved 
of,  should  make  choice  of  Mr.  Davenport  of  New  Haven  as 
their  pastor  on  the  d(M'ca-e  of  Mi.  ^\'i^on  :  yet  so  they  did, 
and  he  was  ordained  ihelr  pastor,  and  the  licv.  James  Allen 
as  teacher,  on  the  lUh  of  Dec.  lliGS.  'Hiis  .-top  created  such 
a  division,  tlnit  thirty  withdrew  and  formed  tin,'  ihnd  PcJo- 
bapti^t  ('hurch,  May  I'J  and  IG,  In  .Inly,  a  council 

was  called  by  Gov.  Belliiigliam.  tearing,"  as  he  said  in  tho 
order,  ''a  sudden  tumult  ;  some  persons  attem[)ti!ig  to  set 
up  an  edifice  for  [)nl»lic  u'oi>lilp,  wliit'h  is  aj)[H(du'n(l(;dj  by 
aulhoiity,  to  bo  detiinumtal  tu  the  publi(^  peace.''    But  iho 
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council  tlioudit  best  not  to  inturposo  any  farther,  than  to 
caution  those  wlio  were  abcjut  to  erect  the  liouse,  to  conform 
to  the  laws  on  that  subject.  The  hon:-e  was  erected  on  the 
spot  where  t)ie  Old  Soulli  meeliii:^  house  now  stands,  at  tlie 
corner  of  Washiiiirton  and  Milk  Sis.  ;  ou  huid  given  for  that 
purpose  by  the  wiilow  of  the  llev.  Joshua  Norton  :  it  was 
built  of  cedar,  two  stories  high,  with  a  steeple,  gallery  and 
pews;  the  pulpit  being  at  the  cfide  of  the  church  as  now. 
Feb.  IG,  167U,  ]\Ir.  Thacher  was  installed  its  pastor.  The 
pres*ent  brick  edilice  was  liiiislied  and  occupied  April  26, 
1730,  O.S.  In  17 7o  the  Briti-h  troops  destroyed  most  of  the 
inside  wood  work,  to  make  room  for  the  drill  of  their  cavalry; 
it  was  elegantly  repairetl  hi  1782;  its  spire  is  elevated  180 
feet.  This  building  was  a  favorite  one  with  the  choice 
spirits  of  1772  and  the  tea  party  of  1773,  when  the  citizens 
congregated  too  numerously  for  Faneuil  Hall  (which  was 
llu3n  but  half  its  present  si/e)  and  its  walls  have  re-echoed 
to  the  best  and  purest  principles  of  patriotism  and  religion.

Among  the  early  emigrants  were  a  few  who  favored  the 
Episcopalians  in  cliurcli  worship:  and  in  1G16.  a  ])clilion 
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was  scut  in  to  tho  general  court.  humbly  eutrealiuLj  liberty 
'  to  the  nieiiibcrs  of  the  chuich  ol' Eiiiilaiul,  to  enjov  all  thoso 
Mibeities  aiul  ordinances  that  C-hiist  halh  purchased — till  in- 
'  coaveniences  hereby  be  found  prejudicial  to  the  churches 
^  and  colony."  This  petition  was  so  uniavorably  received, 
that  it  is  ])robable  the  Episcopalians  jjave  their  favorite  hope 
to  the  winds  i'ur  many  years. 

When  the  Commi.^sioners  trom  Charles  If.,  came  to  Boston 
in  ll)G3,  they  had  a  cha[)lain  with  tluMii  :  The  colony's 
Agents  in  London  and  the  general  court  in  answer  to  com- 
plaints made  on  account  of  an  exclusive  form  of  wor>hip^ 
promised  that  no  person  should  be  hindered  from  the  per- 
formance of  the  E.  Church  services,  and  from  that  time  a 
society  seems  to  have  been  forming. 

On  the  Ijlh  of  June,  1677,  a  meetinii"  was  hcild  wliich 
may  be  considered  the  origin  of  the  lirst  E[)isco[)al  society  in 
Boston  and'also  in  America  ;  U  commenced  with  I\lr.  Kobert 
Ratclille,  (who  came  over  in  the  Rose  Frigate.  INIay  15th, 
lG8G.)as  minister-  and  fourteen  numibeis  :  at  tlu'ir  meeliuLrs 
it  was  aiireed  to  seutl  aildressi^s  to  the  Kinir.  The  Lord  Bi^ll0p 
of  Canterbury  and  to  the  f^oid  l>i^ln)p  of  London,  to  implore 
tho.-^e  prelates'  favor.''  It  was  alr^o  agreed,  that  the  prayers 
of  the  church  be  suiil  evcr\-  Wednesday  ami  Frivhiy  ;  for  the 
])resenl,  in  the  library  chamber  of  the  town  hou>e:  ]\lr.  Thomas 
Hill  was  a[)pointed  clerk  and  Mr.  Smith  (car[)enter)  Sexton. 

'i'lni  lir>l  step  towa;il.^  erecting  their  church  was  an  aildiess 
to  the  Lre^ident  and  Couni'il.  July  Uilh,  liisti.  for  IduMty  and 
aiitiiority  by  a  brief,  to  pa-s  throniih  iIhj  whole  (haninioiis 
of  11.  M.,  in  Ni^w  Enghuid  and  colh'ct  voluiit.iiy  donations 
for  that  object ;  Gov.  Anchos  arrived  in  Decmnher  ot  that 
year,  and  not  linding  the  E.  Ciiurtdi  people  to  well  accom- 
modated as  the  l*(Mlobai)tists.  made  application  for  the  use  of 
oiu^  of  tlnur  chnrtdies.  and  having  examined  (he  llircc^  made 
ehoice  of  the  Ohl  South,  and  sent  llandolph  for  the  keys  : 
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The  propiiolors  declared  iliey  could  not  in  conscience  sulTc^r 
the  hoiisii  lo  be  so  occupied  :  Aiuhos  liuwevcFj  perr^isted, 
and  on  Frida}^,  iNIaicli  '25th,  lliST,  had  the  ices  peitbrmed 
there  :  good  nuui  Needhaai,  ihouLfh  he  had  resolved  to  the 
'  contrary,  being  persuaded  upon^  rang  the  bell  and  opened 
^  the  door  at  the  Governor's  conunaiid."^ 

it  is  probable  that  the  Council  granted  tlie  brief^  as  peti- 
tioned ibr  to  obtain  subscriptions,  as  they  then  proceeded  to 
buihl  on  pari  ot"  the  land  now  c)ccui)led  by  lluj  Slone  Chapel: 
how  the  society  o])taiiicd  lhat  lot  docs  not  aj)p('ar  :  it  had 
bclongetl  to  tlni  town  ;  but  whether  Juhnsun,  as  is  the  opin- 
ion of  some  had  reserved  a  portion  of  it  for  the  site  of  a 
church,  or  according  to  the  opinion  of  others,  that  Andres  in 
the  })lenitiu]e  of  his  power,  over  the  annihilated  charter, 
which  gave  the  King  power  to  be  lord  of  the  ^oil,  and  of  liis 
own  will  appropriated  it  for  the  use  of  the  church,  niur>t  re- 
main undecided. 

The  lirst  record  that  speaks  of  it  as  Iniished,  is  dated  July, 
1G89;  with  a  list  of  lOG  contributors  to  the  amount  of  jL'25G, 
9s.;  The  cost  of  the  house  was  jt'28-1.16s.  exclusive  of  items 
not  charged  :  It  was  built  of  wootl  :  with  a  steeple  but  with- 
out any  pews  :  in  1691,  lifty-three  persons  subscribed  towards 
erectinLT  pews:  down  to  jAlay  1G98,  it  was  called  his  Majes- 
ty's Chapcd :  in  November,  King's  Chapel,  and  in  1713, 
Queen's  Chapel  in  honor  of  (iueen  Aime;  in  1711)  the  build- 
ing was  enlarged.  'J'hcir  organised  title  of  King's  Chap- 
el. "  must  be  preserved  for  the  protection  of  be(ple^ts  to  the 
Church  haviuLi'  that  name:  the  present  Stone  edilice  being  four 
years  in  huihbiig,  was  com[)leted  in  170  1.  and  divim*  servi- 
ces [)erformed  therein,  August  21>t,  of  that  year;  Mr.  Free- 
man was  pastor  in  1783,  and  during  his  ministry,  vaiious 
alterations  were  made  in  the  lilurg\-,  omitting  the  doclriii(,'s 
of  the  trinit}-,  and  it  hccanu'  the  iirst  I'nitarian  (diurch  in 
America,  in  manner  as  follows  : 
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After  the  return  of  the  Bostonians  to  tlieir  habitations  and 
houses  in  1777,  King^s  Chapel  society,  gave  the  iVee  use  of 
tlieir  Church  to  the  OKI  South  Society,  while  their  church 
was  unihn'going  r(?pair,s  tiorn  damage  and  desecration  by  iho 
British  troops  under  Lord  Howe;  these  repairs  being  ^ilJi^hed 
on  the  23d  of  Feb.,  1782,  tliey  assembled  in  their  own 
sanctuary :  the  remaining  proprietors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  , 
determined  to  return  to  their  lormer  mode  of  worship,  and 
invited  the  Rev.  James  Freeman  as  pastor;  which  bring  ac- 
cepted, he  commenced  as  Reader,  Oct.  20th,  17 82  ;  the  so- 
ciety adopted  the  Unitarian  liturgy  altered  from  the  Common 
prayer  book  of  the  Church  of  England,  foHowing  the  plan  of 
Dr.  Clarke  :  on  Lord's  day,  Nov.  18th,  1787,  after  evening 
service,  Mr.  Freeman  w^as  ordained  as  Rector,  Priest,  kc.j 
by  the  Wardens,  Vestry,  proprietors  and  congregation :  a 
minority  of  the  church,  entered  a  protest  against  it,  because 
they  had  introduced  a  liturgy  different  from  any  used  in  the 
Episcopal  Churches,  and  articles  of  faith  they  said  were 

unscriptural  and  heretical :  — Anotlier  protest  or  excom- 
municationwas  issued  against  them  by  the  Episcopal 
Churches  in  Boston,  Salem,  INIarblehead,  Newburyport  and 
Portsmouth  ;  the  society  however  has  pursued  the  even  ten- 
or of  its  own  course,  rejoicing  ■  and  if  they  may  not  have  tho 
fair  countenance  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  amity,  their 
Rectors  have  ministerial  intercourse  with  the  Boston  Asso- 
ciation of  Clergymen.

Tlie  seveiilli  icliiiiuns  suciely  foinicd  in  Bo.^toiij  wa.s  the 
fourlli  couiirefralioual,  or  BralilL'  St.  Climcli :  A  iiiinibei-  of 
v^uo<\  uitMij*'  says  Dr.  Thaclu'i's  ccnliuy  st^nnoiij  *' distin- 
guished fur  llieir  liberality  of  thinking  as  well  as  for  their  re- 
gard for  the  gospel  and  its  ordinances,  laid  the  foundation 
ol  this  ehureli  :  llnnr  earlic-^L  (.kite  ot  as.-ociationj  was  Jan. 
10,  JG98,  on  which  day  Tliunias  Braltlc  conveyed  to  ihein  a 
piece  of  land  calleil  Brattle's  close.  l)(3iiig  j)ait  ot'  the  lot  they 
now  occupy  :  the  Jiumber  of  the  Society  or  ol"  grantees,  was 
twent)  .  As  to  the  doclriiu3s  of  religion,"'  these  good  men 
did  not  dilTer  professedly  from  their  bn^thren  of  other 
churches,  while  they  thought  that  in  some  respects,  the  reli- 
gious practices  of  the  day  ini;jht  be  improved:''  in  the 
h[)ring  of  IGDI),  they  sent  a  Iclter  ol'  invitation  to  Mr.  lienja. 
Colman,  in  London,  a  nalivt!  ol'  IJo.^ton  aiul  a  graduate  horn 
Harvard  Univtn^ity,  then  linishing  his  studies  in  England, 
to  becoiiie  their  pastor:  and  a])preliending  some  dillicully 
ill  procuring  an  ordination  hen',  that  cmemony  was  attended 
to  in  T.oiulon  on  the  -Jlh  ol'  Aulmi-I. 

On  the  1st  of  Nov.  "Slw  Cohiian  airiveil  in  l>o>t(Mi,  and  on 
the  17th  the  chnn-h  put  li)ilh  ••  a  Uianilc-lo  (u  deolaiation  oi 
their  aim  and  dc-ign,  and  the  rides  with  (Icurs  aid,  they  in- 
tended to  adhere  to:"  on  'i\ie.-ila\',  i)ec.  IJth,  a  me<Ming 
was  held  at  Mr.  Mice's  hon.-e,  and  alter  asking  for  divine 
blessingj  twenty  three  persons  uinted  tu  form  ihu  ehnrcL  : 
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the  24th  being  the  Lord's  day,  was  the  first  meeting  held  in 
tlieir  pheasant  new-built  church  : I\Ir.  Cohnan  preached 
on  the  occasion  from  2d  Chron.  vi.  18:  The  Manilesto'^ 
and  other  ^^miscarriages''  which  the  society  had  fallen 
into,"  gave  so  great  offence,  that  some  of  the  clergy  refused 
to  unite  with  them  in  the  observance  of  a  day  of  prayer  :  but 
by  some  means  they  became  miiled  in  a  similar  solemnity 
Jan.  31,  1700,  when  both  the  ]\Iather"s  and  ]\Ir.  AVillard 
joined  in  the  services. 

They  adopted  the  custom  of  reading  part  of  the  holy  scrj^y 
tures,  and  to  have  tlie  Lord's  prayer  u^ed  at  every  service: 
the  admission  to  full  communion  was  deemed  by  the  first 
settlers  of  the  country,  a  matter  of  great  importance,  and  tliat 
none  should  partake  of  the  privilege  but  sucli  as  were  truly 
born  of  God;  consequently,  a  relation  of  experiences  was  re. 
quired,  eitlier  oral  or  written  :  and  this  had  degenerated  into 
a  mere  form  and  with  so  much  similarity  of  stereotype,  iis 
often  to  provoke  ridicule  :  this  church  did  not  require  it, 
although  every  one  was  free  to  do  so  or  nut. 

\n  the  choice  of  a  miiiir^ter  and  other  ofhcers,  the  usage 
had  been  to  confine  its  privileges  to  those  oidy  wlio  were  in 
full  communion  with  the  church:  in  this  respect  tlu^y  dif- 
fered, and  acted  on  the  principle,  that  every  baptised  adult 
"vvho  contributed  to  the  support  of  tlic  church,  sliuuld  have  a 
voice  in  the  elections. 

Dec.  20;  1699,  they  voted  to  disptmse  with  the  practice  of 
singing  the  Hymns,  line  by  line,  and  about  the  year  17  17, 
formed  a  singing  society  to  practice  by  note,  which  was  tlio 
lirst  one  opened  in  luiston. 

By  way  of  derision,  it  was  called  ^'the  Mamkk^to 
Church,''  but  they  have  lircd  tkroug;h  it  and  even  prospered. 

Their  first  church  was  built  of  wood,  and  after  a  lapse  of 
seventy  three  years,  the  corner  stone  of  tlie  present  noblo 
edifice  was  laid  June,  1772,  on  the  same  spot,  and  u  meetinij 
held  there  July  25,  1773. 
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Tliid  building  was  used  as  a  barrack  for  the  British  troops 
under  General  Howe  in  177G,  and  his  (juarlers  were  in  a 
house  opposite  :  on  the  niglit  previous  to  liis  evacuatinii:  the 
towU;  March  17,  a  cannon  ball  from  the  American  army  at 
CarnbridLic,  hit  the  west  front  of  the  churchy  which  was 
picked  up  and  lirmly  allixed  in  the  cavity  it  had  formed  :

The  wife  of  Dr.  Samuel  Cooper  was  somewhat  a  siniiu- 
lar  womaiij  and  to  show  her  wit  on  one  occasion  when  the 
Dr.  expected  some  of  the  head  people  of  his  Church  at  his 
liouse,  lie  requested  his  wife  to  prepare  a  light  supper  for 
them,  and  on  retiring  to  the  supper  room  for  refrer^hments 
there  was  nothing  eatable  on  the  table,  yet  a  full  supply  of 
plates  and  a  large  number  of  lights — a  light  sui)per ! 

I\Ir.  Buckminster  on  retiring  from  a  singing  meeting  of  his 
society  one  evening  when  it  was  so  slippery  that  it  was  with 
diliiculiy  they  couhl  keep  on  their  understandings,  Mr.  B. 
said  to  Iris  companion,     if  we  do  not  C^  we  fchall  Bb.''

In  17  r2j  seventeen  enterprir^ing  m(3chanics  united  for  es- 
lablishing  a  church  at  the  corner  of  Hanover  and  Clark  Sts. 
under  the  title  of  the  New  North  Church.  Mr.  Matthew 
Butler  the  father  of  the  association,  with  his  a^^sociates  ob- 
tained leave  for  erecting  a  small  building  of  wood  :  it  was 
homely  and  convenient  and  lini.-lii'd  as  is  observed  in  an 
ancient  manu:?cript     without  the  assii^lance  of  the  more 
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wealthy  pari  of  ihcj  cunimuuily  uxceplini^-  what  ihey  (.leilvcd 
frojn  their  prayer.^  and  kiiiil  wi.shc:*."' 

The  hoii.-e  wa.-j  deilicalecl  May  alh,  1714.  The  two  Ma- 
thers, ialher  and  sun,  look  [)art  in  the  eereiiiuniesi :  the 
chureh  eovenant  that  evening  wa^  bii^'ned  by  twenty  one  in- 
dividnals  :  jNIr.  ^Vt.•bb  was  inianiniou.->ly  ehjeletl  paster  and 
\vas  ord.uned  Oct.  '20.  Dr.  J.  Alather  acted  as  intnlcrator.  Dr. 
E.  I\ralher  addre.-^.-ed  the  tlircnie  of  grace.  .Mr.  Webb  L^ave 
the  di.-conr.-5e  :  the  muderiilor  gave  the  charge  and  hi-  .-un 
the  riglit  liand  of  ielh)\v>hip  ;  the  e.\t?reises  ck)sed  with  a 
hymn  and  bcMiedictiuii.  ?sinety  two  year.s  after  erecting  the 
aforesaid  builihng,  tlie  society  razeeil  their  aueient  sanetnary 
and  raiscil  one  on  th(i  same  siti*,  of  brick,  capacious,  hand- 
some and  durable  :  thi-^  was  deelicated  a\lay  2,  1804.

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ing  was  compleled  and  opened  for  public  worship  on  the 
29th  of  Doceiuber  of  the  biime  year,  by  a  sermon  by  the 
Rev.  Timothy  Cutler^  D.D.,  as  Hector  from  Isaiah  lvi.-7. 

For  mine  house  shall  be  called  a  house  of  prayer  for  all 
'  people  :  to  an  audience  of  about  400^  and  the  number 
of  purchasers  of  pews  at  that  time  was  53  :  in  1815,  this  so- 
ciety opened  a  Sabbath  school  which  was  the  first  institution 
of  the  kind  amoni^'  us,  and  which  has  been  universally  fol- 
lowed by  other  societies. 

The  steeple  was  of  a  beautiful  design,  admired  universally 
as  a  perfect  model  for  symmetry  of  piopoitions;  it  was  hurled 
from  its  elevation  on  the  biick  tower,  by  the  gicLit  whirlwind 
in  Oct.  1804  :  with  a  contribution  of  lour  thousand  dollars 
from  the  citizens,  a  new  one  was  soon  elevated,  combinhig 
as  near  as  possible  all  the  marked  beauties  of  the  former,  to 
a  height  of  175  feet. 

This  church  has  tlie  only  chime  of  eight  bells  in  the  city  : 
the  cast  inscriptions  on  each  bull,  is  as  follows  :

FEDERAL  STREET  CHURCH,  1729. 

The  thirteenth  reliuious  society  in  Boston  was  fonned  by 
Pre.sbyterian  emigrant  families  from  Scotland  to  Ireland 
duritig-  tlie  reign  of  James  1. — they  came  to  Boston  in  1722, 
accompanied  by  their  pastor,  the  Rev.  John  iNIuoihead ;  they 
pnrchased  the  lot  with  a  barn  on  it,  at  the  corner  of  Bury 
street  and  Long  lane  (now  Berry  and  Federal  St.)  they  al- 
tered tlie  barn  for  a  place  of  worship  and  in  time  added  two 
wings  to  it:  this  continued  to  bo  their  chnicdi  unlil  17  11, 
when  a  new  and  con vfiiit'iil  rdilirc,  was  «!iri  li'd  ;  iil  diio 
liin(J  Ihciy  liiid  Iwclvi^  rldiMs  ndiiphMl  l(»  tlin  luclvo  divi^idus 
of  their  congregation  into  districts.  AFr.  Mooiliead  was  set- 
tled IVIarch  30,  1730.  ^Mle  was  most  cordially  attached  to 
his  flock  and  they  cheri.^hed  him  Avith  a  reciprocal  aiiec- 
tion :  with  the  zealous  enforcement  of  doctrines  which  ho 
sincerely  espoused,  he  was  unwearied  in  his  endeavors  to 
promote  and  maintain  a  virtuous  practice  among  liis  p(H)ple  : 
he  was  favored  with  a  good  conslitiUion  and  his  labors  were 
uninterrupted  until  a  few  days  bt^fore  his  decease,  Dec.  2, 
1773,  in  his  7Uth  year. 

])etween  that  time  and  1783,  when  the  Rev.  David  Annan 
became  their  pastor,  no  record  of  their  doings  is  to  be  found  ; 
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he  resigned  the  oflice  in  17SG,  and  on  llio  Gih  of  August  fol- 
lowing the  society  relin([ui.s]ied  ihe  rit'.^!)\'loii;iii  dt)ctriues 
and  embraced  the  Congregational  religion  by  a  unanimous 
vote. 

Dr.  Douglass,  in  his  Summary,  speaking  of  i\Ir.  ]Moor- 
head's  congrcLi'alion,  has  llie  follow  inii-  u()\<\  Tln^v  cnccted 
a  Presbyterian  mecjting  house  in  l]o.-1on:  My.

From  Dr.  D's.  observalions  on  this  inscription,  one  would 
be  led  to  believe  it  was  erected  in  the  church,  but  it  was  not 
there  within  the  recollection  of  any  one  of  the  society. 

It  was  the  Federal  St.  Clau'ch  wliere  the  IVIassachusetts 
convention  congregated,  when  debating  and  deciding  on  the 
confederating  constitution  of  the  United  States  in  1783;  and 
from  that  time,  the  name  of  the  street  was  changed  from 
Long  lane  to  Federal  St. 

The  present  imposing  Gothic  Building  was  erected  in  1809, 
and  dedicated  to  sacred  purposes  Nov.  23d  of  that  year.

IIOLLIS  STREET  CHURCH,  1732. 

A  proposition  was  made  by  Ex-Governor  Belcher  that  if 
any  suitable  number  of  persons  would  associate  for  building 
a  church,  that  he  would  present  to  them  a  lot  of  ground  in 
llollis  Street  for  that  purpose  :  a  meeting  was  held  on  the 
subject  at  Mr.  Ilopestill  Foster's  house,  Jan.  21.1731  ;  when 
twenty  six  persons  subscribed  for  that  object,  and  on  the  2d 
of  jNIarch  the  land  was  conveyed  to  them  by  deed;  a  house 
was  built  of  wood  40  by  30  leet  with  a  steeple  :  it  was  ded_ 
icated  June  18,  1732.  On  the  1 1th  of  November  the  church 
was  gathered  with  fasting  and  prayer  under  the  guidance  of 
the  Kev.  Joscj)!!  Sewall,  of  the  Old  South  Church.  Nov. 
20th,  they  unanimously  invited  the  Rev.  jAlathcr  Byles  to  the 
pastoral  charge,  and  he  \\as  ordained  Dec.  20th,  delivering 
Ids  own  ordination  sermon  from  2  'i'ini.  ii — 17.

180G^  April  J  their  llrst  wooden  meeting-house  having  been 
in  use  for  70  years^  it  was  taken  down  and  the  present  hand- 
some brick  edilice  erected  and  dedicated  Nov.  27th  of  that 
year;  its  size  is  74  by  75  feet :  witli  112  pews  on  the  lower 
floor  and  fifty  in  the  galledes.

^  caiulidalG  for  iho  ministry,  lo  prevent  as  much  as  in  us  lies, 
^  any  un(M)nvtirteel  miiiisler  being  ever  concerned  with  this 
^  chnrcli.'^ 

Mr.  Croiwell,  a  seltlinl  pastor  over  a  Conizre^ation  in 
Orotoii,  Conn.,  was  iiivitinl  to  Ix^corne  tlieir  slu'plienl,  aihl  as 
his  society  had  votcnl  him  ••libcrly  to  act  as  lie  thouizht  his  du- 
^  ty,  he  gave  an  answer  in  tlu^  iilhi  niative  in  public,  declaring 
^  to  all  present  that  the  design  ot"  himself  and  his  friends  was 
^  only  to  be  a  distinct  church  aiid  that  they  professed  no  se^v 
^  aration  from  Calvinislical  ministers.'^ 

The  latter  part  of  August,  invitations  were  sent  to  many 
clunches  to  assi.^t  at  the  ordhiation  services  Oct.  5lh.  :  The 
OKI  SoiUh  refused  to  have  any  thing  to  do  with  it,  judging  it 
had  *•  an  unhappy  tendency  to  crumble  tlie  other  conu'rega- 
'  lional  churches  in  town  into  small  societies  :  the  council 
considered  this  objection  as  insullicient  and  tlie  installment 

was  carrit^d  on  in  a  reverent  and  godl\'  manner :  *'  The  so- 
ciety obtained  the  buihling  in  School  street.  erectcHl  by  tlie 
[''rench  Protestant  society,  which  had  been  iliscontinned  and 
soM  iMarch  7th,  16  18. 

Mr.  Croswell  became  blind  in  the  lattm'  part  of  his  life, 
but  continued  his  professional  labors,  and  could  always  be 
depend(3d  on  in  cases  of  emergency  to  tavor  his  brethren 
with  a  sermon  extempore  :  he;  died  April  r2lh.  1785,  a'j,ed 
77  years  :  The  nu'Ctiug-liousi;  suon  afterwauls  pa>sed  into 
()thc;r  hands,  and  was  taken  down  and  its  area  is  now  cover- 
t.'d  with  workshops. 

•  This  society  was  never  classed  as  the  eleventh  Con- 
gregational Societ)',  yet  it  ap[)cars  to  have  been  so  considered 
iu  cases  of  ordination,  tS:c. 

MKTiiouisT  so(  ii;rii:s  and  cniKniKs,  1772, 
The  Ministers  el  ihi;  Mclhodi>t  clinich  liavo  never  hcvn 
settled  over  any  particuhu'  sociei\',  but  receive  an  appoint- 
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menllo  preaeli  a  limiltnl  lime  in  one  place  Avliich  geiuTally 
has  been  for  two  3'eais  at  a  lime,  ami  then  inlereliange  with 
their  several  churches,  in  1772,  ]\lr.  Boardnian,  culleaLriie 
of  Pilhiiore,  tlie  lirst  Methodist  preachers  sent  over  by  Wes- 
ley, formed  a  small  society  in  Boston  Avhich  soon  after 
waned  for  want  of  pastoral  care.  In  Oct.  17^^-1,  l\ev.  AVin. 
Blackj  from  HalifaXj  preached  in  the  Sandemanian  Chapel  oji 
Hanover,  near  Cross  Sts.,  and  in  the  second  Baptist  Cliurch. 
lie  continued  in  the  city  three  months,  preachinii'  10  large 
audiences,  many  of  whuin  were  convert(Ml,  who  mostly 
joined  the  Baptist  churches.  Tiie  devoted  Freebom  (lar- 
rcttson,  on  liis  passage  to  iNova  Scotia,  tarried  a  time  in  this 
city,  and  preached  in  pri\'ate  housi-s,  but  formed  no  society. 

In  July,  1790,  llev.  Jesse  Lee  arrived  in  Boston,  anil  after 
trying  in  vain  to  lind  some  place  to  preach  in,  he  determined 
to  preach  on  the  common,  w  hich  he  did  on  Sunday  after- 
noon, under  the  great  Elm  tree  ;  four  persons  attended  at  the 
beginning,  and  three  thousand  at  the  clo,-e  of  Ids  sermon. 
A  number  of  persons  ha\  ing  embracetl  his  do(;tiines,  ujrt  at 
the  house  of  Samuel  lUuriU^  Shcaie  St.  where  cru\\dcd 
meetings  were  held  until  Jnnt?,  1792,  when  a  public  seliool 
house  on  North  School  St.  was  granted  for  tlunr  use.  'i'he 
Ivev.  Jeremiah  Cos(hni  l)(n'ame  theii'  pastor;  like  AVesley  lie 
held  meetings  at  0  o"cU)fk  in  the  morning,  but  the  lingnig 
of  the  bells  amioycd  some;  of  tluMieiLihl)c)i>,  oni;  of  wlioni 
contrived  to  deprive  them  ol  the  use  of  tlu'  building.  They 
tlien  hired  a  room  in  the  (b-een  Dra-on  lawiii.  in  Vn'ion  St. 
but  were  deprived  of  that  alhn-  u.-imi-  it  oiu'  Sahl)ath.  Deter- 
mined to  plant  "Methodism  in  llui  city,  twidve  jier-oii^  tornuul 
themselves  into  a  ^oi-ietv,  denominated  tlu;  *•  Aletliodist 
Episcopal  Church  of  Boston."^  'fhry  met  at  private  hou-es 
fur  some  tinn3  and  at  hiM  made  :ni  eiieil  hy  lai-inu'  subscii|)- 
tions,  toward  building  a  [)i-oper  h(juse  ol  woi>liip.  Sept.  Jlli, 
1793,  a  lot  of  land  was  purciia.-ed  oil  Melliodist  row,  Ilanovtir 
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avenue,  where  llu>y  hujlt  ;i  \\(<uiIl'ii  eliapcl  -IG  lei'l  by  3o.

Richards  pa>tor; — a 
brick  chapel  is  now  erectinir  fur  that  society.  It  reports  140 
members.  A  new  church  has  been  organized  under  the 
care  of  Rev.  B.  K.  Pierce,  on  Canton  St.  It  meets  in  a  hall 
and  numbers  GO  members. 

Ten  iMethodisl  churches  liave  been  built  up  by  this  busy 
people  in  the  Lord's  Vine\'ard  :  tliey  encountered  great  op- 
position at  first,  yet  not  so  much  as  the  Baptists  and  (Quakers, 
but  by  unceasing  efforts  aided  by  some  few  generous  friends, 
among  whom  the  late  Col.  Amos  Binney  stands  foremost, 
they  have  been  enabled  to  do  much  good  in  the  way>ide 
and  have  gained  many  to  walk  in  the  paths  of  righteousness, 
an  honor  to  man  and  their  maker.

CHRISTIAN  CHURCH,  couMni  of  summer  and  broad  st.s. 

In  1803  a  society  was  gadiering  of  seceders  from  the  l?ap- 
tist  churches  holding  to  tlu^  pecndiar  doctrines  of  the  Chris- 
tian  Connexion ;  which  at  that  time  were  explained  and 
prcacdied  by  IMessrs.  Ahncr  Jones  and  Klias  iSmiih  :  they 
liave  since  been  known  by  the  appelhuion  of  Christians  : 
their  hrst  meetings  were  hehl  in  a  huge  wooden  buihling  in 
Friend  Street :  after  that,  they  for  some  few  years  occupied  a 
Hall  in  Bedford  St.  near  Kingston  St.  and  in  1823,  erected  a 
good  brick  meeting  hon^o  at  tlio  corner  of  Summer  and 
Ihoad  Streets,  and  deiHcated  Dec.  2'J,  1825;  they  have 
had  many  preachers  for  a  >hort  season;  when  they  ani  with- 
out any  regular  pastoi-,  they  exhort  auu-)ng  thenrselvcs  both 
men  and  wouumi  :  this  privilege  tlu^y  al.-o  extend  lo  any 
pious  people  of  any  and  every  (hniominalion  ;  that  w]i(»o- 
ever  hath  a  spirit  to  speak^  ^^o  Id  him  or  inn-  >peak  witli  the 
spirit:  they  hohl  to  siv  Inndamental  principh's  of  doctrine, 
vi/.  Repentance  from  dead  works  :  lailh  towards  (iod  ;  of 
baptisms;  of  laying  on  of  liaiid^:  of  r(\>^urrection  o{  the 
dead;  and  of  etmnal  jiidiiincnt  '  urging  the  necessity  of 
the  two  (irst  })rinciph's  in  onh-r  for  sinners  to  be  ^^born 
again,''  or  become  new  cr(\itnre-,''  or  have  tlu!  divine 
uatnre  or  ^*  h(<]iii(\NS  ;  without  which  no  one  shall  see  the 
Lord  ;  the  ^a(ely  of  lh()sc  who  ••e.idu.e  to  th(.'  end     i>  lirmly 
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believed  by  tliem  and  that  none  but  such  will  have  eternal 
lite. 

Dr.  Abner  Jones  of  Hailland,  Vt.  an  eminent  practicing 
physician,  ai  the  time  a  member  of  the  Baptist  Churchj  was 
the  lirst  who  came  out  with  these  vi(,'ws.  In  Sept.  ISOO,  he 
organized  the  lirst  Church  of  thisorthn  of  people,  in  Lynden, 
Vt.  In  1802,  he  gathered  another  in  Bradibrd,  Vt.  In  1804, 
one  in  Portsmouth,  N.  II.,  and  this  one  in  Boston,  Mass. 
it  being  the  iifdi  church  of  this  order  ever  organized  iii 
America.

The 
building  of  this  meeting  house  was  predicated  on  the  lio[)e 
of  settling  Dr.  Hemy  Koilock  of  Savannah  as  pastor  of  the 
congregation,  but  iu  thi.^  they  weie  Lli.^a})poinled,  and  Dr. 
Grillin  coiUinued  to  preach  to  them,  and  was  installed  as 
their  pastor,  July  31st,  1811.

Pantheon  Hall  :  Feb.  22,  1828,  they  removed  to  the  Alhe 
iiiEum  Lecture  lluom  ;  and  Nov.  1831,  to  the  hall  in  Phil 
lips  Place,  and  continued  there  till  their  elegant  new  churcL 
was  ready  for  consecration  in  1845. 

Mi\  Thos.  Worcester  was  chosen  reader  in  1818  and  soor 
afterwards  licensed  to  preach  by  Rev.  ]\Ir.  Carll  ;  and  INlarel 
10,  1821,  became  pastor  ol"  the  ^•ociety  by  choice,  and  wim 
ordained  by  Rev.  JMr.  Carll,  Aug.  17,  1828,  and  is  the  pies- 
ent  pastor.  The  number  ol"  church  nunnbers  is  now  about  3j0. 

In  1844-5,  a  church  was  erected  for  the  use  ui  the  Socit^ty, 
standing  on  the  top  of  the  hill  on  Bowdoin  street,  callcil 

The  New  Jerusalem  Church."'  Tlu;  co^t  of  this  buildiii;^ 
was  about  sGO.OUU.  of  which  the  following  is  a  descriptio-i. 

The  entrance  of  the  ('hurch  is  desigiu'd  in  cluiste  (lotliic 
architecture;  fronts  on  Bowduiii  street  15  teet  ;  ami  pas-es 
thence  through  a  vestibule  40  feet  lonir,  neally  lini-hed  with 
a  series  of  wooden  spandrils,  appropriately  connected  with 
the  pannel-work  of  the  ceiliuLj:.  The  auditory  sj">a('e  is  irl 
f(;et  by  80  in  the  ch^iir,  on  the  lloor,  ami  contains  111)  pcws, 
ol  bold  anJ  original  di'>i'jii.  The  >iJe  g;dleri«'s  contain  .'^li, 
anil  the  cr(j>s  end  20;  making  in  all  Hi')  p^-ws.  capable  (jf 
seating  lOOO  persons.  The  entire*  ceiling  is  linishcd  with 
grained  arches,  and  so  formed  as  to  admit  liiiht  through  the 
roof  to  the  nav(^,  which  produces  a  >()({  and  aiireeable  cllect. 
The  line  of  the  nave  at  the  api'\  is  DO  feci  long,  and  50  leel 
hiuh  from  tin;  auililoiy  ihior.  The  stairs  a--ceiuling  to  the 
galleries  are  placed  in  tin;  two  iVont  corner^,  on  either  siJe 
of  the  entrance  door.->,  anil  so  lini-lied  as  to  jircMJiit  an  agree- 
able appearance  in  the  general  view.    The  ea-terly  end 
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forms  a  peculiarly  elegant  and  grand  feature  of  the  ediiice, 
it  having  placed  on  tlie  centre  of  llie  chancel  a  lofty  taberna- 
cle, de^iigned  for  a  depository  for  the  Sacred  Scrij)lure,  and 
a  pavilion  on  either  side  of  the  tabernacle^  all  of  which  are 
highly  ornanienlid.  The  pulpit  is  on  the  main  floor,  in  front 
ot"  the  chancel,  but  withdrawn  from  the  centre.  The  omaii 
is  alsOj  on  the  lir.-t  lloor,  immediately  at  tlie  left  of  the 
chancel  as  the  auditor  enters,  and  is  placed  in  a  room  Ibrmed 
expressly  for  its  reception,  so  that  it  is  without  the  usnal 
case,  aiul  almost  entirely  concealed  from  view.  In  the 
corner  of  the  church  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  chancel  is  a 
room,  corresponding  in  appearance?  to  that  which  contains 
the  organ,  intended  for  the  use  of  the  minister. 

A  basement  story  of  12  j'eet  in  height  in  tlie  clear,  and  en- 
tiiely  above  the  surface,  extends  under  the  whole  of  tlie 
auditory  space,  and  is  divided  into  three  apartments-  the 
principal  of  which  is  about  60  feet  sipiare,  and  the  two 
smaller  rooms  about  30  feet  each.  These  are  designed  to 
serve  as  a  vestry,  and  lor  the  Siibbalh  School;  and  al,-o  for 
lectures  and  social  meetings,  and  for  instruction  in  mu>ic. 
The  hon.-e  is  renuirkably  well  situated,  beiim-  ahno^«t  exactly 
ill  the  centre,  and  on  the  highest  land  of  the  city;  and  at 
the  same  time  is  very  quiet  and  retired,  and  abundantly 
supplied  with  light  and  air  on  all  sides.

The  interior  of  the  building  is  remarkable  for  its  simplicity 
and  beauty,  and  as  a  whole,  it  may  be  considered  the  com- 
mencement of  an  era  in  the  architectural  art,  "which  as  a 
model  has  caused  more  attention  to  be  paid  to  the  subject, 
and  improvements  to  be  made  in  the  designs  and  erection  of 
public  buildings.

Adams  took  hi.s  scat  in  ihe  lirsi  Conlincaial  Conirrc-s  at  IMiiladelphia, 
Sept.  5ih,  1771,  and  <:oniinu(  d  a  nn'mhcr  ol  thai  body  nniil  17^1  :  lo  tiaco 
him  in  all  lli<;  iiiiporiaui  duin  s  \\  Im  li  he  inTliM  nicd  in  that  loii^^  inlcrval, 
would  iuvolvo  a  record  tii  all  ihai  was  done  in  liial  au;ja<t  ijod\ .  Air.  (A.rdon 
speaks  ot  him  in  177  1  as  ha\  niu'  lor  a  lou-^^  limt;  whi-i)er<.d  lo  hi.->  (.<jnlidenuul 
friciuls,     ihal  the  co(nnry  must  be  indcjiendi-nl.'' 

After  Mr.  Adams  retired  iVom  Congress,  lio  contiimcil  to  receive  from  Wis 
native  stale  new  proofs  of  licr  sense  of  his  services  ;  by  appomiincins  to  i^liiees 
of  the  hiyhe.>l  trust  : — he  liad  been  a  member  of  the  conveutiou  for  lorming 
tlie  stale  consiiuition  and  on  the  coinmitti'e  by  w  liich  it  w  as  drafleil  ;  and  on 
thai  which  framed  the  address  wilh  w  hich  it  was  proenieil  to  ihe  people  :  he 
afterwanls  became  snccovivdy  a  member  of  the  j.eiiale  ;  pre-idem  oi"  ihal 
boil> ,  and  a  imnnber  of  llie  coii\'i  hIimu  asvcinbied  lor  the  raiilicaiioii  ol  \\m 
Federal  consiiiulion  ;  in  wliieh  duly  he  prepared  se\  <.ral  ameii.|iiicin<  w  liicli 
uiel  llie  approbation  of  ihe  \  eiii ion,  and  some  (»f  ihem  were  afierw  ard:!

Mr.  Adams'  private  habiis  were  simple,  frugal  ami  unostentatious;  ihi-  led 
him  lo  despise  ihe  luxury,  i)oinp  and  parad.e  of  the  onicers  of  the  crou  n  ;  hi:j 
tenets  caused  him  lo  loathe  ihe  church  of  1  iiiglaiul,  and  his  dele.>lation  of  roy- 
alty a>id  ihe  priviledged  classes,  no  one  could  feel  more  keenly:  the  !noii\e3 
of  his  action  wen;  not  the  sudden  ebnililion  of  U'lnjjer  nor  a  transient  impulse 
of  re.senlment :  but  by  a  delib<  rale  (  on-^ideral ion  wiih  an  unyieldmg  deierini- 
nation  :  thai  there  was  a  tinge  of  Ingoiry  in  his  reliuMon  and  pt>liiics.  ihey  do 
aver;  and  one  of  his  collca'^ues,  who  knew  him  Will,  ami  ivsicemed  him 
highly,  described  him  wilh  good  nalured  e.\aggeral ion,  as  follows.

he  retired  from  that  slaiion  in  1^21  and  warmly  advocated  the  election  of  Mr.  | 
StevensfHi  as  his  sticccssor.  | 
He  returned  to  his  farm  in  Charles  City  County  and  to  the  practice  of  law;  j 
— in         he  was  again  elected  lo  the  house  of  Delegates,  anil  re-elected  the 
ne\l  year  : — in  [>'23  he  was  clu)sen  (lovernor  of  Virginia  by  a  large  majority 
anil  the  lollowing  year  he  received  ihe  ini:iniin«tn'^  vt.ti:  of  the  Legislature  fur 
the  same  olUce  ;  and  l)rt'orc  the  expiiaiion  of  that  lerm  was  chosen  as  Sen- 
jiior  to  Congress  in  opposition  to  John  Uaiulolph  by  5  voles: — in  the  lalirr 
p:iri  of  the  session  of  1"t'.1.3  he  was  eiei  t«.-d  spe:»ker  pro  ttm  of  the  Senate  ly 
wliigs  and  Stale  rights  senators  :  he  resigned  his  seal  in  the  Senate  in  Feb.

fcights  :  all  of  ihe  Intlependcni  Inluntry  companies  of  tiie  city  with  the  Lan- 
cers :  ci\  ic  and  military  olTicers  ol'  lln;  United  Slates  in  ihi.s  >eciii)n  :  itlTicrg 
of  ihe  Slate  and  of  the  city,  a  lengthy  cavalcade  of  mounted  citizens  :  socieii--^ 
of  various  lilies,  with  a  long  train  of  u  ucUnien  mounted^  nil  turned  oui  m  Out 
storm  lo  lender  their  respects  lo  the  city's  gnesl :  the  proces>ion  was  nearly 
an  liour  in  passing  any  givn  point,  and  thai  wouhl  give  aboul  ihreo 
miles  length  for  it;  the  people  in  this  section  require  some  vers*  importunl 
exciteinenl  to  huzza  al  the  top  of  Iheir  lungs  on  any  occasion  ;  bin  the  cheers 
lo  the  honorable  visitor  were  as  frequent  and  as  loud  and  long,  as  bclok«-ned 
a  hearty  welcome  and  prohal)ly  to  suit  ihe  ta^te  of  ihe  recipient; — The  Hon.

James  K.  Polk  is  llie  eldest  of  ten  children  :  lie  M'as  boni  IVov.  2,  17^3.  in 
Mecklenburg-  ct)unly,  N(»rih  Carolina  :  his  ancestors  %\  hoso  orii/inal  naiim 
was  Polloch  anil  by  obvious  transition  assnim-d  the  present  form  w  ere  fioni 
Ireland  in  the  early  pari  of  the  eiLjlileenih  cciiUiry:  iln:  family,  irai  <••)  ihcir 
ilcseeiil  from  Robert  Polk,  who  v  niarri«Ml  in  lielaiul  :  his  wife  Mai,'c!aku 
Tucker  was  the  heiress  of  .Mow  niii','-  Hill:  '.luj  had  fix  :m)us  two 
dauj-^lilers  ,  Robert  Polk  the  proi^^eniinr  of  Jajiies  K.  Polk,  was  ihe  filili  bon : 
lie  married  a  Miss  (luUet  ami  removed  to  Anu'riia. 

The  Polk  liimily  settled  in  Somerset  county  on  the  eastern  shore  of  Afary- 
land,  where  some  of  their  deseendants  slill  sojourn:  beii.i;  there  the  only 
democrats  of  noie  they  Avere  stjled  the  democralic  family;  ihe  branch  of  the 
family  from  which  the  President  de.S(  ended,  removed  to  the  neighborhood  of 
Carlisle  in  Pennsylvania,  and  thence  lo  the  western  ironiicr  ol"  IVorth  Car- 
olina some  liiiit!  before  the  revolutionary  war:  some*  of  the  family  were  hon- 
oraliiy  di.-liiicrni.^hed  in  that  eventful  struifgle  :  on  the  •JUih  of  May,  1775,  being 
Jiu)re  than  a  y<  ai  pr<  vions  lo  the  National  Deelaralion  of  Independence,  tho 
asseinbh  d  inliabiianls  of  iMi  ekh  idnirg  rounl y  publiekly  ub>«>lved  iheinsclvci 
Irom  their  all*  Ljianee  to  ilie  l>rili«ib  Crown  and  is.-,ued  a  lornial  maniie-lo  of 
Independenee  in  terms  «)f  manly  ehxpienee  ;  Colonel  Thoma>  Polk,  the  i>riii:o 
)iU»ver  in  this  acl  i>l'  noble  dating',  and  one  of  the  signers  ol  that  Diehiraimn 
ol"  Imh  pendenco  \\'as  i:r<  at  nm  h*  to  the  Pie.«.idenl. 

The  father  of  James  K.  P«'lk  was  a  lanner  of  imH-suining  pretensions,  bul 
an  enterprising  character  :  throw  n  early  upmi  hi>  own  resources,  he  became 
the  arehite(  t  ol  his  ow  n  loriunes  :  in  l>tKj  lie  removed  to  Tcnnc.-sce  with  hii 
ten  childr<  n  wh.  ie  he  was  .  ne  of  ihe  pioneers  of  the  fertile  valley  of  Duck 
river,  a  branch  i»l  the  Cumberland,  ^heii  u  wiUkrncsa  Lui  now  the  nio>t  pop- 
uhnis  pari  of  the  Stati: :  hero  lie  resided  until  his  election  to  the  Presidency 
inisl;3:  in  the  infancy  of  the  sellleinenl  there  were  not  ninny  ad\ jiiiUi^m  i 
for  a  g<»oil  education  and  he  acjuired  thai  only  ol  a  goiul  Jlnglish  scholar: 
his  father  wiv-hed  hiiii  lo  b-conu  a  merchunl  and  nuieh  n-.^ain'-t  the  son'.x  in- 
tinmiion  Uc  ^^u*  placed  in  u  coiiuunv;  l.ou^u  ;  he  rwnmined  ihtru  Lul  a  ic.Y 
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weeks  and  afier  caruesl  appeals  to  his  lailior  lie  wns  placed  mulcr  the  care  oi' 
Rev  Dr.  lleiidcr.^iMi  and  subscqueiilly  under  ihe  care  of  Mr.  Sauuiel  P. 
Black  celebraleil  a:s  a  classical  leaclicr :  in  1S15  he  entered  llic  University 
of  Norlh  Carolina :  ihere  his  career  was  disiin;,'ui^lie<i ;  ai  each  ienii-annual 
exaniinaiiou  he  bore  a\vay  liie  fnsl  h»jn(»r  and  graduated  in  l^l^  with  the 
highest  distinction  in  his  class  and  with  ihe  rcpulaiion  of  heini,'-  ihe  hrsl 
scholar  in  both  the  niatheniatics  and  elassics;  his  ambition  to  excel  was  only 
equalled  by  his  perseverance  ;  in  proof  of  whieh  it  is  said  that  he  never 
missed  a  recitation  or  the  performance  of  any  duty;  froui  the  Univt  rsiiy  he 
returned  to  Tennessee,  his  health  imi)aired  by  application  ;  in  IMO  he  com- 
menced the  study  of  the  law  in  the  office  of  Telix  (i ruiidy,  who  for  many 
years  was  Representative  and  Senator  from  Tennessee  to  Conj,'ress,  and  was 
admitted  to  the  bar  in  l^-*20:  he  connnenced  practice  in  Maury  county;  his 

I  thorough  academic  education,  accurate  knowledge  of  law;  his  readinc^s  and 
resources  in  debate  and  his  unwearied  upplicaticMi  to  business,  seeured  him 
at  once  full  employment;  in  Ik.'  entered  upon  the  stormy  career  of  i)ol- 
ilics,  being  chosen  Ilei)reseulaiive  to  his  Stale  legislature,  and  the  next  year 
he  was  re-elected;  he  was  the  early  p.>liii(al  iViend  of  (ien.  Jackson,  and  ono 
of  those  who  in  the  session  of  :uul  1,  calleil  that  disiinguished  man  from 
bis  retirement  and  elected  him  to  the  Senate  of  the  United  Slates. 

'  In  August  1625,  being  then  in  his  thirtieth  year,  Mr.  Polk  was  chosen 
member  of  the  House  of  Uepresentatives  in  Congress ;  he  opposed  internal 
Slate  improvements  at  the  national  expen.sc  ;  he  opposeil  ihe  administraiKtn 

j  of  President  John  C^.  Adams  from  first  to  last;  he  supported  the  admiiiisiru- 
tion  of  I^-esidenl  Andrew  Jaekson,  against  the  IS'alional  Jiank,  and  aiK  ocau  d 
a  reiluction  of  the  revenue  to  the  neci  ssilies  of  government  ;  his  iirsl  speech 
was  for  altering  the  constitution  to  j)ri.vciil  a  choice  of  President  ever  devolv- 
ing on  Congress  ;  in  1^31  he  was  re-eleeleil  to  Congress,  and  in  lfclj3  defended 
the  removal  of  the  public  money  Irom  the  banks;  in  1^*35  Mr.  Polk  \Nas 
elecleil  si^  aker  «.f  the  House  of  Kepresentativcs  in  Congress,  and  at  ih« 
extra  session  of  lt37  was  re-chosen  speaker. 

<  After  a  service  of  fourteen  years  in  Congress  .'Mr.  Polk  declined  a  rc-<  U  r- 
tiori  in  1^39  ; — lie  was  tlu'ii  el<M  n-d  (Itivcruor  of  Tfiiiie>s«  e.  ami  nomiiialed  !•> 
the  eonvenlion  at  lJulliiiioro  MaN  '^'J,  lr-11  lor  the  ProideiK  y  imd  biuceedcd 
10  lhat(;lhcc  .March  4,  IslG. 

In  person  Mr.  Polk  is  of  a  middh'  slalure,  wiih  a  full  angular  biww.  and  n 
quick  penelraling  eye  ;  the  expression  of  his  counlenancj'  is  g»  n.  ialK  ^i^vi  , 
but  is  ofien  relieved  by  a  peculiarly  i)leasaul  smih-,  iiiduaiixc  d  lln-  aineuiiy 
pf  his  disposiiioii ;  the  amiable  eharaeter  of  his  prnuie  Ine.  whu  h  lui^  lu  i  n 

Iipright  and  pure,  secures  lo  him  the  e>tecm  and  frii  iul.-hip  of  all  w  h«»  have 
the  ud  vantage  of  his  aei|uaiiitancc  ;  he  married  u  lady  of  Tennessee,  who  is  ii 
Bcmber  of  the  I'resbyierian  chun  h.  ami  well  «|ualiticd  by  ht  r  viriucs  nnd

as  if  it  were  fully  sullicient  for  the  support  of  a  more  import- 
ant part: — that  of  mind,  talent,  industry  and  character;  and 
beside  him  is  a  lome  from  his  mathematical  energies,  of 
equally  important  contents  : — that  of  his  '*  a^ieuican  navi-
